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OF THE 


EAST INDIA COMPANY. 


The Committee of Secrecy appointed to enquire into the ſtate of the Eaſt India Company, 
and for that purpoſe to inſpe@ the hooks and accounts of the ſaid Company; and to 
report to the Houſe what they find material therein, in reſpect to the debts, credits, 
and effects of the Company; as alſo to the management and preſent ſituation of the 
Company's affairs, together with their obſervations thereupon. 


H ING made their report of what they found material, with reſpect to the debts, 
credits and effects of the Company, and with reſpect to the profits which the Compa 


n 
derive from their commerce, and from the territorial acquiſitions lately obtained in the Fatt 
Indies, proceeded, in purſuance of the Order of the Houſe, to enquire further into the 
fituation of the Company's affairs, and particularly how far the ſame may have been affected 
by the management of the Company or their ſervants ; and your Committee thought, that 
among the many objects, that offered themſelves to their conſideration under this extenſive 
head of Enquiry, the ſtate and management of the revenues, lately obtained in Bengal and 
Bahar, required their immediate attention. And your Committee thought it right to begin. 
by enquiring into the nature of theſe revenues; and having for this purpoſe inſpected the 
books and correſpondence of the Company, and having examined Harry Verelſt, Eſq; late 


Preſident of Fort William in Bengal, who had been employed for ſeveral years in the col- 


lection of part of the ſaid revenues, your Committee find that the revenues, of which the 
Company are at preſent poſſeſſed in the provinces of Bengal and Bahar, conſiſt of 


Rents of lands, 

Duties and cuſtoms, 

Farms of excluſive privileges, 
Fines and forfeitures. 


And with reſpe& to the Rents of Lands, which conftitute the principle part of the ſaid 
revenues, they find, that all the lands of the ſaid provinces are conſidered as belonging to the 
crown or ſovereign of the country, who claims a right to collect rents or revenues from all 
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the faid lands, except ſuch as are appropriated to charitable and religious purpoſes; which, 
having been granted by different princes, are underſtood by the general tenor of ſuch grants 
to be exempted from payment of any rent to the g# of OST — 
There are, beſides, other lands, held by grants of different kinds, which pay only a fixed 
annual acknowledgment or rent, and that in genera! much below the medium rate of rents 
in the provinces : theſe are called jaghires, which are grants from the Crown to individuals, or 
talooks, which are grants from the Nabob or Prince to individuals and Mr. Verelſt in- 
formed your Committee, that theſe jaghires and talooks vary in the nature of their tenure; 
the jaghires being ſometimes to the grantees for life only, and ſometimes for the life of other 
perſons in the ſame family; but the talooks do more regularly deicend to the heirs of the firſt 
grantees, than the jaghires. . : | | ; 

And your Committee find, that the Rajas and Zemindars have certain lands, perquiſites, and 
allowances, which they hold by virtue of their offices for their ſupport. —And your Com- 
* mittee find, that the rents ariſing from all the other lands of the ſaid provinces, befides thoſe 

held by grants in the manner abovementioned, are paid-in ſuch 1 as is ſettled an- 
ri by the Dewan with ſeveral Zemindars, farmers, or collectors, who rent or hold the 
{aid lands. 

And vour Committee find, that the duties or cuſtoms abovementioned, are levied upon al- 
moſt every article of life; and that they are collected either at chokies or cuſtoin-houſes, or 
at the gunges or markets; and that the Nalol and Duan had the right of making ſuch alte- 
rations in theſe duties, as they thought proper. — And that the Company, fiace they have 
heen poſſeſſed of the ſaid revenues, have likewiſe exerciſed the right of making alterations 
therein. 

And your Committee find, that the farms of excluſive privileges, which make a part of the 
ſaid revenues, are farms of privileges of excluſive trade; and it appears to your Committee, 
that the fame did exiſt before the Company became poſſeſſed of theſe revenues. 

And your Committee find, that the fines and forfeitures, which are ſtated as part of the ſaid 


revenues, are tines and forfeitures for breaches of the law, criminal, civil, or rehgious, of the 
taid country. 


Your Committee proceeded next to enquire, in what manner theſe revenues are collected; 
and they find, that the Duan collects the ſame by leaſing them out, either to the Rajas or 
Zemindars, who are conſidered as having a ſort of hereditary right, or at leaſt a right of 
preference to the leaſe of the revenues of the province to which they reſpectively belong 
or to other farmers under the Name of Izodars and other appellations—or to officers ap- 
pointed. by government under the Names of Fouzdars, Aumils and F uffildars, with all whom 
the government make in general annual engagements for the revenues of the ſeveral diſtricts. 

And your Committce having enquired, whether the 9 have ever diſmiſſed any of 
the Rajas or Zemindars of theſe provinces, they ſind, that the Company have taken into 
their hands the revenues of the provinces of Burdwan and Nuddea, upon the Rajas of the 
ſaid provinces falling in arrear of rent; and that a ſupport was allowed by the Company to 
the ſaid Rajas. 

And your Committee find, that an annual rent-roll of the {aid provinces, called the Bun- 
dibus, is renewed and ſettled every year at a feſtival, called the Poonah; which is uſually 
held in the menth of May for Bengal, and in the month of September for Bahar : and your 
Committee refer to the journals of the 28th day of April 1967, whea a rent-roll or Bundi- 
bus for the province of Bengal, for the ycar one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſixty-five was 
laid before the Houſe, to ſhew the nature and form of this inſtrument ; and they have added 
in the Appendix of this Report, No. 1.—a rent-roll ar Bundibus for the province of Ba- 
har, for the like purpoſe. | 

And your Committee find, that in ſettling the ſaid rent- roll, the government firſt endea- 
yours to treat for the revenues of each province or diſtrict, where there is a Raja or Zemin- 
dar, with ſuch Raja or Zemindar; and if the Raja or Zemindar does not come to an agree- 
ment with government, an officer is appointed to ſuperintend the collections, which collec- 
tions are made by ſuch officer in the name of the Raja or Zemindar and his own, public or- 
ders being iſſued in their joint names; and in diſtrits, where there is no Raja or 1 
they endeavour to treat with the preſent farmer; and if ſuch farmer does not come to an 
agreement with government, the lands and revenues he held, are, in ſuch caſe, let to ſome 
other farmer for the beſt rent which can be procured, or taken into the hands of go- 
vernment. 

And your Committee find, that after the rde rent-roll is thus ſettled between the go- 
vernment and the ſevcral Rajas, Zemindars, farmers, and others, under different names, theſe 
again make their agreements with thoſe of leſſer degree, either with the ancient occupiers or 
tenants, called Ryotts, or with new tenants. And Mr. Verelſt informed your Committee, 
that by the antient rule of government, agreements with the Ryotts for lands, which they 
and their families have held, were conſidered as ſacred, and that they were not to be removed 


from their poſſeſſions, as long as they conformed to the Terms of their original contracts; 
but chat this rule had not always been duly-obſerved.

And your committee having enquired, whether the Raja, Zemindar, farmer, or colle&ar, 
have a right to lay any new duties, or augment the old ones, by their own authority; they 
had, that they have no- ſuch right: it appeared, however, to your Committce, by the evi- 
dence of Peter Michell, Eſq; iecretary to the ſaid Company, and of Samuel Wilkes, Eſq; 
Examiner of Indian Correſpondence, that the books and correſpondence of the Company at- 
ford many inſtances of the country having been exceedingly diſtreſſed by additional taxes le- 
vied by the Zemindar, farmer, or collector, but not ſo much by the two former as by the 
latter. And Mr. Verelſt informed your Committee, that he believed, that the aforcfaid 
othcers and collectors had levied new duties, or augmented the old ones, by their own autho- 
rity, 1n every part and corner of the country ; and that they did this much more, hefore the 

mpany was in poſſeſſion of the Dewanee, than ſince; and he added that the government 
have 2 right to call upon them for every thing ſo collected: and that they have been called to 
an account, fince the Company held the Dewanee, in ſeveral inſtances. 

And your Committee find, by the correſpondence of the Company, that the Preſident and 
Council at Fort William are endeavouring to aſcertain the amount of the Muffuſul collec- 
tions, or the revenues levied by the Raja, Zemindar, or farmer, in the ſeveral diſtricts of 
Bengal, in order to fix the profits of the ſaid Raja, Zemindar, or farmer, at a ſtated and 
reaſonable ſum, to prevent in future undue charges in the collections, and to preſerve the 
Ryott from oppreſſion by undue, additional, and arbitrary demands. 

Your Committee proceeded next to enquire into the produce of theſe revenues; and to en- 
able the Houſe to judge, whether the ſame have encreaſed or diminiſhed, ſince they have 


been in the hands of the Company, your Committee were defirous of knowing, what had 


been the produce of the ſaid revenues, while the provinces where they are collected were un- 
der the ancient government of the Mogul or Nabob ; and having examined Mr. Michell and 
Mr. Wilkes, your Committee were informed by them, that there is not to be found in the 
books or corretpondence of the Company any general ſtatement of the ſaid revenues, while 
thele provinces were under the government before mentioned: but Mr. Verelſt iaformed 
your Committee, that having cauted the records of the government of Bengal at Muxadavad 
to be examined, he found that Suja Khan who was ſeated on the muſnud or throne in the 
year 1738, uſed his beſt endeavours to encreaſe theſe revenues; and that the net revenues 
ariſing, from what is now called the Dewanee of Bengal, by which he means the revenues 
ariſing from the whole of that province, except from the diſtricts of Burdwan, Midaapore, 
Chittagong, and the twenty-four Calcutta Purgunnahs, were then as follows; viz.

During the reign of Suffraz Khan, the ſucceſſor of Sujah Khan, the revenues of this 
country continued under the like regulations, and no alterations were made by him ; but 
when Alliverdi Khan having killed his predeceſſor, uſurped the government, he was com- 
pelled upon the Morattos invading Bengal to the payment of a chout, one-fourth of the eſti- 
mated original crown revenue : the amount of this chout was agreed to be SICCa rupees 
1,104,262. 6. 7; for defraying of which an additional collection was made in the provinces; 
and this, with ſome further taxes for the expence of buildings and other charges, raiſed the 
aforeſaid revenues in his time to the amount of 13,282,960. 2 17. 1. or 1,733,420 pounds 
ſterling ; and the revenues continued in this ſtate, until the ſoubahdary of Coſfim Ally Khan, 
who was ſeated on the muinud in the year 1760; when he laid an additional tax of 1. and 
3 annas, or n parts of the original crown rents; and eftimated this addition at Sicca 
Tupees 450,164. 2. 9. which being added to the former revenue of 1 3,282,909. 2. 17. I. 
made the whole of thele revenues in his time amount to 13, 733,124. 5+ 0. 1. or 
1,792,172 pounds ſterling. DE 

Mr Verelſt further informed your Committee, that he had not materials ſufficient to aſ- 
certain the progreſſive rite in the revenues in the province of Bahar, or in the diſtricts of 
Burdwan, Midnapore, or the Calcutta purgunnahs; but be preſumes, they muſt have kept

creaſing, and the being improved by cultivation, the revenues ariſing from them were 
aſſigned over to the ſeveral officers, commandi their troops, for the defence of the coun- 
try, on condition that -y kept up a ſufficieat force for that purpoſe ; the lands under their 
management continuing afterwards to proſper, ſo as to yield a ſum conſiderably above the 
real charge of the forces neceſſary for the defence of the province, the government claimed 
a ſhare thereof; ſo that about the year 1713 a crowa rent was fixed on thoſe lands amount- 
ing to Sicca rupees 68,422. 10. 72, in addition to the revenues raiſed for the defence of the 
province; which crown rent has fince been called the original rent, and on which every ſub- 
ſequent encreaſe has been calculated. Between the years 1713 and 1727, the rent of this 
province was raiſed 4 annas or one-fourth-part ;—from 1727 to 1734, it was raiſed one- 
fourth part more ;—and by ſeveral ſubſequent augmentations, _ of original crown 
rent was encreaſed in the year 1759 to 4. 13. 104 rupees; and the ancient rent of rupees 
68,422. 10. 74 was thereby raiſed to the tum of 331,529. 1. 15. befides ſeveral other 
extraordinary taxes levied for the ſupport of government under various pretences. 

Your Committce having thus obtained the beſt information they were able, of the ancient 
ſtate of theſe revenues, they proceeded next to enquire, what they had produced fince the 
Company became poſſeſſed of them; and for that purpoſe having called for a ſtatement of 
the revenues of Bengal and Bahar, including the provinces of Burdwan, Midnapore, and 
Chittagong, and the twenty-four Calcutta purgunnahs, frum the time the Company became 
poſſeſſed of them reſpectively; the following account was produced to your Committee, 
which the ſervants of the Company informed them is as perfect as can be produced from any 
account tranſmitted to the Court of Directors.

It appears by the Nabob's ſunnud granting to the Company the twenty-four Purgunnahs, 
that there was to be an annual payment to him for the king's rent, of the ſum of rupecs 
222,958 : It is ſuppoſed tae above ſums (except the Prſhcuſh for ths Sunnud) was on account 
of theſe rents preceding the grant of them to lord Clive as a Jaghire. 

With regard to Midnapore in the year 1760, the country was at that time in a ſtate of war, 
therefore only the nett ſum collected can be brought to account. 

It appears from the records that the Calcutta twenty-four purgunnahs were, from the 18th 
July 1758, put under the direction of Mr. F rankland, as collector of thoſe revenues, until 
a proper mode of management could be ſettled by the board; the amount of the collections 
of thoſe diſtrifts the year they were under that gentleman's management, appears on the ge- 
neral books to be the ſum of C. 57,996. 

It appears alſo on conſultation, 21ſt September, 1758, that a committee was appointed for 
the management of thoſe lands, and conſiſted of Meſſrs. Watts, Frankland, _ 99 agg 

It likewiſe appears on conſultation, 12th July, 1759, that the council reſolved to put up 
to ſale the twenty-four Purgunnahs for three years; accordingly they were ſold on the 31ſt 
for Sicca rupecs 765,700 per Ann. Khallarics not included. | 

Under this management which appears to be a ſcene of experiments, in order to aſcertain 
the full value of theſe lands, which is found to have been gradually increafing, no period of 
regular accounts appears ſo as to be able to fill up the firſt three columns. 

It is impoſſible to furniſh the committee with an account of particulars under the head of 
charges of collection paid by the Company, as ſufficient accounts have not been received by 
the court of directors.

And your committee having examined Harry Verelſt, Eſq. Richard Beacher, Eid. and 
James Alexander, Eſq. in order to explain the foregoing account, and firſt with reſpect to the 
arrears at the end of each year, they informed your committee, that a part of the arrears of 
the preceding year may ſometumes be collected in the ſubſequent year, but rarely the whole 
—that the arrears of any former years ought in geheral to be conſidered as deiperate debts, 
and that they have been wholly or in part remitted, or ordered to be written off. "They 
alſo e your committee, that in tome caſes the farmers agree to take upon themtelves 
the charges of the collections in the provinces, and to pay in a certain net revenue, which i- 
the reaſon that in ſome of the years, and with reſpect to ſome of the provinces, there arc 
no ſums ſtated in the two firſt columns of the foregoing account: and your committee think 
proper to obſerve, that in the foregoing account the groſs collections are ſtated from May 
to April in each year, which is the reaſon that in the province of Bahar the groſs collections 
differ confiderably in ſome years from the revenues, which are ſtated to he levied on the pro- 
vince in the fourth column; becauſe the bargain with the farmers in that province is made, 
and the account taken, from October to September in each year; and where the revenue ac- 
tually received, as ſtated in the fifth column exceeds that which ought to he received, as 
ſtated in the fourth column, the reaſon is, that in that ſum is included ſome of the arrears 
of the preceding year, which the officers of the government had found means to collect. 

Your committee proceeded next to inquire into the ſeveral payments, that have been made 
out of the ſaid revenues, by virtue of any treaties or agreements entered into by the pre- 
ſident and council of Calcutta, or the fele& committee there, or by any order made by them, 


or by order of the court of directors in England: = 
An 
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And your Committce find, that by articles of between the king Shah Aalum 
and the Nabob Nudjum ul Dowlah, to which the Company were made guarantees, dated the 
39th of Auguſt 1765, which agreement is already before the Houſe, a tribute of 26 lacks 
of rupees per annum was agreed to be paid to the ſaid king Shah Aalum out of the revenues 
of Bengal, Bahar, and Orixa, to commence from the firſt of September 176g. 

And your Committee find, that by an agreement, made with the aforeſaid Nudjum ul 
Dowlah, dated the goth day of September 1765, which agreement is already before the 
Houle, the annual ſtipend of 5,336,131. 9. was agreed to be paid to the ſaid Nabob Nudjum 
ul Dowlah, as an adequate allowance for the ſupport of the Nizamut. 

And your Committee find, that by an agreement, made the 18th of May 1766, between 
the Nabob, Syef ul Dowlah and the governor and council of Fort William, which agreement 
is already before the Houſe, the annual ſtipend of 4, 1867, 131. 93. was agreed to be paid to 
the ſaid Nabob for the purpoſe be forementioned. 

And your Committee find, that by an agreement, made the 21ſt of March 1770, be- 
tween the Nabob Maberck ul Dowlah and the governor and council of Fort William, a 
copy of which is annexed to the laſt report, the annual ſum of 3,181,991. 9. was agreed 
to be paid to the ſaid Nabob for the purpoſe betorementioned. 

And your Committee find, in a paragraph of a letter of the court of directors to the go- 
vernor and council at Calcutta, dated rhe 10th of April 1771, a copy whereof is hereunto 
annexed, No. 2, that the ſtipend abovementioned of 3, 181,991. 9. was diſapproved ; and 
it was thereby ordered, that the Nabob's ſtipend ſhould be reduced to 16 lacks of rupees 
per annum during his minority. 

And your Committee find, that by order of the fele& committee at Calcutta, dated 
the 31ſt day of December 1766, a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 3, an al- 
lowance of 12 lacks of rupees per annum was ſettled upon the miniſters, Mhamud Reza 
Khan, Roy Doolub, and Shitabroy, to cemmence from the 3 iſt of January 1767, which 
allowance was afterwards divided 1n the following proportions, to 


Mahmud Reza Khan — 9 lacks per annum. 
Roy Doollub —— — 2 
Shitabroy — —— — 90, 996 Rupees. 


and, befides the be forementioned allowances, your Committee find in an account of ſervants 
employed at Patna, tranſmitted to the committee of revenue at Fort William, and entered 
on their proceedings the 16th of June 1771, that lord Clive and the ſelect committee al- 
lotted Shitabroy a monthly allowance of 25000 rupees. 

And your Committee find, in another paragraph of the aforementioned letter of the court 
of Directors of the tenth of April 1771, to the governor and Council at Fert William, that 
it was ordered, that Mahmud "ps Khan's ſalary ſhould be reduced from 9g to 5 lacks, and 
that Dollubram's ſhould ceaſe with his life. —And your Committee find, that Dollubram is 
ſince dead, —And your Committee having enquired, whether the beforementiened ſalaries 
and ſtipends have been conſtantly paid, they find, that in conſequence of the eyils ſuffered by 
the late famine in Bengal, the Governor and ſelect committee on the 26th of May 1770, as 
appears by their proceedings, a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 4, ordered 30 lacks 
of rupees at the leaſt to be topped out of the tribute to the king, and the allowances to the 
Nabobs and miniſters. 

And your Committee refer to the foregoing ſtatement of the revenues of Bengal and Ba- 
har for the ſums paid under the head of ſtipends and allowances ; and they find that the ar- 
rears due at the cloſe of the faid account, including what was unpaid of the ſtoppage above- 
mentioned to the king, Nabob, and the miniſters, 1s as follows : P

And your Committee find, by a minute of the Governor and Council of Fort William, 
dated the 14th of April 1766, copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 5, that, in conſide- 
ration of the merit of the family 4 the Seats to the Company, as ſtated in the ſaid minute, 
the Governor and Council agreed, that a claim of the Seats to the amount of 21 lack of ru- 
pw lent to the late Nabob Meer Jaffier, for the ſupport of his and the Engliſh army, ſhould 

paid in equal proportions by the Company and Nabob, at certain tated periods, within 
the courſe of ten years; which agreement court of Directors by their letter to the ſe- 
lect committee at Fort William, dated 16th of March, approved of. | 

And your Committee find, that ſeverai other payments have been made out of the revenues 
of the Dewanee, ſince the Company became poſſeiſed of them, on account of reſtitution for 
private loſſes in the war with Coſſim Ally Cawn, and of donations to the army and navy for 
their ſervices on that occaſion; and in order to explain theſe tranſactions more fully, your 
Committee think proper to obſerve, that when the war broke out with Coſſim Ally — in 
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the year 1763, and a reſolution was taken by the Preſident and Council of Fort William to 
reſtore Meer Jaffier to the Subahſhip, the ſaid Preſident and Council entered into a treat 
with him, dated the 10th of July 1963, a copy of which was laid before the Houſe the 20t 
of January 1767, by which, among other articles, he agreed to reimburſe to all private per- 
ſons the amount of ſuch lofles, proved before the Governor and Council, as they might ſuſ- 
tain in their trade in the country; and if he ſhould not be able to diſcharge this in ready 
money, to give aſſignments of lands for the ſame : and it appears to your Committee, that 
upon the ſame occaſion the ſaid Meer Jaftier promiſed a donation of 25 lacks of rupees to 
the army. 

And * Committee find, by a minute of the conſultations of Fort William, the 1 5th of 
eee 1764, a copy whercof is hereunto annexed, No. 6. that the ſaid Meer Jaffier gave 
to the then commander of the fleet an engagement in writing, dated the 8th of October 1764 
ſor the payment of 12 lacks and an half of rupees to the Navy. 

And it appears to your Committee, that a large proportion of the reſtitution money, and 
of the donation to the army was paid by Meer Jather, or by his ſucceſſor Nudjum ul Dow- 
lah, while they were in poſſeſſion of the Dewanee ; but they do not find that any part of 
the donation to the navy was paid by them. 

And your Committee find, by a letter of the court of Directors to the Preſident and Coun- 
cil at Fort William, dated the 26th of April 1765, an extract of which is hereunto annexed, 
No. 7, that the ſaid Directors had then received no information, except by report, of the 
amount of the reſtitution 2 or of the donation to the army or navy; and they find by 
the ſaid letter, and by another letter of the 24th of December 1765, an extract of which is 
hereunto annexed, No. 8, that the court of Directors then expreſſed in the ſtrongeſt terme 
their higheſt di ſapprobation of theſe tranſactions, that they require a juſt and preciſe account 
of them ; and that they forbid any payments on thoſe accounts, until their further orders : 
but notwithſtanding theſe ſentiments of the court of Directors, your Committee find by a 
minute of the General Court of the 24th of September 1766, a copy of which is hereunto 
annexed, No. ; that it was then reſolved, that it be recommended to the court of Directors 
to cauſe ſo much of the donation to the navy, as can be recovered, to be paid out of the ar- 
reers of the revenues due to the Nabob of Bengal; and for ſo much as the ſaid arrears ſhall 
fall ſhort of the amount of the ſaid donation, to be paid out of the Company's Duannee, at 


fuch reaſonable times as ſhall be moſt convenient to their affairs; and that the court of Di- 


rectors gave orders conformable to the ſaid reſolution, in their general letter to the Preſident 
and Council at Fort William, dated the 21ſt of November 1766, an extract of which is 
hereunto annexed, No. 10. 

And your Committee find by the minutes of the General Courts on the iſt and 8th of July 
1768, copies of which are hereunto annexed, No. 11, 12, that a motion was made, that or- 
ders be forthwith ſent to the Governor and Council of Bengal, for the immediate payment out 
of the revenues of Bengal, Bahar, and Orixa, of what remains unpaid of the reſtitution mo- 
ney to the ſeveral perſons, to whom it is due, according to their claims as admitted and liqui- 
dated by the committec, formerly appointed by the Governor and Council for that purpole ; 
and at the ſaid General Courts, it was propoſed, and carried upon the queſtion, to add the 
following words to the ſaid motion, Whether ſuch claims were found to ariſe by loſſes in 
c trade in ſalt, beetle- nut, or tobacco, (which the court of Directors have at this court re- 
c preſented to be in their opinion, and allo in the opinion of their council, illicit trades, and 
&© repugnant to the covenants entered into with the Company by their ſervants) or not.“ 
and your Committee find, that a ballot having been taken on the amended motion, it was 
carried in the negative. 

And your Committee find, by the minutes of the General Courts of the 11th and 16th of 
Auguſt 1769, copies whereof are hereunto annexed, No. 13, 14, that a motion having been 
made, that it was the opinion of the court, that the balance unpaid to the claimants of the 
reſtitution fund be paid in Bengal as ſoon as the ſtate of the Company's treaſury would per- 
mit; it was upon a ballot carried in the affirmative. 

And your Committee find, by a letter from the court of Directors to the Preſident and 
Council at Fort William, dated the 10th of November 1769, an extract of which is hereunto 
annexed, No. 15; that they acquainted the ſaid Preſident and Council with the ſaid reſolution 
of the General Court, and added, that conſidering that by that reſolution a diſcretionary power 
was veſted in them to make the ſame payments when the ſtate of the Company's treaſury would 
admit, they did not think themſelves warranted in the preſent ſtate of the Company's affairs 
in India, to give orders for the payment of ſo large a ſum that ſeaſon, and therefor: they pa- 
fitively directed that no money ſhould he paid on that account, till their further orders. 

And your Committee having enquired, what fums have been paid by the Company on ac- 
count of the donations to the army and navy, and of the reſtitution money fince the Company 
became poſſeſſed of the Dewannee, they find by a letter from the Preſident and Council at 
Fort William to the court of Directors, dated the 27th of March 1772, an extract of which 
is hereunto annexed, No. 16; that the ſaid Preſident and Council had drawn bills on the 
court of Directors for one moiety of the navy donation, which bills appear by an account de- 
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livered in to the committee, atteſted by Peter Michell, Etq; ſecretary to the Eafl India Com- 
pany, a copy of which is hereunto annexed, No. 17, to amount to 96,049. 9. 6. pounds 
ſterling ; and that the ſaid Prefident and Council had agreed to give intereſt bonds to the navy 
agents at Fort William for the other moiety, and to give them bills on the court of Directors 
in exchange for the ſaid bonds, when the treaſury at Fort William thould be 
And your Committee find, by the evidence of Mr. John Annis, affiſtant auditor of Indian 
accounts, that the Preſident and Council at Fort William paid on account of reſtitution for 
private loſſes on the 12th day of May 1766, CRs 348,000; and that the ſaid Prefident and 
Council paid the army agent on account of the donations to the army on the 21ſt day of 
March 1766, CRs 150,000 ; on the 8th of April 1766, CRs 24000; and on the 12th of 
September 1769, CRs 145,032, being the balance of that account. 
Aud your Committee find, by the evidence of Mr. John Annis, that the total amount of 
claims for reſtitution allowed, was CRs 5, 568, ooo, and that the balance remaining unpaid, 
was CRs 1, 533,818. 11. 6. by which balance the ſum paid will appear to be leſs than the 
ſum ſtated to have been paid in the minute of the General Court the iſt of July 1768; but 
as Mr. Annis informed the committee, that this is the laſt account received, your Committee 
have taken it as the true one. | 
And your Committee find, by a letter from the court of Directors to the Prefident and 
Council at Fort William, dated April the 10th 1771, an extract of which is hereunto 
annexed, No. 18; that they then ordered that out of the ſeveral deductions directed to be 
made from the allowance to the Nabob, and the ſtipends to the minifters, as is before ſtated, 
the ſums paid by the Company to the army and navy on account of the donations beforemen- 
tioned, the debt due to Bolackidas, and the ſtipulated payment to Juggat Seat, ſhould firſt be 
wholly ſatisfied and reimburſed to the Company; and that ſuch farther ſums as ſhall ariſe 
from the ſaid reductions, ſhould be applied from tune to time, to clear the balance unpaid to 
the claimants of the reſtitution fund, and alto the donation of two lacks to Colonel Monro 
(which appears to your Committee to have been promiſed to him by the Nabob Meer Jaffier, 
in conſideration of his having relinquithed a jaghire in Bengal, granted to him by the king) 
in ſuch proportions, as the reſpective claims may bear to each other, until the whole ſhall be 
diſcharged ; but they add, that the principal only of the ſums due from the Sircar, are to be 
allowed in the payments there orde 
And your Committee having enquired, whether any Jaghires have been granted out of 
theſe revenues, ſince the Company became poſſeſſed of them, they find by the Moorſheda- 
bad conſultations, the 17th December, 1770, hereunto annexed, No 19, that a Jaghire was 
granted to Dollubram, to commence from April 1766, amounting to rupees 187,500 per 
annum. : 
And your committee find, in the proceedings of the committee of revenue the 10th of 
| June 1771, an extract whereof is in the Appendix, No. 20, that in 1766, part of two 
purgunnahs were granted,

And your committee having enquired, whether the inſtruments or ſunnuds, by which 
theſe Jaghires were granted, are to be found in the correſpondence of the Company, a 
tranſlation of a ſunnud was produced to them, which appears in the Moorthedabad contulta- 
tions 1770, by which the beforementioned Jaghire was granted, by the king Shah Aalum, 
to Dolubram, from the year 1172, which anſwers to the Chriftian ra 1765-6 ; and a let- 
ter of Mhamud Reza Cawn to the preſident of Fort William, entered on the country cor- 
reſpondence, goth December 1765, was produced to your committee [a copy whereof is 
added in the zppendix, 21 (a)] in which M. R. Cawn ſays, „My Lord, you are pleaſed 
out of your favour to conter upon me a Jaghire ;” and Mr. Wilkes referred to a ſtatc- 
ment of Jaghires in the Bahar province, tranſmitted in a letter of Mr. Rumbold, to the ſc- 
le& committee, dated the 6th of July 176), as the only ſtatement of Jaghires which he has 
hitherto found in the correſpondence of the Company's ſervants in Bengal, befides what is 
already ſtated in this report; which letter and ſtatement your Committee have annexed to 
their report, No. 21 (b), for the information of the houſe. 

And your Committee find, that at ſeveral times ſince the Company became poſſeſſed of 
the ſaid revenues, certain ſums have been paid out of them to the prefident, and other ſer- 
vants of the Company in India, under the name of commiſſion. 

And your Committee find, by a paragraph of a letter of the court of directors 13th 
of March 1761, to the governor and council at Fort William (a copy whereof is here- 
unto annexed, No. 22) that an allowance was ordered to be made to their preſident Mr. 
Vanſittart, and to the prefident for the time being, of a commiſſion of 24 per cent. to 
be deducted from the net annual revenue of their acquired territories, to be paid at the 
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cloſe of every year: — and by a paragraph of a letter from the court of directors, of 
13th of May 1763, to the governor and council of Fort William, (a copy whercof is 
hereunto annexed, No. 23.) the court of directors confirmed the aforementioned allowance, 
as a ſettled and invariable emolument to every governor ; and they direct, that ſo long as 
Mr. Vanſittart ſhall continue in the government of Bengal, he be allowed a commiſſion 
of 21 per cent, of all ſuch revenues as have, or may ariſe out of the grants from Coſſim 
Ally Cawn; and that the payment commence with the ceſſion of thoſe countries; adding, 
that this additional emolument is exprefily to be underſtood as a diſtinct reward due to the 
perſonal merit of the ſaid prefident Mr. Vankarore, and is, abſolutely to ceaſe upon his 
quitting the government; and that it is not to be claimed or any ways pretended to by their 
future governors, whoſe fixed emoluments, very handiome and extenſive, are to be con- 
fined to the orders and regulations of 13th March 1761. 

And your Committee find, by a paragraph of a letter from the court of directors, to 
the governor and council of Fort William, dated iſt of June 1764 (a copy whereof is 
hereunto annexed, No. 24) that the ſum of /. 6,000. per annum was allowed Lord Clive, 
as preſident and governor, to be paid him monthly, and to commence upon his arrival in 
Bengal; which allowance, together with one per cent. out of the 24 per cent. coinage duty, 
was to be in full conſideration for all his ſervices, both civil and military; and that his 
lordſhip was conſequently to have no allowance whatever, by way of commiſſion or other- 
wiſe, out of the revenues from any of the territorial acquiſitions whatloever. 

And your Committce find, that Lord Clive having made a propoſal to the ſelect com- 
mittee 19th September 1766, (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No 25) that the go- 
vernor ſhall, in the moſt public manner, in the preſence of all the Company's ſervants, 
the mayor and aldermen, and free merchants, aſſembled at the mayor's court, take an oath 
and execute a penalty bond . of which penalty bond and oath are alſo hereunto an- 
nexed, No 26, 27) the ſelett committee reſolved by a minute of the 16th January 1767 
(a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No 28) that in conſideration of Lord Clive's having 
relinquiſhed five ſhares to which he was entitled in the capital ſtock of the tociety of trade, 
as well as every other commercial benefit and advantage, that they do afftign to his lord- 
ſhip, as an equivalent for the jame, a commiſſion of 1 and * per cent. upon the revenues 
of Bengal and Bahar; the payment therzof to cammence from the 1ſt day of September 
laſt, and to continue to the iſt of September enſuing; and that as Mr. Verelſt would have 
the charge of the government for ſeveral months after his lordſhip's departure, without 
any eſtablithed funds for maintaining the expence and dignity of his ſtation, the ſelect 
committee further reſolved, that Mr. Verelſt thould in like manner draw the commiſſion 
of 1 and 4 upon the revenues of Bengal and Bahar, until the month of September after 
he ſhould have reſigned the government. | 

And your Committee find that Lord Clive took the {aid oath and executed the ſaid penalty 
bond on the 1ſt day of October 1766. 


And your Committce find that Harry Verelſt, Eſq. the ſueceeding governor, took an 


oath, and executed a pcnalty bond, different from the oath taken and bond executed by Lord 

Clive, (copies of which arc hercunto anncxed, No 29) on the 17th day of February 1707. 
And your Commintce find, by a paragraph of a letter of the court of directors to the go- 
vernor and council at Fort William, dated the zoth of November 1767, (a copy whereot 
is hereunto anncxed, No 35) that they thereby ordered, that the allowance of 1 and g per cent. 
commiſſion on the Dewaance revenues, ſettled by the governor and council on the governor, 
for relinquiſhing all thare in the (alt trade, ſhould abſolutely determine and ceaſe upon the 
iſt of September 1767. And in ſubſequent paragraphs of the ſaid letter (copies whereof ar: 
hereunto annexed, No zo) it is ſaid that as the trade of their ſervants was to be con- 
fined to the articles of export and import only, in which they would be greatly aTeQe.! 
by the great demands tor extending the Company's 11veſtments, and conſidering the gens: 
cncreaſe of buſineſs in which their ſervants were neceſſarily engaged, and which demande 
their utmoſt care and attention, they were come to a reſolution to give them a reaſonable on- 
couragement, to excrt themſelves with zcal and alacrity in their ſeveral departments; but 
which they were to look upon as a free gift from the hands of their employers, offered to 
them annually ſo long as the preſent revenue ſhould remain with the Company, and 
their behaviour ſhould continue to merit ſuch a reward; and they direct, that they fhould 
draw out an annual account of the ſums received from the Dewannce, deducting thereout 
the ſtipulated payment to the bing, and the allowance to the Nabobs and miniſters, and 
alſo of the revenues of the provinces of Burdwan, Midnapore, Chittagong, and the Cal- 
cutta purgunnahs, from which were to be deducted Lord Clive's Jaghire, and the ordinary 
charges of collection, and upon the amount of the ſaid net revenues they were thereby in- 
dulged to draw a commiſſion of 2 and an halt per cent. and that the ſum which ſhould be the 
produce of the faid 2 and an half per cent. was to be divided into one hundred parts or 
ſhares, which parts or ſhares were to be appropriated in manner mentioned in the ſaid let- 
ter ;—and they added, that the large propoition allowed to the governor, in the beforemen- 
tioned er Fon ot 2 and an halt per cent. was in conſideration of his relinquiſhing, and 
not being concerned in, any trade whatever, even in articles of import and export, and like- 
wiſe of relinquiſhing all preſents or other gratifications, as expreſſed in the deed of renun-

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cation entered on the proceedings of the ſaid governor and council, the 22d of September 
2766, which the ſaid court of directors approved and confirmed, and directed that all go- 
vernors thould execute the like inftrument on their entering into their office; and the 1aid 
court of directors further added, that their inducement” for annexing ſo great an appointment 
to the ſtation of preſident and governor was, in full expectation of his giving up his whole 
time and attention to the faithful diſcharge of his duty, and that being excluded from all 
trade himſelf, he might be vigilant in watching and detecting all abuſes committed by others; 
and that it was to be obſerved that the ſhares of the commiſſion in the ſaid letter ſpecified, 
for the governor, were in addition to his then ſalary of . 3, ooo, per annum, and his mint 
duty and conſulage; and that the ſhares to the other ſervants were to be in addition to their 
falaries, diet moncy, and the poſts they might reſpectively hold, except as in the ſaid let- 
ter is excepted; and they directed that the beforementioned commiſſion of two and an 
half per cent. ſhould commence from the iſt of September 1767; but as they had before 
ordered, that the allowance made to the governor of 1 and x per cent. on the Dewannee re- 
venue was abſolutely to determine and ceaſe on that day; th further directed that, from 
the ſaid iſt day of September, to the time of the arrival of thoſe advices, an allowance of 
1 and 4 per cent. on the Company's net territorial revenues, ſhould be made to the go- 
vernor, and that the ſum ariſing from the remaining 1 1 per cent. which completed the 
two and an half per cent. commiſſion, ſhonld be proportioned among the principal ſervants, 
civil and military, according to the reſpective ſhares allotted them in the faid letter: — But 
the court of directors finding, that, from an eſtimate they had made of the amount and diſ- 
tribution of the ſaid 2 and an half per cent. a conſiderable ſum would remain unappro- 
priated, they ordered the ſurplus to be carried to the Company's credit, until the fai 

vernor and council ſhould receive further orders from them, concerning the diſpoſition of it. 

And your Committee find, by a letter of the court of Directors to the ſaid Governor and 
Council, dated the 16th of March 1768 (an extract whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 31.) 
that they directed one lack and one-third of a lack of current rupees, ariſing from the reve- 
nues of. Bengal, being, as is explained in a ſubſequent letter, part of what remained of the 
two and half per cent. unapprepriated, to be proportioned among their civil and military ſer- 
vants at Bombay. | 

And your Committce find, by a letter from the Governor and Council at Fort William, to 
the court of Directors, dated the 2d of February 1769 (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, 
No 32.) that they took upon themſelves to allow certain ſhares of the ſaid two and an half 
per cent. to the chiefs of ſubordinates, who were not entitled to them by the ſaid order 
of the court of directors of the 20th of November 1767. 

And your Committee find, by a letter of the court of directors to the governor and 
council at Fort William, dated the 23d day of March 1770, (extract of which is hereunto 
annexed, No 23) that they diſapproved of the 'allowances ſo made; and ordered the ſaid go- 
vernor and council to repay, into the Company's treaſury in Bengal, the amount of the 
ſeveral ſums ſo allowed by them and not authorized by the ſaid court of directors. | 

And your Committee refer to the foregoing ſtatement of the revenues of Bengal and Ba- 
har, for an account of what has been received by the Company's ſervants under the head of 
commiſhon, but it is neceſſary to obſerve, that as the ſum of L. 31,865, ſtated in the ſaid 
account to be received in the year 1763-4, is more than what the preſident was intitled to 
for that year, it probably includes the preſident's commiſhon upon the ſaid revenues, from 
hy year 1761 to that period, as no ſum is ſtated as paid him on that account, till the year 
of be has 

And your Committee have added in the Appendix (No. 34. a. b. c. d. e. f. g.) accounts 
of the particular ſums received by each perſon, in each year, under the head of commiſſion, 
from the 1ſt of September 1767 to the giſt of Auguſt 1771. 

And your Committee find, that notwithſtanding the laſt mentioned commiſſion of two 
and an half per cent. was declared, by the court of directors, to be granted to the ſervants 
of the Company, 1n conſideration of their trade being confined ro the articles of export and 
import only, yet the ſaid court of directors, by their inſtructions to the ſuperviſors ſent out 
in 1769, which inſtructions the governor and council of Fort William were afterwards or- 
dered to carry into execution (extracts whereof are hereunto anncxed, No 35) after giving 
orders for preventing all monopolies, and particularly in falt, beetle nut, and tobacco, again 
laid open the ſaid trade to their ſervants, by declaring that it was their intention, that the 
trade in ſalt, beetle nut, and tobacco be laid open to all perſons, as well natives as Euro- 
peans, and that Enghſh ſubjects ſhould be permitted to trade therein, only, upon the ſame 
footing, and under the ſame duties and reſtrictions, as natives or ether ſubjects. 

And your Committee find, by a minute of the proceedings of the governor and council of 
Fort William, dated the 12th of December 1770 (a copy of which is hcreunto annexed, 
No 306) that the ſaid governor and council, having received notice of the ſaid inſtructions, b 
letter of the court of directors dated the 23d of March 1770, carried the ſaid orders for 
opening the trade into execution, by publiſhing the following notice, “that the honourable 
* the Eaſt India Company have been pleaſed to lay open the trade in ſalt, beetle nut, and 
tobacco, throughout theſe provinces; and that all perſons, whether Europeans, or others,

< are hereby permitted to en in it, ſubje& to the regulations already enforced, and to 
* {ſuch others as may hereafter be made by the honourable the members of the adminiſtra- 
* tion, by order of the honourable the ent and council.“ 

And your Committee find, by the letters of Mr. Charles Stewart, the reſident at Burd- 
wan, dated in May 1771, to the committee of revenue at Calcutta, and the ſeveral depo- 
ſitions of the Molungees or falt-makers ſent therewith, (copies of which are hereunto an- 
nexed, No 37) that, not long after the opening of the trade in the manner beforementioned, 
a certain native, named Kerperam Muckerjec, declaring that he acted on account of the go- 
vernor and council, ſeized by force ſeveral parcels of ſalt, which, being finally prepared, Rad 
the ſeal or chop on them of the perſon to whom they belonged, which chop he took off, and, 
in its ſtead, axed his own :—and it further appears in the beforementioned depoſitions taken 
on oath and figned by a great number of ſalt-makers, that complaints of a fimilar nature, 
pron in 49 villages, were made againſt the ſaid Kerperam Muckerjee ; which complaints 

e did not deny; and the ſeal or chop ſo fixed appeared in many inſtances to be inſcribed 
„ Mr. Charles Floyer and company, Sahebaung,” which laſt word your Committee are in- 
formed is a word of authority, commanding reſpect. 

And your Committee find, that the ſaid 2 in one of his ſaid letters, dated 15th of 

y 1771, informed the committee of revenue, that, having examined the orders which 
the ſaid Kerperam Muckerjee had received from his conſtituents, he found that he was di- 
rected only to make fair advances for ſalt, and to receive it as it was made, and put it into 
Golahs ; but that, by the incloſed letters and depoſitions, they the ſaid committee wou d 
perceive he had, without regard to equity and juſtice, forced his advances on the Molun- 
gees, and, on the ſtrength thereof, had actually ſeized the ſalt contracted for and delivered 
to other merchants, eraſing the marks of the owners, and ſtamping that of his employers 
thereon ; that ſuch a lawleſs conduct merited a public and local puniſhment, as an example 
to others, but out of reſpect to the Gentlemen by whom he was employed, and whoſe or- 
ders he has exceeded, he, the ſaid reſident, was induced to refrain from inflifting it; 
nevertheleſs he thought it his duty to ſend him to them, under a guard of a naich and three 
ſeapoys, and that upon examining the letters and depoſitions they might take what mcaſurcs 
with him they thought the nature of his offence required. 

And your 8 find, by a minute of the committee of revenue at Calcutta, dated 
the 21ſt of May, 1771, that the ſaid committee came to the following reſolution, “ that 
as an enquiry into the complaints againſt Kerperam Muckerjee, by Mr. Stewart, would 
„if made by the whole committee greatly retard the other buſineſs, and prove prejudicial 

to the honourable Company's revenues through a delay in ſending the neceſſary orders 
and inſtruQtions, and in anſwering the daily letters addreſſed to us from all parts of the 


% country; 
© Reſolved, 

That Meſſicurs Ruſſell, Kelſall, and Floyer do form themſelves into a committee of 
% enquiry for the examination of Mr. Stewart's complaints againſt Kerperam Muckerjee,” 
And the ſaid committee ordered that all the papers relative thereto which had been laid 
before them, ſhould be delivered to thoſe Gentlemen by their ſecretary :—And your Com- 
_ not find upon the correſpondence of the Company any further proceedings in this 
buſineſs. 

Your Committee proceeded next to enquire into the abuſes and miſmanagement, b 
which the ſaid revenues have been diminiſhed. And in the farſt place they find, that the 
Company claim large ſums, as T. to them by ſeveral perſons for duties on ſalt and 
beetle- nut; it is impoſſible for your Committee to ſhew the nature and amount of theſe 
claims, without laying before the Houſe a ſtate of the ſeveral tranſactions on which they 
are founded. 

Your Committee think it right to begin by ſtating what were the duties on ſalt, beetle- nut, 
and tobacco, before the Company became poſſeſſed of the Dewanee, as far as they can collect 
the ſame from the correſpendence and books of the Company; and they find, by a report of Ma- 
homud Reza Cawn,entered on ſcle& committee's conſultations the 25th December, 1769, that, 
under the government of the Nabobs, the duty on ſalt made in Bengal, was 2 and 2 per cent. 
paid by Muſſelmen, and 5 per cent. paid by Gentoos; they find alfo, there were certain 
duties paid on bectle-nut and tobacco; but they cannot aſcertain, by the corre!pondence 
of the Company, what the rate of the ſaid duties was, except, that, in the Company's 
own lands, beetle-nut appears to have paid a Chokie duty, from 16 to 5 rupzes per boat, 
according to their fize : it appears alſo, that in the ſaid lands there were Chokie duties col- 
lected on ſalt boats, according to their fize, and alſo a Khallary rent of three rupees per 
Khallary—But, in the year 1762, the prefident and council eſtabliſhed a tax ot 30 facca 
Tupees per Khallary ; and aboliſhed all former duties: — And your Committee find, that, by 
the terms of the leaſes which were then granted, the farmers were obliged to take upon them- 
ſelves the balances due by the Molungees to the renters, for the laſt year ; and this was aſ- 
terwards made a ſtanding order; and a claim being at that time made, by the ſalt merchants, 
of antient balances duc from the Molungees, the ſaid claim was liquicated, and fixed at 
| 444,896 : 7 annas, 9 pice, arcot rupces:— And the governor and council agreed to pav this 
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vants; and to form an equitable plan for carrying on the ſaid trade; and to tran

And your Committee find, that the court of directors having by their letter, of the iſt of 


June 1764, to the preſident and council of Fort William, ordered them to conſult the Nabob 
concerning the carrying on the inland trade in ſalt, beetle nut, tobacco, and other articles 


produced and conſumed in the country, in ſuch manner as might be moſt to his ſatisfaction 
and advantage, and for the intereſt of the Company, and ſikewiſe of the pores me ſer- 


it the 
ſame to them, accompanied by ſuch explanations, obſervations, and remarks, as might enable 


them to give their ſentiments thereupon, in a full and explicit manner; the ſelect committee 


at Fort William, in conformity to the ſaid orders, as appears by their minute of the 10th of 


Auguſt, 1965, took into their conſideration the inland trade, in the articles of falt, beetle 


nut, and tobacco; and reſolved that the whole of the ſaid trade ſhould be carried on by an 
excluſive Company, formed for that purpoſe in the manner, and according to the ſeveral. 
regulations mentioned in the ſaid minute; the ſaid excluſive right to commence from the iſt 


guft 1766; and that all falt, beetle 
gal, ſhould be purchaſed by the ſaid 


And your Committee find, by a minute of the fele& committee of the 18th of September 
1965, (a copy of which is hereunto annexed, No. 38.) that it was then refolved, that the 
inland trade in the above articles ſhould be ſubject to a duty to the Company, after the follow- 


ing rates ; 
On falt, 35 per cent. valuing the 100 mauds at the rate of go arcot rupees; and in con- 
fideration thereof, the preſent Khallary duty to be aboliſlied; 
On beetle nut, 10 per cent. on the prime colt ; | 
On tobacco, 25 per cent. on ditto ; 
And it is added in the ſaid minute, that by this calculation, the ſelett committee hoped that a 


clear revenue of at leaſt C. 100,000 per annum, would be produced to the company; which 


minute of the ſelect committee was confirmed by the governor and council, on the 25th of 


. September following. 


And your Committee find, that the ſele& committee in their letter to the court of directors 
of the 3oth of September 1765, then gave it as their opinion, that the ſaid duties would 
produce a clear revenue of . 120,000 ſterling, per annum; and they add, that it is thcir 
reſolution to give all poſſible ſatisfaction, on all points relating to the profits of this trade, 
to their honourable maſters; and to lay before them a fair, full and candid repreſentation of 
the amount of the coſts, charges, and ſales, of the firſt year. 

And in order to afford the Houſe the fulleſt information on this ſubje&, your Committee 
think it right to add in the appendix to this report, No. 39, not only copies of the ſaid 
minutes, but of all minutes and letters, or extracts of letters, in any wiſe relating thereto. 

And your Committee find, by an extract of Bengal general conſultation, dated 16 Septem- 
ber, 1765, that the Committee appointed for managing this trade, being two members of the 
ſele& committee, and two of the council, ſolicited the preſident and council to grant them 
a deed to ſecure to the ꝓroprictors of the ſaid excluſive right, the free and ſole purchaſe of 
ſalt, beetle nut, and tobacco, in the provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Orixa, to the 31ſt of 
Auguſt 1766, allowing ſufficient time to diſpoſe of ſuch purchaſe for the ſeaſon; which deed 
was then ordered to be prepared by the prefident and council, and it was agreed to apply to 
the Company for permiſſion to renew the fame, for the future concerns of the ſociety, if the 
plan met with their approbation, as appears by a copy of a minute hereunto annexed, No. 40. 

And your Committee having enquired, whether the faid deed was tranſmitted to the! court 
of directors, they find by the evidence of Mr. Michel, and Mr. Wilks, that though an 
account thereof was ſent, in the manner before mentioned, it does not appear in the hs and 
correſpondence of the Company, that the ſaid deed was ever tranſinitted to the court of directors. 

And your Committee find, by the ſeveral minutes of the preſident and council (copies 


| whereof are hereunto . annexed, No. 41.) that, after the eſtabliſhment of the ſaid ſocicty, 


the governor and council ordered ſeveral ſums, as ſtated in the ſaid minutes, to be paid out of 


the treaſury of che Company to ſundry people, for ſalt balances ; and vet the Committee 


find, by a letter of Mr. Beacher to the governor and council, of the 28th of July 1768 (a 


copy of which is hereunto annexed, No. 42.) that the Khallary rents and falt duties in the 


Company's own -lands, to the amount 2 36,010 rupees, were appropriated by the ſociety of 
trade to their own uſe, during the years 1765 and 1766. 

And your Committee find, by a minute of the ſelect committee of the 34d of September, 
1766, (a copy whereof 1s hereunto annexed, No 43.) that, notwithſtanding a letter of the 
court of directors of the 19th February, 1766 (a copy whereof is likewiſe hereunto annexed, 
in No 39.) poſitively forbidding their ſervants to have any concern in the trade of ſalt, beetle 
nut, and tobacco, whatever government might be eſtabliſhed, or whatever unforeſeen circum- 


ſtances might ariſe, it was determined by the faid ſele&t committee, on the ſaid 3d day of 


September, 


1 


ber, 1766, to continue the exclufive ſociety for the next year; but it is added in the 
ſaid minute, that, at the time of writing the ſaid letter of the 19th of February, the court 
of directors could not have had the leaſt idea of the favourable change in the affairs of thoſe 
provinces, whereby the intereſt of the Nabob, with regard to falt, is no longer immediatel 
concerned; the ſelect committee at the ſame time made ſeveral new regulations, with reſpe 
to the ſaid trade, and augmented the duty to be paid to the Company, on ſalt, to 5o per 
cent. and on beetle nut, to 15 per cent. which minute of the ſelect committee was confirmed 
by the preſident and council on the 8th of September following. And your Commintec have 
added in the appendix to this report, No 44, copies or extracts of ſeveral letters of the court 
of directors, concerning the trade of the Company's ſervants in ſalt, beetle nut, and to- 
bacco, received by the ſelect committee in the courſe of the foregoing year. 

And your Committee find, that in conſequence of a letter of the court of directors of the 
17th of May, 1766, and received at Fort William, the 8th of December following, (a copy 
of which letter is hereunto annexed, No 45) the fſele& committee came to a reſolution, as 
appears by their minute, dated the 16th of January, 1767, hereunto annexed in No 28, that 
the ſociety of trade ſhould be aholiſhed, and the inland trade totally relinquithed, on the iſt 
of September, 1767 ; and the governor and council on the 16th of Februar following, or- 
dered publication to be made of this reſolution; and on the 4th of Auguſt following, the 
ſelect committee confirmed this reſolution ; but the ſociety of trade having applied, pn the 
15th of July 1767, to the governor and council for ſufficient time to diſpoſe of ſuch ſalt 
and beetle nut as might remain on hand on the 3d day of September following, on which 
day they obſerve that their excluſi ve right is to ceaſe ; the governor and council, by their 
minute of the 27th of July, 1767, hereunto annexed, No 46, 'agreed that the ſociety of 
trade ſhould be allowed one year, from the 34 of September, 1767 ; to difpoſe of their concerns. 

It appears however EE RG, from the following facts, that the excluſive right of 
the ſociety was continued to the 1| of September, 1768, for they find by a minute of the 
governor and council of the H| of September, 1768, (hereunto annexed, No 47) that it was then 
reſolved, that, from that day, the excluſive privilege of the ſociety of ſalt tradeſhould be at an end. 

And your Committee find, by a minute of the governor and council of the 4th of May 
1768, (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No 48) that complaint having been made by 
the ſociety of trade that the ſales of their falt had been almoſt put a ſtop to, by the Company's 
Gomaſtahs making ſalt in the peter pans, the governor and council ordered the ſtricteſt en- 
quiry to be made into the conduct of theſe Gomaſtahs; and that, if they were found guilty 
of the crimes they were accuſed of, in acting thus contrary to their repeated orders, they 
ſhould be puniſhed with the utmoſt ſeverity, and be made accountable for the ſalt they had 
ſold, and that the falt which they had boiled in the peter pans, and had not yet diſpoſed of, 
{ſhould be delivered to Mr. Lethiculier, the ſociety's agent. . | 

And your Committee find, that the court of directors, by their letter of the 20th of No- 
vember, 1767, (a copy of which is hereunto annexed in No zo) tranſmitted regulations for 
carrying on the falt trade in future, and directed a duty upon it to be collected, ſo as to pro- 
duce, upon the ncarcit eſtimation, a ſum not leſs than (. 100,000 ſterling, and not more than 
L. 120,000 per annum, and, if it was found neceſſary, all ſalt imported was to pay the ſame, 
or even a larger duty; and all falt makers were to be obliged to deliver in, every year, an 
account of the quantity made, and in what place the ſame was landed; which account was 
ordered to appear in the proceedings of the governor and council, 

And your Committee fiad, that the ſaid orders were received in Bengal the 31ſt of May, 
1768, and that on the 11th of Auguſt, 1768, as appears by a minute of that date, (a copy 
whereof is hereunto annexed, No 49) the governor and council appointed a Committee to 
inform themſelves of every particular circumſtance which might enable them to adopt a plan 
the moſt eligible, for carrying on the trade conformable to the ſpirit and meaning of the 
Company's order; and that on the 7th of Ofteber, 1968, as appears by a minute of that 
date, (hereunto annexcd, No 50) the report of the ſaid Committee was laid before the go- 
vernor and council, in which they propoted ſeveral regulations for the falt trade; and that a 
duty be daid on falt of 30 ficca rupees per 100 maunds, to be paid by the purchaſers, wii: 
they eſtimate would produce, even in an unfavourable ſeaſon, the ſum above-mentioned; and 
in the ſaid report they object to the levying a like duty upon foreign ſalt, for the reaions 
therein ſtated : In conſequence of which, the governor we | council then reſolved, that, 35 the 
ſalt made laſt year was then moving from the churs, or places for making falt, and as no duty 
had been eſtabliſhed, nor any regulations made regarding the diſpoſal of it, the reſident at 
the Durbar, the collector general, and the chief at Patna, ſhould be inſtructed to put in execution 
the regulations formed in the ſaid report for the ſecuring the 30 per cent. duty on alf ſuc'y ſalt, 
and they were written to accordingly; and they were alſo informed that the regulations then 
laid down, were meant only for the ſalt made laft ſeaſon, and not that belonging to the Com- 
mittee of trade, which they ſay will always be diſtinguiſhed by 1ts having a duſtick. 8 

Your Committee find, that this is the laſt regulation in the books and correſpondence ot 
the Company reſpecting duties on ſalt, beetle nut, or tobacco. I 

Your Committee enquired next, what ſums had been received from the ſalt fociety, 
or others, in conſequence of the regulations before mentioned, and at what time the 

ſame had been e and they find tlie ſame to be as ſtated in the following account. - 
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An account of money .received by the Eaſt India Company, for duties on ſalt and beetle 
nut, in the provinces of Bengal and Bahar, from the firſt of September 1765, as ap- 
pears by accounts ſtated in the general conſultations of the governor and council, the 

ſelect conſultations, and the proceedings of the committee of revenue of Fort William.

Vour Committee think proper to obſerve, that the above account of ſums received for du” 
ties on ſalt and beetle nut, differs from what is ſtated as received under that head in the gene- 
ral Statement of the revenues of Bengal and Bahar, inſerted in the former part of this report. 
Your Committee can no other ways reconcile this difference, than by obſerving, that the 
account of the revenues is taken from the Treaſury books tranſmitted from the prefidency ; 
and this account is taken from accounts entered on the conſultations and proceedings of 15 
Committee of revenue, and Governor and Council; and by ſuppoſing that ſome of the ar- 
ticles of this laſt account are included in the general receipt of revenue ſtated in the foregoing 
account. . | 
It does not appear to your committee that the ſociety of Trade ever dealt in tobacco. 
our Committee obſerving from the foregoing account, that the ſums hitherto received 
from the ſociety, for duties on ſalt and beetle nut, are lets than what the Company had rea- 
ſon to expect would be the produce of the ſaid duties, enquired whether any returns had been 
made of the quantities of ſalt or beetle nut bought or fold by the ſaid ſociety; and they find 
that no fuch return was tranſmitted to the Court of Directors till the 23d of November 1769, 
which was received the 17th of April 1770 (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No 51 
which return appears to be an account of ſalt received and beetle nut purchaſed by the ſaid 
ſociety in the firſt year, viz. from the firſt of September 1765, to the firſt of September 
1766, and ſhews that the quantity of {alt ſo received was 2,972,548. 3. 5. maunds, the duty 
on which, at 35 per cent. amounts to rupees 1,011, 260. 13. 6. and that the duty on beetle 
nut, purchaſed in the ſaid year, amounted to rupees 45,860. 2. 6, 
And your Committee find, by the evidence of Mr. Wilks, that no other returns have been 
made of ſalt received, or beetle nut purchaſed, by the ſaid ſociety of Trade. 


And 
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And your Committee having enquired what quantity of ſalt is ſuppoſed to be annually 
made in Bengal, they find in the report of the Committee beforementioned, appointed in 1768 
to enquire into every particular circumftance reſpecting the trade in ſalt, that the ſaid Com- 
mitree ſtate, that the greateſt receipt of ſalt by the ſociety of Trade, in one year, was 
2,936,420. 6. 10. maunds, which they {ay was in a favourable ſeaſon; and they then eſtimate 
28 lacks of maunds as the quantity for fixing the duty ordered by the Company to be collected. 

And your Committee, find, that in the propoſal of the preſident, inſerted in the minute 
of the ſ{cle& Committee of the zd day of September 1766, it is ſaid, that 50 per cent. on all 
ſalt provided in the provinces of Bengal and Bahar, and 15 per cent. on beetle nut, would, 
according to the ſtate of the fait trade at that time, produce to the Company from 12 to 13 
lacks of rupees per annum ; from whence it follows, that the quantity of ſalt provided an- 
nually in Bengal and Bahar was then ſuppoſed to amount to about 28 lack. 

And your Committee having enquired whether the ſalt annually made in Bengal and Bahar 
exceeds, or is equal to, the conſumption of it in the ſaid province; they find by the report of 
the forementioned Committee, that the quantity of foreign ſalt imported into Bengal, does 
not prevent the whole of what 1s * in the country Bs being conſumed ; and it is on 
that, as well as other accounts, that the ſaid Committee recommend that no increaie be made 
in the duty collected on foreign ſalt; and accordingly the Governor and Councii reſolved, in 
the ſaid minute of the 5th of October 1768, that no encreaſe of duty ſhould be laid on foreign 
iait; and in a letter of the Governor and Council of Bengal, dated 206th Auguſt 1767 (an 
extract whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 52.) in anſwer to one from the Governor and 
Council of Fort Saint George, who had applied to import 6 lacks of ' maunds of ſalt, made 
at Mauſulipatum, into Bengal, it is ſaid, that an importation of one lack and 50,009 
maunds of ſalt, being one fourth of the ſaid fix lack, might be made without injury to indi- 
viduals, and without breach of poſitive engagements or public juſtice. 

And your Committee obſerving, that ſeveral ſums received from the ſociety of Trade as 
ſtated in the foregoing account, were paid at ſeveral ſucceſſive periods, ſubſequent to the time 
when the ſalt may be ſuppoſed to have been made, or received by the ſaid ſociety, they en- 
quired whether the ſociety purchaſed the ſalt which the merchants had in hand at the time of 
the eſtabliſhment of the ſaid ſociety ; and at what times they received the ſalt made in the 
two following years. And a letter of John Johnſtone, Eſquire, dated the 26th of Auguſt 
1765, tothe Governor and Council of Fort William (a copy of which is hereunto annexed, 
No. 53) was produced to your Committee, in which he repreſents, that, according to an 
order of the Preſident and Council, all manner of perſons dependant on the honourable Com- 
pany's government, were ſtrictly prohibited from dealing in any reſpect, directly or ere ogy bo 
in the articles of ſalt, beetle nut, or tobacco, from the date of the ſaid order; by which, he 
underſtood, that they ſhould not enter into any new engagements, unleſs as contractors, 
either for the purchaſe or ſale of the ſaid articles with the ſociety of Trade: and he complains 
thereof as detrimental to his intereft ; but he expreſſes himſelf defirous, upon proper terms 
and conditions, to treat for the ſalt belonging to himſelf and partners: at the ſaine time he 
repreſents, that it muſt appear in vain for them to talk or atk a price, where they had not the 
power of bettering themſelves, by ſelling to others, but lay under the neceſſity of accepting 
whatever the ſociety of Trade were pleaſed to give them; and that he and his partners run 
the ritk of loſing whatever they had advanced on the contracts of this ſeaſon, and of what 
was due for the laſt ſeaſon: and a ſecond letter of the ſaid Mr. Johnſtonc's to the Governor 
and Council, dated. the 16 September 1765, (a copy of which is alſo hereunto anncxed, 
No. 54.) was alſo produced to your Committee, in which, he fays, that, having fince his 
addreſs under date the 26th of Auguſt, ſettled with Mr. Verelſt, with regard to his own and 
partners ſalt concerns, in the Burdwan diſtri, he had only then to requeſt the affiſtance ot 
the government in recovering the debts and balances they could make appear were juſtly duc 
to them in other parts of the country, with reaſonable advances on the contracts they had 
entered into for the ſalt of the enſuing year. 

And your Committee having examined Archibald Keir, Eſquire, he informed them, that 
he had a great quantity of ſalt on hand, to the amount of two lack of maunds, or upwards, 
at the time of the eſtabliſhment of the ſociety of Trade—That he underſtood the firſt adver 
tiſement reſpecting the eſtabliſhment of the ſociety Trade to mean only, that he was not 
to purchaſe any more ſalt, but that he had liberty to diſpoſe of what he had; that he did 
diſpoſe of part of his ſtock to different merchants, ſome of whom were Black merchants re- 
liding at Calcutta—That he ſold a great part of his ſtock to Mr. Middleton, wi'o was chief 
of Patna, who purchaſed it, as he underſtood, on his private account—That he ted the 
fame, upon the whole, at an advance of 75 per cent. above the price which falt was at um- 
mediately before the eſtabliſhment of the ſociety of Trade: and that if he had been allowed 
to remain at Patna, he could have fold it much higher: and being atked, whether the mem- 
bers.of the ſociety of Trade, as a ſocicty, purchaſed any great quantity of the falt then re- 
maining on hand, he anſwered that he had heard and believed they did; and added, that he 
believed the members of the ſaid ſociety did, as individuals, purchaſe a great quantity of the 
faid ſalt. And being aſked, whether the Preſident and Council uſed any compulſive methods 
to get this ſalt into their hands, he anſwered, that he did not know they did. 
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And, with reſpedt to the ſalt · made after the eſtabliſhment of the ſaid ſoclety, it appears to 
your Comniittee by a letter of the ſecretary of the ſaid ſociety, entered on the ings of 
the Committee of lands the 28th of Auguſt 1765 (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 
54.) that the falt makers in the Calcutta lands, by the terms of their contract, were to deliver 
all the ſalt made by them between the 1| of September 1765 and the iſt of September 1966, 
before the ſaid iſt of September 1766. 


And your Committee further enquired, at what time it had been uſual, before the eſta- 
bliſhment of the ſaid ſociety, for the fatmers or renters of ſalt works to pay the rents or du- 
tics for the ſame; and they find, by a minute of the Committee of lands on the 3d of Sep- 
tember 1762, (a copy whereof 1s hereunto annexed, No. 55.) that one of the conditions 
therein ſpecified, at which the Khallarys were then to be let, was, that the tax payable there- 
on was to be paid within the year, by 12 equal payments. 

And your Committee find, upon inſpection of the treaſuty accounts of the prefidency of 
Fort William, for September 1768, that on the 21ſt day of the ſaid month, the Committee 
of the ſociety of trade lent. the Company, gold mohures 19,832. 8. for which they received 
Company's notes, to the amount of 322,079.12.9 current rupees, bearing intereſt at the rate 
of eight per cent. per annum, — 4 it appears by the account before ſtated ef duties on ſalt 
and beetle-nut, that, at that period, the ſum owing by them to the Company, on account of 
duties, for the firſt year only, amounted to 257,121 rupees. And your Committee further 
find, upon inſpection of the treaſury account of Fort William, for 1771, that on the 23d 
day of the ſaid month fixteen bonds were granted to the ſaid Committee of trade by &e 
Company, for 16,000 current rupees, then lent by the ſaid Committee to the Company, at 
an intereſt of eight per cent. per annum. 

And your Committee obſerving, that the ſums received for duties on ſalt and beetle-nut (as 
ſtated in the foregoing account,) befides what had been received from the ſociety of trade, 
amounted in April 1771, to no more than 616,758. 12. 9 rupecs ; notwithſtanding the court 
of directors had ordered, that a duty, not leſs than . 100,000 per annum, ſhould be levied 
on ſalt ; and it had been eſtimated by the Committee appointed by the governor and council 
of Fort William in 1768, that the duty of thirty rupees per 100 maunds impoſed in October 
1768, would produce at leaſt that ſum, they endeavoured to diſcover to what cauſe this great 
deficiency was to be imputed ; and —_— the following obſervation on this ſubject in a 
letter from Mr. Beacher, refident at the Durbar, of the 18th of April 1770, -rran{mitting a 
ſtatement of the amount of duties on ſalt and beetle-nut then-collefted, ©* The amount, ſays 
Mr. Beacher, of the new duty, which has been collected at the eſtabliſhed chokies on ſalt and 
-beetle-nut, you will perceive falls very ſhort of the ſum expected. However, I do not think 
a judgment ſhould be formed, from the laſt year's collection, as, certain it is, that a very 
large proportion of ſalt that has paſſed up the country has not paid this duty, being furniſhed 
with duſtucks from the Committee of trade :” And in the ſelett committee's anſwer to Mr. 
Beacher's letter (a copy of which is hereunto annexed, No. 56,) it is ſaid, We cannot help 
remarking that the Company will be greatly diſappointed, from that branch of the revenue 
falling ſo greatly ſhort of the calculate made, by the court of directors, of its annual pro- 
duce ; and we muſt here obſerve, that we ſuſpect the Fouzdar of Hughley either to have been 
extremely negligent in his duty, or diſhoneſt in the management of the buſineſs committed 
to his charge : ” And the ſelect committee write the ſame ſentiments in their letter to the 
court of directors of the 31ſt of October 1770 (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 57.) 

And your Committee find, by a letter from the ſupervifor at Hughley, entered on Moor- 
{hedabad conſultations, dated the 6th of May 1771, (extract of which is hereunto annexed, 
No. 58) that, in two inſtances, the Nabob had ordered a reduction ot the eſtabliſhed duties 
upon 233,022 maunds of ſalt belonging to a black merchant. ' 8 

Upon the whole of theſe tranſactions, your Committee think proper to obſerve, that if the 
Company had received the revenue they were entitled to, upon the loweſt calculations made 
by their own ſervants, at the time the ſeveral duties were impoſed upon ſalt and beetle- nut, 
they would have received as follows: | | 
For the firſt year of the ſociety of trade, from the 1ſt September 1965 to 3iſt .

For the ſecond year of the ſociety of trade, from the iſt September 1766 to z iſt 

Auguſt 1767, according to the loweſt eftimate of the prefident of Fort William, 

when he propoſed the continuance of the ſaid ſociety for another year — 135,000 
For the four ſubſequent years, according to the order of the court of directors, 

and the loweſt xy rot, of the commntec appointed by the governor and coun- 


cil of Fort William in 1768, at Z. 100,000 per annum. _ — 400,000

When in fact, the Company have received from the ſaid duties, during the before- 
mentioned period, according to the largeſt of the two beforcgoing accounts, no 

more than the ſum of 256, 342 


And the payments of a principal part of this ſum appear to have been made at periods 
diſtant from the time when they became due; the Company's treaſury was, at the ſame time, 


charged 
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charged with the payment of ſeveral ſalt balances, and yet the ſociety of trade reccived, far 


the two firſt years, the duty which had been impoſed to reimburſe the Company the payment 
of ſalt balances of the like natore. 

And in order to ſhew to the Houſe, the ſenſe which the court of directors on the 2 5th of 
March 1772, entertained of the foregoing tranſactions, and the orders they gave relative 
thereto, your Committee have anne to this report, an extract of their general letter of 
that date, to the preſident and council of Bengal, No. 59, paragraphs 120—127. 

And your Committee find, that on the 6th of February 1773, the court of directors re- 
ſolved, That Mr. Nuttall, the Company's ſollicitor, do, in the behalf of the Company, 
proſecute the perſons on whom they have demands on account of the duties on ſalt, beetle- 
nut, and tobacco. 

And your Committee find, that certain taxes or ceſſes, under the name of Mhatoot, have 
'been raiſed in the provinces of Bengal and Bahar, which have not been included in the gene- 
ral ſtatement of the Company's revenues, nor brought to the Company's account, except a 
ſmall part which has been applied in defraying the expences of repairing banks and bridges. 

And your Committee find, that the firſt information in the Company's records, concerning 
theſe ceſſes, called Mhatoot, 1s in a letter of Mr. Beacher tg the ſelect committee, dated 28th 
March, 1770, a copy of which is hereunto annexed, No. 60 (a) and entered on their pro- 
ceedings the £8th of April following; Mr. Beacher in his letter ſays, that the account of 
Muhatoot tranſmitted in his ſaid letter is compoſed of materials furniſhed by the miniſters, at 
his requiſition, and exhibit, on one fide, the amount of ſums collected, fince the Engliſh had 
acceeded to the Duannee, by ceſſes under the name of Mhatoot, and on the other, the par- 
ticulars of ſundry expences of the Sircar, neither of which had appeared on the public re- 
cords, the former having never been included in the general ſtatement of the revenues tranſ- 
-mitted annually to Calcutta, nor the latter inſerted in the treaſury account, but both left un- 
der the management of the miniſter : That, for the reaſon why theſe ceſſes were eftabliſhed 
and had been thus conducted, he referred to an extract of a letter from Mr. Sykes to him, 
on that gentleman's reſignation of the office of refident at the Durbar; that Mahmud Reza 
Kahn entirely confirmed Mr. Sykes's repreſentation, and aſſured him that it was with the 
approbation of Lord Clive, and the gentlemen who then compoſed the ſelect committee, that 
ſuch mode of collection was firſt adopted. 

And your Committee find, in Mr. Sykes's letter before referred to, dated 16th January 
1769, he following words; | 

4 You will find there are collections made ſeparate from the ſtatement, viz. on account of 
ce the expences of the Poonah, called Khallaut Bha, Pooſhtebundy and Reſum Nezarut ; 
e this mode of defraying theſe expences was eſtabliſhed by Lord Clive and the ſelect com- 
© mitrec, and why they were not included in the ſtatement, that the Company might have 
&« a fair account of their groſs collections at one view, I cannot conceive; it 2 think, 
cc have ariſen from the fear the gentlemen of the ſelect committee had, that the Company 
* would not permit ſuch an expence to be kept up at the Poonah, notwithſtanding it is deem- 
c ed ſo neceſlary in the eyes of the country people, and always held with the utmoſt venera- 
c tion.—The Pooſhtebundy is a neceffary expence : —The Reſum Nezarut might be aboliſh- 
© ed, yet, as this allowance to the under Mutſeddies and officers of the government is of an 
<« autient ſtanding, the abolition of it would have given diiguft, and it was directed to bo 
kept up, and divided as the Nabob thought proper.“ | 

And your Committee having enquired, whether there was any letter in the correſpondence 
of the — from Lord Clive or the meiubers of the ſele& committee, that any ways 
related to the expences before- mentioned; they find, on general conſultations of 5th of May 
1766, a letter from Lord Clive, John Carnac, Eſquire, and Francis Sykes, Eſquire, to 
William Brightwell Sumner, Eſquire, and the gentlemen of the council at Fort William, 
dated the goth day of April in the ſame year; in which letter it is ſaid, We thought it by 
„ no means adviſeable to deviate, upon flight occaſions, from the eſtabliſhed forms and 
* cuſtoms of the anniverſary of the Poonah, and therefore accepted, for ourtelves and for 
you, the uſual preſents of a dreſs and elephant to cach ; which ſhall be forwarded by the 
<, firſt opportunity. — This expence hath formerly been charged to-the government, 1t muſt 
« therefore now be brought to the Company's account; but, as the amount is very incon- 
« fiderable, it is ſcarce worth while to introduce any innovation that may tend to leilen our 
« dignity in the eyes of the people.” | 

And your Committee find, in the foregoing letter of Mr. Beacher, that the VIhatoot 15 
diſtinguiſhed into the three heads, as mentioned before in Mr. Sykes's letter, viz. 

Khallaut Bhai, - - 

Pooſhtebundy, and 
| Reſum Nezarut. | | 

And he adds, that the amount of the ceſs, on account of the Khallaut Bha, ha een 
greatly increaſed fince the Company obtained the Dewannee, owing in a great mcature to 
two cauſes, the one was the conſiderable charge of Khallauts for Engliſh gentlemen, and the 
other, that formerly the amount of this ceſs was applied to little elſe than the drefles of the 
Zemindars and collectors at the time of the Poonah, all occaſional charges which are much. 
| NOre 
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more Sonſiderable having been defrayed from the 11 the. Nabob's confummany; but 
that fince the Nabob was brought to a fixed ftipend, he declined bearing any part of the 
expence, which had occaſioned the whole to fall on che aſſeſſment; that however 4 
Committee) would, he believed, join in opinion with him, that the Nabob ſhould either de- 
fray the expence of Khallauts for his own people, from his ſtipend, or that it ſhould be con- 
tinued only to a very few of the principal men about his perſon ; and he further preſumed, it 
would be judged expedient that moſt of the Engliſh gentlemen ſhould wave their pretenſions, 
and that in future none ſhould receive Khallauts but thoſe who were intitled to them by their 
public employments. That the cuſtom of giving dreſſes to thoſe who were employed in the 
collections could not, in his opinion, be aboliſhed entirely with propriety, but that the ex- 
pence might certainly be greatly reduced. 22 f : 

That with regard to the Pooſhtebundy, or charges of repairing bridges, banking the fides 
of the river, &c. whoever had gone up and down, through Moorſhedabad, by water, muſt 
be ſenfible of the very great expence of ſupporting the banks of the river, which, to people 
in general, would appear a moſt unreaſonable charge ; that formerly the expence of ſupport- 
ing thoſe banks, repairing bridges, &c. was defrayed by, and the conducting it entirely reſted 
in, particular Zemindars, whoſe lands were contiguous to them, and the Zemindars were pro- 
portionably eaſed in their rents, but even then, on extraordinary events, great afhſtance was 
given by the government; that on this footing nearly things remained during the firſt two 
years of our holding the Dewannee, and the extra expence was charged in treaſury ac- 
count: That in the Bengal year 1173, which anſwers to the chriſtian era 1766, by the in- 
ſufficiency of that mode, and the neglect and inability of the Zemindars, the banks were 
ſound to have gone greatly to decay, and by the giving way of ſome of them, the country 
was overflowed, and the city of Moorfſhedabad, in September 1767, in the greateſt danger; 
for which reaſons an aſſeſſment, which had before reſted with particular Zemindars, who, be- 
cauſe of the racked ſtate of the rents, were then no longer able to ſupport it, was extended to 
other diftrifts ; that Mahmud Reza Khan acquainted him that the 3 of the aſſeſſment 
had been applied, with little deviation, to the repairing the banks, &c. which then appeared 
and were generally reported to be in very good order, and might, he apprehended, at a mode- 
rate expence, be kept ſo, till they ſuffer 7 by a very extraordinary riſe of the river. 

Thirdly, That the Reſum Nezarut was a duſtore or fee of the Nazar, and the Reſum of 
10 annas was a fee of the Mutſeddies or ſervants of the cutcherry, received by old eſtabliſhed 
cuſtom ; that the poſt of Nazir was formerly of great repute, he being properly, as his name 
imports, overſeer, and had under him all the Peons, Chupdars, &c. who, under pretence of 
collecting, plundered the country: —That this office being found burthenſome rather than 
advantageous, had been aboliſhed ; but that the ceſs has been continued, and he then refers 
to the account beforementioned, tranſmitted in his letter, to ſhew to what purpoſe this ceſs 
had been applied: That the aforementioned ceſſes had been anticipated, and were then in- 
debted to the treaſury and to merchants, the ſum of 229,265 rupees, 11 annas and 14 pice. 

And your Committee find by another part of Mr. Beacher's faid letter to the fſeleQt com- 
mittee, that, on his arrival at the Durbar, he obſerved that his predeceſſor had received from 
the ceſſes of Mhatoot, an allowance of 2,000 rupees per month, and that, on his applying 
to Mahmud Reza Khan for an explanation of thar charge, he acquainted him that, according 
To the cuſtom of that country, Mr. Sykes's table was ſupplied from the diſtrifts near that 
city, with ſeveral articles of proviſion; but that inconveniencies having attended that method, 
Mahmud Reza Khan propoſed to Mr. Sykes to aboliſh the cuſtom, and to receive 2000 ficca 
rupees from the Pooſhtebundy and Reſum—that to the ſaid propoſal Mr. Sykes acquieſced, 
and that the allowance had been continued to the refident, and received by him fince he 
held that ſtation : That he acquainted Mr. Verelſt with this circumſtance, and he did not 
di{approye of the allowance being continued, as he was ſenſible of the great expence attendant 
on the fituation of reſident at the Durbar, that, large as his allowances were, they did not 
exceed his expences. 

And your Committee find, in conſequence of Mr. Beacher's letter, the ſele&t committee 
came to ſeveral reſolutions, as 1 in the appendix, No. 60 (a) to the following effect: 
That the expences of Khallaut Bha jhould, in future, be limited and regulated: — That the 
dreſſes ſhould be beſtowed on none but the acting officers of government, and the members of 
the adminiſtration; and that the value ſhould be reduced as low as appearances would admit: 
— That the late charges of Pooſhtebundy, after the extraordinary repairs of the banks in 
1767, appeared exorbitant: — That the general tax being impoſed at that period, on account 
of the inundation only, the neceſſity for it could not remain, and that nothing ſhould pre- 
vent the immediate re-cſtabliſhment of the local tax, was it not neceſſary to apply the over- 
plus of this ceſs to diſcharge the debt of 229,265. 11. 14 beforementioned : —That the Re- 
tum Nezarut ſhould be conſolidated with the Reſum of 10 annas : —That the preſents to the 
Mohuzes and Mutſeddies, ſhould be diſcontinued as far as could be effected, without creating 
in them a diſguſt to the ſervice : That bearers ſhould be allowed to thoſe who travel on public 
duties, and to no others: —That the ſum of 350,000 rupees ſhould be fixed on as the ſum to 
be raiſed, for the enſuing year, and that all ſavings and deductions which could be made 
therefrom, ſhould be applied to the diſcharge of the ſaid debt of 229,265. 11. 14: —That'a

Ratement of that ſum. ſhould be formed ſeparate from the Bundibuſt, and that a new and 
equal aſſeſſment thereof ſhould take place in each diftrift, in proportion to its revenues, 
avoiding thoſe partialities which had been too viſible in the levying the Mhatoot. | 

And, it appearing to the ſaid ſelect committee, that the two thouſand rupees per month, 
mentioned in the nt's letter, was a part of the three thouſand ſettled by Lord Clive; but, 
by ſame overſight, not recorded, it was agreed that the reſident ſhould be queſtioned — It. 


And your Committee find, that the ſelect committee of Fort William returned an anſwer 
to Mr. ELL foxegoing letter, as appears in appendix, No. 60 (a), to the following effect: 

That all arbitrary taxes whatever muſt be ſo many inſtruments of oppreſſion in the power 
of collectors: — That was it not ſo, how was it poſſible that the Mhatoot, a ſum by no 
means conſiderable in itſelf, ſhould be found ſo heavy and intolerable a burthen on that ex- 
tenſive country; that, equitably divided amongſt all the diſtricts, it would be ſcarcely felt, 
at leaſt it could not be called a grievance; that to reconcile the cauſe to the effect was im- 
poſſible, and they ſhould there fore be very ſolicitous to hear what progreſs was made by the 
Juperviſors in that object of their enquiries, fince they more than ſuſpected the reſult would 
y open a moft iniquitous ſcene of oppreſſion and peculation ; that they were ſtruck with a 
never-ceaſing accumulation of expence in the article of Khallaut Bhaz that, upon referring 
to the charges incurred before the Company's acceſſion to the Dewannee, they found them 
1o ſmall N „ooo rupees ; but ever ſince that period, each year had ſwelled the account, till 
it had — all bounds : That they were ſenſible the cuſtom of dreſſes made to the board 
had been one cauſe, and the defraying occaſional charges from the treaſury, and not from the 
Nabob's conſummany, had been another ſtill greater tource of the cncreaſe : —That, as to 
the firſt, the inſtitution came from Lord Clive when he attended the firſt Poonah, after the 
grant of the Dewannee ; that it was recommended by his Lordſhip to the council, as a form 
which coſt little, and was nevertheleſs eſſential to the dignity, of the adminiſtration ; and that 
it had been continued, they were perſuaded, from that and no other motive, ſince intereſt 
could ſcarcely be ſuppoſed to have a place in matters fo trivial—That the grand abuſe, which 
had been increaſing yearly, was in the admiſſion of every rank to that honour, by which, not 
only the charges had been augmented but the intention of the cuſtom itſelf perverted ; that 
far from beſtowing any particular diſtinction on the members of the board, it had been the 
means of confounding all diſtinctions And the letter then proceeds to give the orders, with 
m_ to dreſſes, as | ken in the beforementioned minute. 

t then goes on to obſerve, that the Poothtebundy being a new ceſs, fince the year 1757, 
and unpoſed upon an extraordinary calamity, which had not happened for years betore, and 
might not happen for years to come, they ſaw no reaſon, after the banks had undergone one 
thorough repair, why ſo large a ſum ſhould ſtill have been levied, and even a larger for the 
two laſt ſcaſons than for that iminediately ſucceeding the inundations, fince the practice ot 
Mhatoot was ſo evidently pernicious —The letter then proceeds to give the orders reſpecting 
the Nezarut and bearers, as ſtated in the foregoing minute; and it then gots on to obſerve 
that, in the future regulation of the ceſſes, two points mult be eſfected, firſt the limitation 
of the ſum, —tecondly, the proportioning that ſum to the whole province. 

That great partiality had been ſhewn in the aſſeſſment of the MIhatoot. 

That they did not altogether approve Mr. Beacher's propotial of adding the Mhatoot to 
the Bundibuſt, becauſe the collectors and Zemindars might chance in ſuch cate to avail them- 
ſelves of the 1gnorance of the ryotts, and clandeſtinely continue the ſeparate collection under 
the old heads; and that the Bundibuſt might be encroached upon to pay theſe extraordinary 
charges, ſhould an unfavourable ſeaſon make a reduction neceilary—That the ryott who had 
been uſed to pay towards the Pooſhtebundy, the Khallaut Bha, &c. according to the tempo- 
rary reſolves of government, or more properly the arbitrary decree of the collector, would 
ſcarcely think it a hardſhip when the tum he was to pay ſhould be fixed and proportioned— 
That their view was not ſo much to ſuppreſs the taxes, as to new model them, and that 
this they would perform by drawing a ſeparate ſtatement of them, independant of the Bundi- 
| buſt, by determining the groſs ſum, and by aſſeſſing each diſtri according to its true gbili- 

ties and extent—That the ryott then could not be expoſed to ſudden demands and perpetual 
alarms of new calls; and the pernicious influence of the Mhatoot would be in all retpests 
effectually reſtrained That if the allowance of 2000 rupees per month, annexed to the rch— 
dent's ſalary, in lieu of the contribution of proviſions, be included in the 3009 rupee 
which was bs ſtated ſalary, it was no more than his right, if exclusive, it muſt be ditſcon— 
tinued, though they were ſenſible his motives for receiving it were no other than the ex- 
ample of his predeceffor ; and that they were inclined to believe the former fuppafition, be- 
cauſe he only charged 1000 rupees in the Mootajil abſtracts, and the ia.arv ot the reſident 
was, as they underſtood, ſettled by Lord Clive without being recorded. = 

And your Committee find, by a minute of the ſelect commintec, of the 26th of Nay 
1770, har they then received an anſwer from Mr. Bacher, dated the 234 of May 177, to 
their laft letter, in which he aſſures them, he ſha!l endeavour to carry their orders into exc - 
cution ſo far as depends on him— That the charges that nad uſually been defravel from 
theſe ceſſes, ſhould be reduced as far as the nature of the ſervice wouid adult, and that 
the ceſs, to be levied to defray the 9 neceſſary expences, ſhould be ctabliſhed

thouſand of which was charged in the Mootajul abſtrafts, and the other 2000 were included 
in the charges of Molveers, Khalſhaw ſervants, &c. charged monthly in the treaſury ac- 
count, it-having been fo ſettled by Lord Clive, and Mr. Sykes, but that in future it 
be wrote as reſident's allowance—That he heartily wiſhed that the ceſſes could be collected 
in a leſs oppreffive manner, and yield a ſurplus towards the large debt due to the merchants. 

And your Committee having enquired, to whom the ſeveral ſums raiſed under the head 

of Mhatoot, from 1766, have been paid, they find the ſame particularly ftated in two ac- 

counts, the one being for the four firſt years, tranſmitted by Mr. Beacher, in his fore- 
mentioned letter of the 28th of March 1770, and the other being for the 5th and laft year, 
tranſmitred from Moorſhedabad, and entered on ſecret conſultations the 1ſt of F ebruary 
1771, which accounts your Committee have annexed to this report, No. 60 (b). 

It appears from a ſtatement tranſmitted with the laſt- mentioned account, as entered on 
ſecret conſultations the 1 of February 1771, [a whereof 1s hereunto annexed in 
No. 60 (b)] that the whole of the ſum expended in the courſe of the five before- 
mentioned, under the ſeveral heads to which the taxes called Mhatoot were id, amount- 
ed to ficca rupees 2, 172, 102. 9. 19, under the following heads:

And it appears by the beforementioned accounts and ſtatement, that, in order to defray the 
beforementioned expences, the ſaid ceſſes, under the head of Mhatoot, were frequently 
anticipated, and — taken from the treaſury of the Company, or borrowed from mer- 
chants, for that purpoſe, ſo that, when the ſaid ſtatement was cloſed, the debt to the trea- 
ſury, on this account, was 692,014. 10. 7, and the debt to merchants was 131,323. 1. 3. 

And your Committee find, by a minute of the governor and council of Fort William, on 
conſultations of the 3d of January 1772, (a whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 61) that 
the ſaid governor and council then ordered four balances, under the articles of Khallaut Bhi, 
Poofhtebundy, and Rezum Nezarut, to the amount of rupees 509,699. 9. 20. 2, which 
your Committee ſuppoſe to be a part of the debt to the treaſury beforementioned) to be writ- 
ten off from the ſaid treaſury to loſs. 

And your Committee find, by the minutes of ſelect committee of the gth of May 1770, 
(a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, No. 62.) that the ſaid Committee, defirous of being 
informed whether any extraordinary ceſſes, of the nature of Mhatoot, were levied in- the 
province of Bahar, -wrote to James Alexander, Eſquire, ſuperviſor -of the faid pro- 
vince, directing him to tranſmit a ſtatement of all ſums that were collected in the province 
of Bahar, not included in the Bundibuſs, and applied to the extraordinary charges of 

vernment. | 

And your Committee find, by a minute of ſelect committee of the gth of June 1770, that 
they then received from Mr. Alexander an account of collections in the province of Bahar, 
not included in the Bundibuſs, which account your Committee have annexed to this report, 
and alſo the letter of Mr. Alexander explaining the fame, No. 63; and it appears from the 
ſaid account, that the annual ceſſment in this province, of extraordinary taxes, then amount- 
ed to rupces 108,742. 11. 6. . 

And your Committee find, by a minute of the governor and council of Fort William, of 
the 18th of March 1771, that, having then opened the packet addreſſed to the ſuperviſors, 
who were ſent out in 1769, they found therein, amongſt other inſtructions of the court of 

directors, an order forbidding preſents to be made on any occaſion whatſoever, particularly at 
the time of the Poonah, other than a few gold rupees, or ſuch ſmall rokens of friendſhip and 
reſpect as the antient cuſtom of the empire ſhould have made neceſſary ; and the governor 
and council then came to ſeveral reſolutions, which were ſigniſied to the Committee of reve- 
nue at Moorſhedabad, in a letter of the ſame date to the following effect. 

That the honourable the prefident ſhould receive one Khallaut, not excceding 5ooo ſicca 
rupees:

That no other Eu of whatever denomination, ſhould receive any preſent at the an- 
nual ceremony of Poonah ; but as they were of opinion that the preſent hitherto made to che 
Nabob is not more than is proper for a perſon of his dignity, they reſolved that it ſhould not 
be diminiſhed : 

That a Khallaut ſhould be allowed to Mahmud Reza Khin, not exceeding in value 4,000 

ficca rupees ; and that the expence to the inferior officers of government ſhould be retrenched 
as much as poſhble. 
And your Committee find, by a repreſentation of Mahmud Reza Khan, entered on pro- 
ceedings of Committee of revenue 26th April 1771 (a copy whereof is hereunto annexed, 
No. 64.) that he ſtrongly objected to the aforeſaid diminution of expence in Khallauts, as 
— to leſſen the dignity and authority of the government; to which the ent and 
council at Calcutta, in a letter dated 26th April in the ſame year, returned the following 
anſwer, videlicet; 

That, however cogent Mahmud Reza Khan may conſider the arguments he makes uſe 
of, we cannot allow them to have the leaſt weight with us in contradiction. to the orders we 
have ſent; and that, as we behold this matter 1n a quite different light from him, we defire 
that the ſaid orders and regulations may be ſtrictly attended to”. 

The council of control at Moorſhedabad, in reply to the above letter, dated the gth of 
May in the ſame year, recommended rather a total abolition of the cuſtom than a diminution 
of the expence ; but by a ſubſequent letter of the 20th of May of the ſame year, the go- 


vernor and council ordered the expence of Khallauts to the officers of the government to be 


reduced to 60,000 rupees. 

And your Committee find, that the court of directors having been adviſed by their coun- 
cil, that the whole of the Mhatoot belongs to the Company, and that they may recover from 
each of the ſervants ſeparately what he has received, by an action, if there is evidence to 
prove the receipt, if not, by a ſuit in equity, they ordered, by a reſolution of the faid court 
of the 3d day of February 1773, that proſecutions ſhould be commenced againſt the ſeveral 
perſons — whom the Company are adviſed they have demands, on account of the Mhatoot 
tax in J. | 

And — Committee obſerving, as well from the letter of Mr. Beacher beforementioned, 

dated the 28th of March 1770, as from the letter of ſelect committee beforementioned of 
the 28th of April 1770, that there were the ſtrongeſt reaſons to ſuppoſe that arbitrary ceſlcs, 
under the name of Mhatoot, were levied by the collectors in the ſeveral provinces, beſides 
what were accounted for to the government at Moorthedabad, and that the ſelect committee 
were, on that account, very ſolicitous to hear what progreſs had been made by the ſupervi- 
ſors in this object of enquiry, ſince they more than ſuſpected the reſult would lay open a moſt 
iniquitous ſcene of oppreſſion and peculation as is beforementioned ; your Committee thought 
it right to enquire, what information had been tranſmitted to the court of directors on the 
ſubje& of Mhatoot, and extraordinary collections made in the ſeveral diſtricts of Bengal and 
Bahar; and they find, by a letter of Mr. Middleton from Dacca, dated 18th May 1771, who 
was then upon a progreſs into the ſaid diſtrit, that the ſaid diſtriẽt had paid a large annual 
Mhatoot, which, in the ſtatement tranſmitted by him, appears to have amounted to rupecs 
116,496. 10. 3; and he adds, that part of the money fo collected was remitted in the laſt 
year to Moorſhzdabad, towards defraying the charges of Bha Khallaut, and that the re- 
mainder was diſburſed and miſapplied by the officers of the government at Dacca; but that 
he had then aboliſhed the Mhatoot, and that the amount of it would be ſet forth as an article 
of encreaſe in the new ſettlement; and in another letter of Mr. Middleton, dated 13th April 
1771, he ſays, that a company of ſeapoys and 40 burgundaſſes, retained there for the uſe of 
the collections, had, till then, been paid from a fund accumulated under the denomination of 
Mhatoot ; and that the expences of the Dauks eſtabliſhed between that place, Moorſhedabad, 
Chittagong, and part of the way to Calcutta, had been defrayed in the Iike manner. 

And your Committee find, that Mr. G. G. Ducarell, ſuperviſor of Purnea, in his letter to 
Richard Beacher, Eſquire, reſident at the Durbar, dated 17 Auguſt 1769, repreſents,“ That 
e the Company have received a very conſiderable revenue from that country, but they have 
<« little known how it has been collected; you will be ſurpriſed to hear that, by the eſtabliſh- 
© ed mode of colle&ions purſued for theſe three or four years paſt, the putta or agreement 
© is never preſerved between the collector and the tenant ; at the end of the year, wherever 


e the farmer knows that the latter has made any gain, he ſurely ſeizes it, notwithſtanding, 


the agreement being juſtly paid; by theie means all induſtry is checked, and all confidence 

« deſtroyed, and neither labourer, farmer, collector, and 0 upwards, to the foujedars, having 

any truſt in each other, it has made the whole a chain of rogues and plunderers z nor Ca. 

« any confidence be reſtored but by a long courie of equitable goyernment,” 3

Ani the ſuperviſor of Rungpore, in his letter to the ſaid:Richard Beacher, Eſquire, dated 
.20th of Auguſt 1770, repreſents, © That the Bundibuſt of the province of Rungpore was

And Mr. Robert Wilmot, ſuperviſor of ſeſſore, in a letter on Moorſhedabad conſultations 
of 2g9th-of October 1570, repreſents, That beſides the avowed wages to the aumils in his 
* diftridds, they had numberleſs perquiſites, the amount totally unaſcertainable, not conſiſt- 
ing in a percentage on the collections, but chiefly in ruſooms eſtabliſhed, as to the articles, 
< but not the ſums; not to mention what was gathered under the denomination of ſalamies;“ 
and this ſuperviſor ſtates the Mhatoot of his diſtricts, at rupees 12,191. 8, and ſalamies at 
rupees 157 

And NG. G. Ducarel, the ſuperviſor of Purnea, in a letter on Moorſhedabad confulta- 
tions of 13 December 1770, repreſents, That it had been annually the cuſtom there, even 
long antecedent to our coming to the Dewannee, at the time when the Ryotts had near! 

« paid their rents, according to the putta or agreement, to lay on further aſſeſſments there 
« called Bharri and Gundar (which are words peculiar to that province, and have the ſame 
meaning at Mhatoot in Bengal) either from real or pretended deficiencies, —That arbitrary 
« fines, under the name of Aboal Foudigary, were an intolerable vexation to all orders of 
people, and. one ſource of that appearance of e, de e all men in the diſtricts are 
deſirous of putting on, and conſequently a great to induſtry, by preventing thoſe 
„ho had money from employing it with freedom; that theie fines were farmed as part of 
the Jumma or rent roll of each Purgunnah, and thoſe of the town of Purnea to the cut- 
„wall The farmer who was benefited by the fine was himſelf the judge of the de- 
linquent, and of the degree of the penalty to be inflicted, which was levied, not 
according to the nature of the crime, but of the circumſtances of the accuſed. —That 
theft and murder were frequently compounded for 4 or 5 rupees, whilſt fornication and 
% witchcraft were puniſhed with 4 or 5,000 : — That there were a particular ſet of people, 
* whoſe profeffion was the diſcovery of witcheraft - thoſe accuſations in other countries are 
e uſually confined to the old and impotent, here they fall generally on the rich and ſub- 
„ ſtantial : — That there were alſo others, particularly women, who lived by the difcovery of 
& fornication and adultery ; and the ſlighteſt evidence was ſufficient to warrant a fine to the 
extent of the circumſtances of the accuſed. —T hat when he gave an abatement to the farmers, 
it was on condition of their giving up, amongſt others, this moſt oppreſſive part of the 
« jumma : —That there were then poſitive orders to take no fines, but ſuch as were approved 
t at the ſudder a dawlet, but that an evil long eſtabliſhed is always difficult to eradicate. He 
© now and then heard of ſome infraftions of this order, by the Moffuſal Etmamdars, which 
< he never failed to puniſh in an exemplary manner; and this he hoped would in time put a 
&« ſtop to ſo deſtructive a practice.“ | | 8 

And Mr. George Vanſittart, the ſuperviſor of Dinagepore, in his letter entered on Moor- 
ſhedabad conſultations of the 3iſt of December 1770, repreſents,.— That embezzlements 
& there, the year before amounted to no lefs than ſonat rupees 169,662—but that, as great 
part of it had been diffipated amongſt upwards of 50 Tahfildars, and their underlings, it 
«© was of courſe irrecoverably loft : —That the amount collected was ſonat rupees 2,157,318 
„ or 1,950,000 ſiccas; and he believed about 1,900,000 would that year be realiſed (excluſive 
of ſome balances of the former year, notwithitanding he had remitted to the Ryotts a 
«© Mhatoot of about So, ooo ſicca rupees, which Ramchunder had impoſed upon them: He 
© (Raimchunder) alſo impoſed another, amounting to 40,000, but this he had been obliged 
© to retain for the ſecurity of the revenue.“ 

And Mr. C. W. Boughton Rous, in a letter dated at Nattore, the 4th of June 1771, en- 
tered on Moorthedabad conſultations the zoth of June 1771, enumerates ſeveral Mhatoots 
(or ceſſes) levied from year to year, fince the Company's acceſſion to the Dewannec, and he 
ads, “ That the multiplication of Mhatoot, which has taken place in this diſtrict fince 
the Company's acceſſion to the Dewannce, has been attended with the moſt pernicious 
© confequences to agriculture, and the country in general; and that the continuance of 
ce {uch a ſyſtem muſt inevitably end in its deſtruction. That theſe taxes arbitrarily impoſed, 
and oppreffively collected, through the rapacity and licentiouſneſs of the aumils and their 
agents, have accelerated the general decline in agriculture and manufactures.“ 

And the ſuperviſor of Rajamahl, in a letter entered on Moorfhedabad conſultations the 25th 
of December 1770, repreſents, —** That, to the extortion and rapacity of aumils and fouſ- 
dars, the then general declining ſtate of trade ought in part to be imputed; that the 
c merchant always ignorant of the ſums he ſhould pay, was obliged to ſubmit whatever was 


impoſed on him; and that it was a-known truth, that ſuch was the villainy of n 
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ce and others e in the buſiheſi of the ſyer or inferior place of collection, that the 


© more rare valuable the __ more heavy and diſproportionate was the demand 
< for duties; expecting that proprietor, rather than ſuffer a detention of his goods, 
would be obliged to diſpoſe of a part of them to enable him to diſcharge the un- 
< reaſonable . demands made on him: That it was unneceſſary to add, that they 
** who praiſed that fraud, were alſo the purchaſers and appraiſers; and that their 
power prevented even a fair ſale of the goods which they had in effect ordered to be 
« dif of in that manner: — That he was willing to believe, that this ſpecies 
cc of itnpoſition was entirely baffled by his reſidence in that diftrit 5 and that by 
ce the authority he had, to curb all other frauds and deceits, he hoped to impreis 
<« the inhabitants with a ſenſe of the humane intention of his appointment, and of 
the iinpartiality and juſtice of the Engliſh government.“ 

And your Committee find, that the exaction of exorbitant intereſt for money lent to the 
12 and others, has been another cauſe of diminution of the revenue of the Company 
in . | 8 

— yl Committee find, by a letter of M. R. Cawn, entered on ſolect conſultations 
Sth October 1765 (a copy of which is hereunto annexed, No. 65) that the ſaid M. R. Cawn 
complains of the loſs which the revenue ſuſtains, by the dependants of the factories lending 
money to the Zemindars and Talookdars, and by their protecting them on that account fron 
the power of the Aumils; he therein applies to the preſident to write to the gentlemen of the 
factories therein mentioned, that none of the dependants of the ſaid factories do lend money 
to the Zemindars, &c. without the knowledge of the Aumils. | 

And your Committee find, that the ſelect committee of Bengal, as appears by their minute 
of the 25th of October of the ſame year, then iſſued poſitive orders to the chiefs of ſubordi- 
nates and commanding officers of Brigades, prohibiting them, and others acting under them, 
in inferior ſtations, from lending money to the Zemindars or other ſervants of government 
on the ſecurity of lands, by leaſe or mortgage; and the ſaid ſelect committee, by their minute 
of the 31ſt of October 1766, having received advice that this order had been tranſgreſſed, to 
the great detriment of the collections, reſolved to enforce the ſaid order, and directed that no 
money ſhould in future be lent, except upon reſpondentia, on any pretence whatfoever, at 
higher intereſt than 12 per cent. per annum; and that all ſums of money outſtanding at an 
higher premium, ſhould be recalled on the 11th Day of April following. 

And your Committee find, that Mr. Reed in his letter to the chief and council of revenue 
at Moorſhedabad, dated the 20th of December 1770, repreſents, ©* That the exorbitant inte- 
<< reſt paid for money taken up for payment of revenues fell very heavy on the Zemiadars, 
4 and often, in the end on government; and was an evil that called aloud for remedy : That 
& the avowed intereſt of 37 1 per cent. at that place was ſtill raiſed in the articles of Batta 
c and ruſſum on bonds; but in ſome of the diſtricts it was carried to ſo enormous a height 
& as to be ſcarce credible : That no produce of the lands could bear fo great a change, and in 
cc the end the Zemindar muſt be ruined, and rendered unable to pay his revenue; that it had 
< indeed been the practice to pay money, ſo taken up, out of the enſuing revenue, ſo that 
sin effect the government pays the intereſt, and it would be more for its advantage even to 
« delay the collections a month, than to receive them with ſo heavy a future charge.“ 

And Mr. Middleton, in his letter from Dacca, dated the 18th o May, 1771, — 
that the country had been greatly depopulated by the oppreſſive practices of the officers, to 
enable them to fulfil their engagements with merchants, of whom they borrow money for 
payment of the revenue; which, he adds, is done at a moſt exorbitant and unheard of 
premium, and that every inconvenience reſulting from this pernicious cuſtom ultimately 
« centered with the ryotts ; who, unable to anſwer the unlicenſed demands which the officer; 
of government were continually making upon them, were driven to the neceſſity of deſer- 
« ting the country, by which means a conſiderable quantity of land lay waſte and unculti- 
«© vated.” 

And your Committee find, that the taking of leaſes of lands by the ſervants of the Com- 
pany, and ſometimes in caſes where they were themſelves intruſted with the management ot 
the ſaid revenues, and with the letting of the ſaid leaſes, has been another cauſe of the dim1- 
nution of the revenues of the Company in e ger ; 828 

It appears to your Committee, by a minute of general conſultations of Port William, the 
31ſt July 1759, that, when the governor and Committee let the lands of Calcutta ex cy 
nahs for three years, by public auction, ſome of the Company's ſervants took and leaſed a 
part of the lands of the ſaid Purgunnahs. 

And your Committee find, by a letter of the court of directors, of the 234 of March 
1759, (extract of which is hereunto annexed, No. 66) that the ſaid court then prohibited 
their covenant ſervants from holding _ lands, towns, or villages, directly or 1ndireQly, 
within or without the Company's juriſdiction; ea „that their reaſons tor this reſtraint 
« were ſo obvious, that an explanation was unneceſſary” : But it appears, that this letter 


did not arrive in Bengal till after the leaſing the lands of the Calcutta Purgunnahs in manner 
before - mentioned. 8 8 
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And your Committee find, that the court of directors, by a letter of the xgth of March, 
7761, (extract of which is hereunts annexed, No. 67) reyoked the before - mentiontd re · 
ſtrictions, and informed the governor and council, chat, if they were perfectiy faticfied, that 
no inconveniences could ariſe from the Company's ſervants farming any part of the newly 
acquired lands, they ſhould not object to it; but that the governor and council muſt affign 
their reaſons to the court of directors for their obſervation. | 
And it appears to your Committee, that farms were afterwards held by the Company's ſer- 
vants, both in the Calcutta Purgunnahs, and in the diſtriès ceded by Coffim Aly Khan. 

And your Committee find, in a letter of Mr. Verelſt, ſuperviſor of Burdwan, the 13th of 
September 1765, that the ſaid ſuperviſor repreſents, That, after the heavy loſſes and real 
<«« detriment the firft outcry had proved of, to the whole province (of Burdwan) he was 
greatly ſurpriſed to find, on his arrival, that it had been again expoſed to public ſale, how- 
ever, purchaſers had only been found for about twenty-two lacks of rupees; ſo great was 
the prejudice taken at the former ſale ; and the whole of that very conſiderably under the 
«© TJumma-bundy of 1169, excepting the farms lately held by Meffirs. Johnſtone, Hay, and 
% Bolts, on which a great advance was bid; the reſt of the province, for which there 
« were no bidders, became coſs,“ or fell inte the hands of government. 

And your Committce find, in a letter of the court of directors, of the 17th of May 1766, 

(extract of which is hereunto annexed, No. 68) that the ſaid court of directors, in aniwer to 
the before-mentioned paragraph of Mr. Verelſt's letter, expreſſed themſelves in the following 
manner: „We have on a former occaſion, in our letter of the 13th of March 1761, Par. 
* 57, permitted our ſervants to bid at the public fale ot the Calcutta lands, but we could not 
* conceive ſuch an indulgence could ever be conſtrued to admit ſervants employed in te 
collection of the revenues of a province, to ſelect out the moſt profitable lands for them- 
« ſelves; for ſuch is the light in which this tranſaction appears to us; and it is one more 
<< ftriking proof of the general corruption, with which ail ranks were tainted, and of the 
ill uſe that has been made of every indulgence : We direct a ſtrict ſcrutiny into this affair, 
and if it proves true, that you will make a proper example of the offenders by diſmiſſing 
* them our ſervice. —This tranſaction convinces us of the neceſſity of ſhutting the door to 
<c. abuſes, and we thereupon poſitively order, that no covenanted ſervant, or Engliſhman, 
<< refiding under our protection, ſhall be ſuffered to hold any land for his own account, 
directly or indirectly, in his own name, or that of others, or to be concerned in any 
farms or revenues whatſoever.” 
And your Committee find, in the before- mentioned letter of M. R. Khan, entered on 
ſelect conſultations, 5th October 17055, that the ſaid M. R. Khan, therein applied to the pre- 
ſident to write to the gentlemen of certain factories therein mentioned, that none of the de- 
pendants of the ſaid factories ſhould hold any farms, or interfere in the affairs of the 
country. 

And our Committee find, by the before- mentioned minute of ſele& committee, of the 
5th of October 1765, that, in conſequence of the before- mentioned repreſentation of M. R. 
Khan, the ſelect committee prohibited the ſervants of the Company from holding lands. 

Your Committee don't find, in the correſpondence of the Company, any evidence to ſhew, 
that the ſervants of the Company in Bengal hold lands at preſent in their own naines; but 
they have met with circumſtances which afford ground to ſuſpect that the Company's ſervants 
ſometimes ſhare with their Banyans in the profits of lands rented by them, and in one in- 
itance, which they will mention hereafter, they find that this practice is directly aflerted by 
the Banyan who held the land. 

And to ſhew to the Houſe in what manner many of the abuſes before- mentioned ſtill exiſt 
in Bengal, to the diminution of the Company's revenues, and the oppreſſion of the country, 
a copy of the conſultations of the council of revenue at Moorſhedabad, from the 24 of Sep- 
tember 1771, to the 23d of March 1772, reſpecting the conduct of one of his Majeſty's 
Britiſh ſabje&s employed in the Company's ſervice in Bengal, was produced to your Com- 
mittee : It contains the complaints of the ſuperviſor of the diſtrict of Rungpore, againſt 
the ſaid ſubject, for impriſoning the Zemindars and their Naibs—lIt contains the pro- 
ceedings of the 1aid council of revenue, under the direction of the governor and council of 
Fort William, to bring the ſaid ſubje& to a trial before a court- martial for diſobedience of 

orders, of which your 83 find he was acquitted by the ſaid court- martial lt contains 
the ſeveral arzes or petitions of the Zemindars, farmers, and natives of Rungpore, accuſing the 
ſaid ſubje& of extortion and oppreſſion, in various inſtances, to the detriment of the revenue 
It contains the enquiries made by the ſaid council of revenue, under the direction of the 
governor and council at Calcutta, into the complaints exhibited by the Zemindars, farmers, 
and natives, againſt the ſaid ſubje&, and the depoſitions of the natives, who were examined 
on oath, and frequently in the preſence of the accuſed, in ſupport of theſe charges. 

The ſeveral allegations contained in the ſaid arzes or petitions, or in the ſaid depoſitions, 
are, that the perſon ſo accuſed, having agreed to accept 5 per cent. intereſt per menſem, for 
money lent by him to the parties, before mentioned, he afterwards raiſed the {ame to 14 per 
cent. per menſem, and enforced the payment thereof by acts of cruelty and oppreſhon—that 
a Mhatoot of 75, ooo rupecs was eſtabliſhed in the diſtrict of Rungpore, by the intervention 
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of his Banyan, called Conge Bahara Holdar, and part of it collected in his maſter's name, and 
received by him; of which Mhatoot was openly paid into the public cutcherie, and entered in 
the officers books that the perſon ſo accuſed ſhared in the profits of farms held by his Ba- 
nyan—that the perſon ſo accuſed appointed his ſervants and dependants to a& in a judicial 
court of Fouzdary—that Chiton Sirdar, who was in the ſervice of the accuſed, made frequent 
excurſions into the province, attended by ſeapoys, in which excurſions they ſeized and bound 
the ryotts, and, by — accuſing them of theft, adultery, robbery, and other crimes, ex- 
torted from them great ſums of _— and vaſt quantities of other valuable effects — that 
whole villages had been plundered by them ; and that in particular the ſubſtantial ryotts were 
their y mg 1 prey, and that to poſſeſs ten ploughs was a crime, or reaſon fafficient for 
being ſo plundered—and laſtly, the proceoding above mentioned contain an enquiry into thc 
conduct of the before mentioned ſuperviſor of Rungpore, an! other perſons therein mentioned, 


in conſequence of a charge brought againſt them for improper conduct in leaſing the lands 
of the diſtri of Rungpore. 


Your Committee think proper to obſerve, that the proceedings of the council of revenue. 
in the caſe abovementioned, were not finiſhed when the laſt ſhips were diſpatched fro: 
Bengal the party accuſed had not then made his defence; and theſe proceedings were not ia 
the nature of a trial, the council of the revenue at Moorſhedabad, before whom they were 
had, having no power for that purpoſe, but of an enquiry to inveſtigate the facts fo alledged. 

Your Committee have not annexed to this report, the proceedings of the council of reve- 
nue beforementioned, nor any papers relative thereto, which are numerous and long; think- 
ing, that 1 may more properly be brought before the Houſe ſeparately, if, upon the be- 
forementioned repreſentation of the caſe to which they relate, the Houie ſhall think it pro- 
per to order any further proceerhngs thereupon. 

And, laſtly, your Committee enquired, whether there was any evidence in the books ot 
correſpondence of the Company, to ſhew that any other of his Majefty's Britiſh ſubjects 
had committed the like offences; and Mr. Wilks informed your Commitrtec, that he had 
not found, in the books and correſpondence of the Company, evidence ſufficicat to charge 
any other Britith ſubje& with the like offences. 

And your Committee think proper here to obſerve, that in this, and their former reports, 
they have not ſtated any facts, but ſuch as they found in the books or correſpondence of 
the Company, which they carcfully examined for that purpoſe ; or ſuch as appeared to them 
to be proved by other evidence laid before them; but, in caſes where it was neceſſary for 
them to prove that any particular fact or information was not to be found in the books or 
correſpondence of the Company, they have been forced to rely on the evidence of the ſworn 
ſervants of the Company, who, in their reſpective departments, muſt be preſumed to know ail 
that is contained therein; for it was impoſſible for your Committee to peruſe all the books 
and correſpondence to be found at the India Houſe, that any ways relate to the concerns of 
the Company, during the many years to which their enquiry extends, 

Your Committee have thus reported all they have hnherto found material in the Þocts 
and correſpondence of the Company, or in any evidence laid before them concerning the 
ſtate and management of the revenues lately obtained in the provinces of Bengal and Ba- 
har: they have alſo prepared a report upon that part of the management of the Company”: 
affairs ar home that reſpects their freight and demorage, which report they will lay before 
the Houſe forthwith ; and they are proceeding in purſuance of the order of the Houſe to en- 
quire further into the ſituation of the Company's affairs, and particularly how far the ſame 
have been affected by the management of the Company and their ſervants, both at hom: 
and abroad, an: they will report from time to time, what they find material with reve 
to the ſeveral other objects that fall under this extenfive head of inquiry.

Copy of the 36th, 37th, and 38th Paragraphs of the General Letter from the Court of Direttirs 
of the Eajft India Company, to the Preſident and Council at Fort Milliam, in Bengal, dated the 
10th of April, 1771. 


Par. 36. W HEN we advert to the encomiams you have paſſed on your own abilities and 

prudence, and on your attention to the Company's intereſt (in the expoſtu- 
lations you have thought proper to make on our appointment of Commiſſioners to ſuperintend 
our general affairs in India) we cannot but obſerve with aſtoniſhment, that an event of ſo 
much importance as the death of the Nabob Syf-ul Dowlah, and the eſtabliſhment of a ſuc- 
ceſſor in ſo great a degree of non- age, ſhould not have been attended with thoſe advantages 
for the Company, which ſuch a circumſtance offered to your view. 

37. We mean not here to diſapprove the preſerving the ſucceſſion in the family of Mir Jaf- 
fier; on the contrary, both juſtice and policy recommend a meaſure which at once correſ- 
ponds with the cuſtoms and inclinations of the people of Bengal: but when we confider the 
ſtate of minority of the new Subah, we know not on what grounds it could have been thought 
neceſſary to continue to him the ſtipend allotted to his adult predeceſfors. 

38. Ccnvinced as we are, that an allowance of ſixteen lacks per annum will he ſufficient for 
the ſupport of the Nabob's ftate and rank, while a minor; we muſt confider every addition 
thereto as ſo much to be waſted on a herd of parafites and ſycophants, who will continually 
ſurround him; or at leaſt be hoarded up; a couſequence ſtill more pernicious to the Company. 
You are therefore, during the non- age of the Nabob, to reduce his annual ſtipend to 4xteen 
lacks of rupees; and this we have the greater reaſon to require, as we find ourlelyes ſuhjeck- 
ed to the payment of large ſums, due from tbe revenues of the dewanny, before the Company 
became poſſeſſed thereof, on account of the navy donation, and the arrears of that to the ar- 
my; the balance due for reſtitution to Europeans; Colonel Munro's demand of two lacks 
the debt due to Bolackidaſs; and the annual ſum of one lack, for ten vears, which we have 
agreed to pay to Juggat Seat; all which preſs on us with ſuch united force, that our treaſury 
will be unable to ſatisfy theſe ſcveral demands, without wounding our commercial 1ntere{t, 
and endangering our poſſeſſions in Bengal. Being once relieved from this load of incumbran- 
ces, the ſavings we may expect froin this reduction will properly become a fund for military 
exigencies z Which fund, being ſolely applicable to the defence of the provinces, will contri- 
bute no leſs to the Nabob's future benefit, than to that of the Company.

Par. 39. At a Time when every juſtifiable meaſure ſhould be adopted for availing the pul:- 
lic, and the Company, of all the advantage we had in proſpect from our poliefſion of the de- 
wanny, We cannot but reflect on the diſſipation of a conſiderable part thereot, by the allow - 
ances to the Nabob's Miniſters, 

And here we inuſt obſerve, that, how great ſoever the application of Mahomet Reza 
Cawn, and his adherence to the Company's intereſt, may have been, his rewards have been 
more than adequate thereto : and as the buſineſs of the collections of our revenues, when they 
ſhall have been thoroughly inveſtigated by the ſuperviſors appointed for that purpoſe, will re— 
quire little or no aſſiſtance from that miniſter, we muſt deem the continuance ot his pre ſeut 
ſalary as a waſte of thoſe reſources which are become ſo eſſentially neceilary both for the ſecu- 
rity of our poſſeſſions, and the extenſion of your inveſtments : it is theretore our pleaſure, that 
the annual allowance of nine lacks, which he has hitherto enjoyed, be no longer continued to 
him; but as the minority of the Nabob will make it requiſite for you to appoint, as his guar- 
dian, a perſon of experience in the affairs of government, and of approved attacument to the 
Company's intereſts, your choice muſt reſt on Mahomet Reza Cawn; and youu are to allow 
him, whilſt in that ſtation, a ſalary of five lacks of rupees per annum, which we conhider, not. 
only as ſaitable to ſuch ſtation, but as a munificent reward for the ſerrices he may render the

4. The annual allowances to Jaggat Seat, as aſſiſtant to Mahomet Reza Cawn, has been a 
drain on our revenues, without the leaſt benefit from his adminiſtration ; for we are well aſſu- 
red that he has never afforded us a ſingle inſtance of ſervice : his allowance therefore muſt be 
immediately ſtruck off. But with regard to Roy-doolub, though we cannot expect from him. 
any ſervices equal to his preſent appointment, yet, in conſideration of the part he has lo 
held in the affairs of government, and his advanced age, we are diſpoſed to continue the ſalary 
he now enjoys, but on his death, this allowance is not to be given to any perion whatever.

To Richard Becher, Eſq. Reſident at the Durbar. 


With concern we ebſerve the great and alarming di ſproportion of your receipts to your diſ- 
burſements, and at the fame time we lament the calamities which have attended this country. 
We have no conſolation, or reſource, but in the hopes of better and more favorable ſeaſons. 
In the mean while we muſt ſtruggle with our neceſſities, and endeavour by all poſſible re- 
trenchments and ſtoppages to reduce our diſburſements within the narroweſt limits. In con- 
junctures like this, neceſſity compels us to make the conveniencies of dependants, and even 
the letter of engagements, ſubſervient to the exigencies of the ſtate, The miniſter who en- 
joys ſuch great appointments, ought more particularly to give way to the times; and it would 
be a ridiculous and unprecedented maxim to regard any tribute, or ſtipend, before the ſupport 
of our own government. The exact ſum which ſhould be with-held from each article we 
would not preciſely determine; but we expect that you will, at leaft, keep back thirty lacks 
between this period and rhe 19th of October, that ſum being no more than common pru-

The beard intirely concur in ſentiments with Lord Clive, General Carnac, and Mr.

e do, require from you, and we have a- right ſo to do, a juſt and preciſe acedunt of this 
whole extraordinary tranſaction: The honour and reputation of the Company, and even 
of the nation, are at ſtake; and when theſe particulars, if true, come 10 be known, they 
require the fulleſt and moſt explicit explanation and juſtification, We, who are at preſent 
totally uninformed from any authentic accounts, can only expreſs bur aſtoniſhmeat to hear 
that ſuch things have been, as we cannot to ourſelves upon what principles the preſent 
Nabob 3 expected, perſuaded, or required, to make good the loſſes ſuſtained by in- 
dividuals in carrying on, to their great imputation, and the prejudice of the Company they

N our letter, by the ſhips Falmouth and Harcourt, dated the 26th April laſt, we expreſ- 
ſed our aſtoniſhment at the report then current, that 40 lacks had been demanded for pri- 
vate reſtitution, and ordered you to detain whatever was paid on that account. We ſee but 
too much reaſon to confirm that order; for it appears to us a moſt flagrant abuſe of our 
power, to the oppreſſion of the Nabob and his country. St | 
Although 1t was thought fit to confirm the treaty made with Jaffier Ally Khan in 1757, 
becauſe the capture of the ſettlement had involved the inhabitants in one general ruin; and 
without ſuch reſtitution it muſt have ſunk under the calamity, or it would have been the work 
of many years to reſtore it to a flouriſhing condition; no ſuch circumſtances exiſted in the 
preſent caſe, yourſclves aggreſſors in the war, and in a great meaſure brought on by an illicit 
trade, of which we ſhall give our ſentiments in the ſequel, We fear too, this demand will 
be found, for the moſt part, an indemnification hor the loſſes ſuſtained in that very trade, 
which we ſhall come to ihe knowledge of when we receive the accounts laid before the com- 
miſhoners, and of which we laſt year directed you to tranſmit us a copy; therefore we repeat 
our orders to detain all ſums paid on that account, aſſuring you we ſhall deem you e ae 
ble, ſhould any ſum have been iſſued out on this account, after the receipt of our orders of 
laſt year. Our diſplcaſure at this proceeding is infinitely aggravated by the time and manner 
in which the demand was made. Your firſt demand was for 20 lacks, for which you were 
content to demand an aſſignment: you ſoon after increaſed the demand to 40 lacks, to which 
the Nabob 1s compelled to conſent, on condition it ſhall ſtop there : you then increaſed the 
demand to 53 lacks, to which exorbitant ſum it is raiſed by finging in your outſtanding 
debts, force the Nabob t make part payment, and preſs him with the utmoſt ſeverity for 
further payment, at the very period when the Company's affairs are in the moſt critical ſitua- 
tion, before the battle of Buxard decided whether we ſhould not be extirpated the country; 
and at the ſame time the Company are diſtreſſed for money to carry on the war, and the 
inveſtment, and borrowing the very money paid by the Nabob to our ſervants, at an intereſt 


of 8 per cent. 


We find, by your conſultation of the 24th September, you were in actual poſſeſſion of 
claims for geit clas, to the amount of 474 lacks of rupees. We cannot therefore but be 
aſtoniſhed, that you did not ſend us copies thereof; and by your not doing it, it ſeems as if 
it was induſtrioufly intended to keep us in the dark, both with reſpect to the names of the 
claimants, and the particulars of their reſpective demands. 

At the time of our diſpatches, under date of the 26th April, we had it only by report, 
that a donation had been made by the Nabob to the army and navy; of which the firſt men- 
tion, on your conſultations, is on the 13th of February, 1764, on occaſion of the mutiny

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'in the bt es mutiny is all that gives us any notice of any ſuch tranſaftion : indeed 
1s 


on the 24 7 1764, it is ſaid, the Company are to make it good, if not paid by the Na- 
bob: nor ere to this time any thing that can lead us to a knowledge of the amount of 


ſuch donation, but by the donation exacted for the navy, which is to be half that to the 
army; and being mentioned to be 12 4 lacks, points out to us, that the donation to the army 
Was 25 lacks. When we confider the circumſtances of the Nabob and the Company at the 
period the demand was made for the army, we cannot conſider this other than an act of the 
moſt violent oppreſſion. The example of the go lacks given by Meer Jafficr, on the revolu- 
tion in his favour in 1757, will by no means juſtify this. We were then at open war with 
the Nabob of. the — if we were victorious, the army might pretend to the plunder of 
the capital, which would have defeated the end; the treatury was ſuppoſed to be very rich, 
and the Nabob in condition to afford it. In the preſent caſe no fuch circumſtances exiſted ; 
you was but to reſtore the ſame man you had before depoſed ; and you could expect only an 
empty treaſury, à country involved in war, and the y ſtruggling under every difſi- 
culty, We do not mean to take from the merit of the army; the conduct of officers and 
men till the mutiny would have been an honour to any ſervice: but let it be ebſerved, no 
ſervice in the world is gratified equal to ours by the = advantages that attend actual ſer- 
vice, from the batta and other indulgences allowed There was no juſt pretenſion to 
any ſuch demand, and the experience you had of the fatal effects of the donation given on the 
former occaſion, which deſtroyed more, than half the army by the exceſſes it led them to, 
and the remiſſneſs of diſcipline and ſpirit of mutiny which enſued, ſhould have warned you 
of the danger of ſuch gratifications. But yet, flagrant as the conduct of thoſe who de- 
manded or countenanced this meaſure a to us, every circumſtance is heightened in the 
demand of 12 1 lacks for the navy, whoſe ſhips did no ſervice but that of laying by the 
walls, and of their men only a ſmall detachment did duty with the artillery. There is ſuch 
a want of humanity in the diſtreſſes thus wantonly heaped on the Nabob, that your con- 
duct will be for ever a ſtain on the nation, and is enough to raiſe up enemies to us in 
coy 2 of Indoſtan. Vour country correſpondence is all that flings any light on this 
tranſaction. The Nabob, in his letter of the 12th July, 1764, in enumerating the ſums he has 
to pay, mentions, beſides a donation to the ſea forces under the command of the commodore, 
concerning which you have ſeveral times wrote to me;” yet no mention of this demand appears 
in the copies of any of your letters in the country correſpondence, prior thereto : the evident 
reſult 1s, that the copies ſent home are unfaithful regiſters. In the margin of the letter 
book, where the above is entered, there is the following memorandum. ** This letter is di- 
<« reed to the governor and council, but the contents of it are addreſſed to the governor 
only; which, added to the before-mentioned circumſtance of the ſuppreſſion of every thing 
relative to the demand for the navy, implies as if this was the act ＋ the governor alone; 
but that is no vindication to the council, who ought on this diſcovery to have remonſtrated 
againft the meaſure, and not have joined in it. The date of this letter points out that the 
demand muſt have been made during the height of the war; and the date of the Kiſt- 
bundee, before the battle of Buxar, proves that it had your ſanction under the ſame ſituation 
of public affairs, or elſe all mention of it was purpoſely omitted till the 15th November; 
for the Kiſtbundee, being dated the 8th October, muſt, or ought to have been laid before the 
council long before the 15th November, | 
From the obſcure manner, in which this whole tranſaction has been carried on, we can- 
not diſcern whether any thing has been paid on this account. We direct you therefore to 
ſend us ſuch a full and explicit account of very particular, that we may not be at a loſs to 
form a true judgment of, and take the proper meaſures upon, ſo injurious a tranſaction.

_=_ ed it is not your intention that it ſhould be an empoveriſhed ruined diſtri, ] told the 
uttaſuddies of raja Deritchnarayn Bahadre, who are here, to fix upon ſome diſtricts 
which are not in a ſtate of ruin. They fixed upon theſe diſtricts, which were accordingly 
appointed as Jaghires for Mharaja Mehinder Bahadre and me, agreeably to the papers of the 
Bund-00-buft of the Muttaſuddies delivered to me, and which I have herewith incloſed. Theſe 
diſtricts formerly appertained to other Jagheerdars, but having been taken into the poſſeſſion 
of the Sircar, they came under the agreements of the Aumils, and the collection of the Mut- 
taſuddies of the Province. Were they ſo very profitable, how comes it not to have been 
written in the pagers ? Ir is near a month fiace Mr. Sykes's knowledge Aumils are gone to 
the Mharaja's and my Jagheers, and yet I have received no account of their great profits. 
Had any ſuch information been given me, and any Zubt (o) ſo-tuſh-kees papers arrived, | 
would certainly have acquainted you and Mr. Sykes. As out of your own kindneſs you have 
been pleaſed to eonfer this favor upon me, why ſhould I conceal it from you? I — not 
the ſmalleſt tranſactions ſecret from Mr. Sykes and you. The Muttaſuddies having reckoned 
the collections of the Mharajas and my Jaghires to be rupees 173, 107; thoſe accounts were 
delivered to Mr. Sykes along with the other papers of the Jagheers, in the Bahar Province. 
If the diſtricts of our Jaghirs be worth four Babe of rupees a year the profits of thoſe perſons, 
whole reſidence is in that Province, who are well acquainted with the ſtate of it, and wio 
have taken what diſtricts they have themſelves thought proper, will doubtleſs be ftill greater. 
I, who am night and da 3 in ſnewing my ene to the Sircar, look upon the 
loſſes and profits of the — as my own. f. is better that all the Jaghires ſhould be taken 
into the government's hands, the Jagheedars paid in ready money, and the balance carried to 
the government's credit. Although it is natural for mankind to attend to their private 1tt- 
od 4 and every one is liable to err; yet God is my witneſs, that the attainment ot your 
ſatisfaction is my moſt earneſt wiſh 


P. S. I diligently exert myſelf night and day in managing the affairs of the Sircar, and 
by the blefling of God and your auſpices, the Nate of diſorder in which they were involved 
is now removed. The Bund-o0-buſt of every place has been finiſhed thele two months, 
and the collections are now going on well. I have great hopes that the buſineſs of the Sir- 
car will be ſo conducted, as to afford you ſatisfaction, and do me credit.

GENTLEMEN, 


Now forward you an exact ſtatement of the Jaghires of the Bahar Province; as they are 
entered under the heads of, IAGH1RES, ALTUMGAH, Manunr Mavsn, PAYEE BAK EE 
KALSAH SurREETA; imagining the following explanations of cach will prove in ſome de- 
grec neceſſary. 
JAcREER, 

A grant of ſuch a number of Daum, valued at a ſtated ſum, and in particular Pergun- 
nahs therein mentioned, given by the king to ſuch peſons who have diſtinguiſhed them- 
{elves in his ſervice: theſe ſo endowed are called Munſubdars, and formerly kept up a num- 
ber of troops ready to march to his aſſiſtance z this cuſtom has been long neglected, and Jag- 
heers are now bought of the King's miniſters. | 

ALTUMGAH, 

Is likewiſe a grant of land beſtowed in the ſame manner as NN with this difference, 
it is a gift of charity, and deſcends to the heirs of a perſon poſſeſſing it; whereas a Jagheer at 
the death of the Jagheerdars returns to thg king. | 

Mrpard Mavsn, 

A grant of the ſame kind as the Altumgah, but generally given in leſs Sums, and to 
Faquiers and other rcligious perſons of lower rank. 

Paytt BAKEE KELSAH SHEREEFA, 

At the time this whole Subah was given away nearly in Jagheers, &c. the ſmall part 
remaining in poſſeſſion of the crown had (as the words implied) this title; the revenues 
were thence collected by the Dewan, and paid into the royal treaſury ; this Coſſim Ally Cawn 
ſcized upon: the part entered in this account has been of late reſtored by Mahomed Reza 
'Cawn, and is collected as formerly. 

Davm, 

An imaginary ſpace of land, 40 of which are eſteemed equal to one rupee ; nevertheleſs no 
one except the Shahzadah receives Jaghires, Sc. According to this valuation, as the dig- 
nity of the Jagheerdar does not ſo much depend upon the clear income of his 2 as the 
number of Daums granted, the king has by this method a power of diſtinguiſhing a greater 
number at a ſmaller expence than he could by granting at the firſt rate of 40 Daums to a 
rupee, 

On Coſſim Ally Cawn's acceſſion to the Soubahdarry he found this Province of no real 
value to him, as it then ſtood diſtributed in Jaghires ; he therefore called in all the Sun- 
nuds, moſt of which he deſtroyed ; the remainder, with thoſe ſince added, compoſe this ac- 


count. 


I endeavoured to obtain a more particular account, by calling in the Firmaunds, taking 
their ſeveral dates, and explaining the reaſons for which the grants were made ; but I find 
many of the Jaghirdars reſide in different parts of Bengal, and numbers by account have 
not Rinane to produce; Mahomed Reza Cawn ſettled the claims entirely as he thought 
proper when he was up at Patna.—If directions were iſſued that only thoſe who were pro- 
perly authoriſed by grants from the king, ſhould continue to hold the Jaghcers they are at 
preſcat in poſſeſſion of, I apprehend a great part of thoſe now brought in the account would 
revert to the government. i is difficult-to find out whether ſuch as are entered under the head 
of Jagheerdars, who really were entitled from original gifts, are ſtill in being, or whether 
it 1s only their families that keep up the claims in their names; we find Vakcels who act 
for them, and collect their rents. That the Jagheer lands wi.l produce a much larger yearly 
revenue than valued at, the encloſed ſtatement 1s inconteſtible, were the government to in- 
terfere in the collections, and pay only the ſeveral ſums, agreeable to the preſent valuation, 
from the treaſury to the claimants.

HE vaſt extenſion of our affairs at Bengal, we are ſatisfied, ſhould exempt our Governor from 
any additional weight of buſineſs where we can avoid it; we are equally ſenſibſe that his emo- 
luments keep pace in no proportion to his encreaſed fatigue and intenie application ; therefore, as a com- 
bim to exert his moſt zealous endeavours to ferve us, we order and direct that 

our preſident, Mr. Vanſittart, or our preſident for the time being, be owed a conſullage or com- 
miſhon-of two and an half per cent. to be dedufted from the nett annua! revenue of theic our ac- 
88 territories, to be paid him at the cloſe of every year. We know of no unfair perquiſites at 
Calcutta; but if any have crept in we expect they arc all inſtantly aboliſhed, or we ſhall reſent it in 
the higheſt degree. We decem all thoſe 


perguifites unwarrantable and unſair, that have not our

N our letter of the 13th of March, 1961, we allowed prefident Vanſittart two and one half per 

cent. on our nett revenues, including all the grants from Jaffier Ally Cawn, and this we conf:rm 
as a ſettled and 1nvariable emolument to every governor. 

But as the great increaſe of our revenues, aiifin;; out of the provinces granted us by Coffin Ally 
\Cawn, and the vaſt improvement of thoſe revenues, are principally owing to the wile, prudent and 
diſintereſted conduct of preſident Vanſittart, we think it but n that he, who preferring our 
intereſt to all other conſiderations, ſhould participate in thoſe benefits he has bera {o inflrumental in 


e therefore dire& that ſo long as Mr. Vanſittart ſhall continue in the government of Bengal, 


he be allowed a commiſhon of two and one halt per cent. on all ſuch nett revenues as have or may arif 
out of the abovementioned grants from Coffim Ally Cawn; and that the payment commences with 
the ceſñon of thoſe countries: and we hereby ſupercede the order in the 79th paragraph of our letter 
of the gth March, 1763, per Lapwing, &c. referring this matter to our future conſideration. 

This additional emolument is expretly to be underſtood as a diſtin reward due to the perſonal merit 
of prefident Vanſittart, and is abtolutcly to ceaſe upon his quitting the government: it is not to be 
claimed, or any ways pretended to, by our future governors, whole fixed emoluments, very handiome 
and extenſive, we repeat to you, is conſined to our orders and regulations of the 13th March, 1761.

Par. 20. | dugg conſidered what allowance ſhould be made to Lord Clive, as preſi- 

dent and governor, we have agreed to ſettle upon his lordſhip and he 1s ac- 
cordingly to be allowed the ſum of 6000 J. a year, to be paid him monthly, to commence 
upon his arrival in Bengal; which, together with the one per cent. commiſſion he is in- 
titled to as preſident, out of the two and one half per cent. coinage duty, are to be in 
full conſideration for all his ſervices, both civil and military; conſequently his lordſhip is to 
have no allowance whatever by way of commiſſion, or otherwiſe, out of the revenues, 
from any of our territorial acquiſitions whatſoever ; and our orders thereupon, as contained 
in our letters of the 13th March, 1761, and the 13th May, 1763, are, from this time for- 
ward, to be null and void. 

21. We do not mean to hinder his lordſhip from receiving the uſual commiſſion, ariſing 
from the coral, and other licenſed articles, conſigned to him by private merchants : this his 
lordſhip is to have in the uſual manner. 

For the reaſons given in our letter of the 8th of February laſt, we were then indu- 
ced to ſend poſitive orders to put a final and effectual end to the inland trade in ſalt, beetle- 
nut, tobacco, and in all other articles whatſoever produced and :onſumed in the country: 
to the remarks we made in that letter we muſt add one obſervation, which is; it a 2 
extraordinary, that, in a trade ſo extremely lucrative to individuals, the intoreſt of the 
Company ſhould not have been at all attended to or conſidered. 

55» Thoſe orders were ſent, it is true, before we received the new treaty you entered into 
with Jaffier Ally Cawn, upon his re-eftabliſhment in the ſubahſhip; in which it is agreed, 
that the Engliſh ſhall carry on their trade by means of their own duſticks, free from all du- 
tics, taxes, and impoſitions, in all parts of the country, except in the article of ſalt, on 
which a duty of two and one half per cent. is to be levied on the Rowana, or Houghly 
market-price ; wherein it is further agreed, that the late perwanahs, iſſued by Coſſim Ally 
Cawn, granting to all merchants the exemption of all duties, for the ſpace of two years, 
ſhall be reverſed and called in, and the duties collected as before. 


56 Theſe are terms which appear to be fo very injurious to the Nabob, and to the natives, 
that they, cannot, in the very nature of them, tend to any thing but the producing general 
beart-burnings and diſſatis faction; and conſequently there can be little reaſon to expect the 
tranquility of the country can be permanent: the orders therefore in our ſaid letter, of the 
8th of February, are to remain in force, until a more equitable and ſatisfactory plan can be 
formed and adopted; which, as it is impoſſible for us to frame here, deſtitute, as we are of 
the informations and lights neceſſary to guide us in ſuch an important affair. 

57 You are, therefore, hereby ordered and directed, as ſoon after the receipt of this as 
may be convenient, to conſult the Nabob as to the manner of carrying on the inland trade, 
in ſalt, beetle- nut, tobacco, and the other articles produced and contumed in the country, 
which may be moſt to his fatisfatior and advantage, the intereſt of the Company, and like- 
wiſe of the Company's ſervants. T6 39 

8. You are therefore to form a proper and equitable plan for carrying on the ſaid trade, 
and tranſmit the fame to us, accompanied by fuch explanations, obſervations, and remarks, 
as anay enable us to give our ſentiments and directions thereupon, in a full and explicit 
manner. | 

59. In doing this, as before obſerved, you are to have a particular regard to the interci 
and entire ſatisfaction of the Nabob, both with reſpect to his revenues, and the proper ſup- 
port of his government ; in ſhort, this plan muſt be ſertled with his free-will and conſent, 
and in ſuch a manner as not to afford any juſt grounds for complaint, 

60. In the next place, the utmoſt care and attention muſt be beſtowed in forming the ſaid 
phony that, in ſome proper mode or ſhape, a juſt and equitable conſideration be ſecured for 
the Company. 

61. If any inconveniences ſhalt be apprehended to ariſe to the Company's inveſtments, 


upon carrying on ſuch an inland trade, you are to give us your full thoughts thereupon, and 
in what manner they may be obviated. 


62. You are to give us your impartial and unbiaſſed thoughts, alſo, whether the car- 
rying on ſuch an inland trade may affect the juſt rights and privileges of the French, Dutch, 
or any Europeans, and tend thereby to draw on any national altercations and embroils, 
which are by all means to be avoided, in forming the ſaid plan; therefore you are to be 
particularly careful to prevent theſe or any evils of the like kind. 

63. And here let it be remarked, that no perſons wharſocver have a right to trade within 
the limits of the Company's charter without their licenſe; if any new tracks of trade are 
fallen into, ſurely therefore the ben mae fa won ought to have the preference, and be

64. In the 20th paragraph of this letter we have mentioned, that the ſum of 6000 l. a year 
is to be allowed Lord Clive, as preſident and governor : we do not mean that ſum is to in- 
clude his extraordinary expences, in caſe his lordſhip ſhall at any time be under the neceſ- 
fity of taking the field : we therefore direft, that all fuch expences be borne by the Compa- 
ny, and paid to his lordſhip, out of our cafh in Bengal accordingly ; in which all the fruga- 
lity is recommended that is conſiſtent with the ſervice. 1 
65. The faid 60001. a year is intended as an appointment to Lord Clive only, and not to 
be allowed to any future prefident and governor; we therefore direct, that any perſon who 
ſhall immediately, and in future, ſucceed to the government after his lordſhip, be allowed 
over and aboverthe commiſſion on the coinage-duty, 3000 l. a year, as ſettled in our letter of 
the 13th March, 1761, for ſalary, expences of his table, and all other charges and expences 
whatſoever, as preſident and governor. | 
67. The general court of proprietors having, on account of the critical ſituation of the 
Company's affairs in Bengal, requeſted Lord Chve to take upon him the flation of prefident, 
and the commaad of the Company's military forces there; his lordſhip has been appointed 
[ and governor accordingly, as mentioned in the preceding part of this letter. The 
tention of the general court, in defiring Lord Clive to go to Bengal, was, that by his lord- 
ſhip's character and influence, peace and tranquility might be the eaſier reſtored and eſtab- 
liſhed in that ſubahſhip. In order, therefore, to anſwer theſe purpoſes, in a manner that we 
apprehend wy prove moſt effeQtual, we have thought to appoint a committee on this 
occaſion, conſiſting of his lordſhip, Mr. William cightwell Sumner, brigadier general Car- 
nac, alſo Meſſrs. Harry Verelſt, and Francis Sykes, to whom we do hereby give full 
powers to purſue whatever means they ſhall judge moſt proper to attain thoſe defircable ends ; 
but, however, in all caſes, where it can be done conveniently, the council, at large, is to 
be conſulted by the ſaid committee, though the power of determining is to be in that com- 
mittee alone. We further direct, that as ſoon as peace and tranquility are reſtored and 
cſtabliſhed in the ' ſubahſhip of Bengal, then the ſaid extraordinary powers are immediately 
to ceaſe, and the ſaid committee be dfſolved. 
68. As we would have the ſaid Committee, as long as it is neceſſary to exiſt, as before 
mentioned, to conſiſt of five members; in caſe — 2 of a vacancy or vacancies, by 
death or abſence from Fort William, they are to be filled up by the ſaid committee, out of 
ſuch of the civil members of the council as they think proper, from time to time. 
69. We are alſo to inform you, and direct, chat the Ha is to be the committee

ITE right honourable the prefident has urged the neceſſity of reſtricting the future gover- 
nors of this preſidency, in points of trade and private intereſt, with arguments of ſo 
much force and conviction in the following minute, that we unanimouily agree in recom- 
mending his lordſhip's propoſal to the board, that it may be carried into execution with all 
convenient diſpatch. | | 
Our attention as a ſele& committee, inveſted with extraordinary powers by the court of 
directors, has been conſtantly engaged in reforming the abuſes which had crept into the ſe- 
veral departments of this government; the important work has been ſteadily proſecuted with 
'zeal, diligence, and diſintereſtedneſs on our parts, and the ſucceſs of our labours gives us 
reaſon to hope that our employers will be of opinion, we have eſtabliſhed many uſeful and 
neceſſary regulations. Many others, however, are ſtill wanting to complete our plan; but 
J doubt not that the ſame principles, which have hitherto guided our conduct, will con- 
tinue to direct and to juſtify the meaſures we have yet to 2 
To place the preſident in ſuch a ſituation as will render his government completely ho- 
nourable to himſelf, and advantageous to the Company, appears to me an object of as much 
conſequence as any that has been taken into our confideration, where ſuch immenſe revenues 


are concerned. Where power and authority are ſo inlarged, and where the eye of juſtice ** 
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of equity ſhould be ever watchful, a governor ought not to be embarraſſed with private buſineſs; 
he ought to be free from every occupation in which his judgment can poſſibly be biaſed by 
his -1ntereſt,—The extenfive commercial affairs, the ſtudy of the finauces, the politicks of 
the country, the epiſtolary correſpondence, the proceedings of council and committee, theſe 
are ſufficient to employ every moment of his me; ws þ I am confident that they cannot 
be conducted with the requiſite attention to the Company's intereſt, if the mind of the go- 
vernor be diverted by complicated mercantile accounts of his own. 
If we look back upon thoſe unhappy diſſenſions, which have tl ht the Com- 
pany's poſſeſſions in Bengal almoſt to the point of deſtruction, we ſhall find that they have 
generally proceeded from the conduct of governors, who, too eager in purſuit of private in- 
tereſt, have involved themſelves in affairs which could not be reconciled to the ſtrict princi- 
es of integrity; to prevent ſcrutinies and diſcoveries which might in any degree affect their 
onour, they have frequently been reduced to the neceſſity of conniving at abuſes, which 
would otherwiſe have been brought to light and remedied. The welfare of this great Com- 
pany ſhould be the ſole ſtudy of a governor attached to that point alone; his meaſures 
could never be thwarted by the malice of oppoſition, becauſe they would all be propoſed for 
the 17 good, and actions will always be juſtified, or condemned, from the principles on 
which they are founded. Such a ſtate of independency and honour muſt be highly eligible 
to a governor, and, in my opinion, it can only be acquired by cutting off all bility of 
his benefiting by trade, or by tlrat influence which his power neceſſarily gives him in theſe 
opulent provintes. ; | | 

I therefore propoſe that the governor ſhall, in the moſt public manner, in the preſence 
of all the Company's ſervants, the mayor and aldermen, and free merchants, aſſembled at 
the Mayor's court, take the oath, and execute the penalty bond hereunto annexed. 

The conſiderations I have propoſed is one-eighth per cent. upon the revennes, except- 
ing thoſe ariſing from the Company's own lands at Calcutta, Burdwan, Midnapore, and 

ittagong. 

Altho' by theſe means a governor will not be able to amaſs a fortune of a million or haif a 
million in the ſpace of 2 or 3 years, yet he will acquire a very handſome independency, and 
be in that very fituation which a man of nice honour, and true zeal for the ſervice, would 
wiſh to poſſeſs. 

Thus fituated, he may defy all oppoſition in council, he will have nothing to aſk, nothin 
to propoſe, but what he means for the — of his employers; he may defy the law, 
becauſe there can be no foundation for a bill of diſcovery, and he may defy the obloquy of 
the world, becauſe there can be nothing cenſurable in his conduct; in ſhort if ſtability can 
be inſured to ſuch a government as this, where riches have been acquired in abundance in 
a ſmall ſpace of time, by all ways and means, and by men with or without capacities, it 
maſt be effected by a governor thus reftrifted, and I ſhall think it an honour if my propoſal 
be approved, to ſet the firſt example.

Gentlemen, 


O U are not unacquainted with the ſolicitations I have had the honour to receive from 
the Court of Directors, for my continuance in this government another year, nor with 
the very ſevere fit of ſickneſs which obliged me to inform them, by the Cruttenden, that I 
had no proſpect of recovering health, or even of preſerving life, but by an immediate ein- 
barkation for my native country. The reſolution to leave Bengal, which the judgement ot 
my phyſician declares is ſtill abſolutely neceſſary I ſhould maintain, would give me great 
concern, were I not fully convinced that the country remains in perfect trangu:lity, that the 
proſperity of the Company's affairs here is fixt upon a ſolid permanent baſis; and that the 
gentlemen, to whoſe conduct they are entruſted, (I mean particularly the members of the 
{cle& committee), will zealouſſy unite to ſupport that plan of government, hich, by 
means of their unwearied aſſiſtance, I have had the honour to eftabliſh. I cannot omir 
this opportunity to expreſs the ſatis faction I feel in the reflection that I am ſucceeded 2 the 
high and important office of governor by Mr. * erelſ ; my knowledge of him is not from 
the information of others, but from my own obſervation and experience z and I am per- 


ſuaded his utmoſt endeavours will be uſed to prove himſelf in every reſpef, worthy the

landholders and tenants; fo long as the country remains in peace, the collections will exceed 


the demands. If vou encreate the former, a large tum of money. will either lay dead in the 
treaſury, or be ſent out of the country, and much inconvenience ariſe in the ſpace of a few 
vears. Every nation trading to the Eaſt Indies have uſually imported ſilver for a return in 
commodities. The 88 of the Dewannee has rendered this mode of traffick no longer 

Company. Our inveſtments may be furniſhed, our expences, civil 
and military, paid, and a large quantity of bullion he annually ſent to China, though we 
import not a ſingle dollar; an increaſe of revenue therefore, unleſs you can in proportion 

purpoſe, but may in the end prove extremely 
pernicious, inaſmuch as it may drain Bengal of its filver, and you will undoubtedly con- 
{ider that the exportation of filver beyond the quantity imported is an evil, which though 
low, and perhaps remote in its conſequences, will nevertheleſs be fatal to the India Com- 
pany, This point therefore, I leave to your conſtant vigilance and deliberation. 

To what I have-urged in general upon the ſubject of regulations, I beg leave to add a few 
words in relation to one particular point. All the Company's ſervants at the Aurungs, all 
thoſe at the out factories, except ſuch as are fixt at the ſubordinates, and are neceſſarily em- 
ployed in the filk buſineſs, all free merchants, muſt be recalled, and their place of reſidence 
contined to Calcutta; orders for this purpoie have already been iſſued, and the time for 
their being obeyed is limited; hercin no conſideration whattoever, ſcarcely humanity itſelf, 


excem 
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except in any very extracrdinary inſtance, ſhould tempt you to relax; for be aſſured until 
' theſe reguiations take place, the 131 be properly ſaid to enjoy their juſt rights 
and privileges, nor the natives to he maſters of their own property. 

We have received orders from the court of directors to aboliſh the ſalt trade; theſe orders 
| muſt be punctually obeyed. But as I am of opinion that the trade upon its preſent footing 
is rather beneficial than injurious to the inhabitants of the country, and that a continuation 
of this indulgence, or ſome other equivalent, is become abſolutely neceſſary, and would be 

an honourable incitement to diligence and zeal in the company's ſervice, I flatter myſelf 
the court of directors may be induced to ſettle ſome plan that will prove agrecable to 
your withes.

The ſelett committee obſerving, with the utmoſt concern, the effects of this climate upon 

his lordſhip's conſtitution, and the impoſſibility of his remaining longer in the country 
_ without imminent danger of his life. 

- Agreed, that we take into confideration the powers delegated by the honourable court of di- 
rectors to his lordſhip, as far as they-may relate to the continuing, abolithing, or regu- 

lating, the fele& committee at his departure. 

- Accordingly the following Paragraphs of the honourable company's inſtructions to the preſi- 
dent and council, under date the 17th May 1766, were read.—“ The powers of the 
© committee are to remain in full force during Lord Clivc's continuance in Bengai, but 
<« the. committee ſhall not be continued after. his departure, unleſs he ſhall judge it for 
the mtereſt and benefit of the company.;” and farther, that, as in the courſe of the 
important affairs which now come under cognizance of the committee, many unfore- 
«© {een accidents may ariſe, Lord Clive ſhall therefore have permiſſion, on his depar- 
ture from Bengal, to make ſuch regulations in the powers of the committee as he thall 

judge moſt for the intereſt of the company.” 

It appearing to the committee from the expreſs terms and meaning of the above paragraplis, 
that the honourable court of directors have veſted Lord Clive with full authority either 
to aboliſh the ſelect committee entirely, or at his departure to continue it under ſuch 
regulations as he may think moſt conducive to the ſervice : f 

It alſo appearing to them of tlie laſt importance to the honourable company's affairs, that the 
public buſineſs ſhould be conducted by the council and the committee, in the manner 

tpeciſied in our proceedings the 21ſt December 1767: | 

And it being likewiſe the unanimous opinion of this committee, that his Lordſhip has made 
a juſt. and proper ſelection of the members who are to compoſe the future committee:

Reſolved accordingly, that Mr. Cartier ſhall be immediately called down from Dacca, to 
take his ſeat at the board, on the departure of Lord Clive and General Carnac. 

Reſolved alſo, for the reaſons affigned in his Lordſhip's letter, that Claud Ruſſell Eſquire, 
ſhall fill Mr. Becher's ſeat in committee, until that gentleman's arrival; and that Alex- 
ander Campbell Eſquire, ſhall have a. voice ia comnuittee in the abſence of Mr. Sykes, 
or of any other member. 

Theſe appointments, as they are made without friendſhip or partiality to individuals, we 
doubt not, will meet with the approbation of our honourable employers, and fully an- 
ſwer the ſentiments which we entertain of the zeal and abilities of the ſeveral gentlemen 
to promote the good of the ſervice, and weltare of the publick. 

And laſtly, that the governor ſhall have power upon ſuch occafions as he may judge neceſſa- 
ry, to recall to the preſidency, and to their ſeats, any of the ablent members of tis 
committee. 

It being of the utmoſt importance to the Company's affairs, that men of experience, of abi- 
ities, and of integrity, ſhould alone be admitted to ſeats in the council; and the com- 
mittee obſerving with the deepeſt regret the unfitneſs of ſome, and the youth of others, 
who ſtand next in ſucceſſion, it is hereby reſolved, that no vacancies Which may ariſe 
at the council board, ſhall be filled up, until the further pleature of the court of direc— 
tors be known. : :

advance, or place out at intereſt as before mentioned, no other emolument or advantage 
whatſoever ſhall, in any wife howſocver, directly or indirectly, ariſe or accrue unto me, 
my heirs, executors, or adminiſtrators, during the time I remain preſident and governor 
of Fort William, without the conſent and approbation of the Honourable the Court of 
Directors, or the prefident and council for the time being. I further ſwear, that I will 
not myſelf receive, or knowingly permit any other perſon to receive, any fee, gratuity, 
or advantage, from the diſpoſal of any place, employment, or office, to any European, 
or any other perſon whatever, in or out of the Company's ſervice, except what has been or 
„ ſhall be eſtabliſhed or approved of by the Honourable the Court of Directors, or by the 
% preſident and council for the time being; and that I will not in any manner break through 
or act in any reſpe&, during the time I ſhall continue to be preſident and governor of Fort

Extract of the Company's general letter to Bengal, dated 20th November, 1767. 


88. W E have taken your plan for conducting the ſalt trade, as contained in your pro- 
5 ceedings of the 8th —— e566, favs our moſt ſerious — * 
having reviſed all that we and you have wrote on the ſubject of the inland trade in general, 
and of ſalt in particular, we are the more convinced of the abſolute neceſſity of excluding 
all perſons whatſoever, excepting the natives only, from being concerned therein, and we 
accordingly hereby ratify and confirm the orders we gave in our letters of 19th February, and 
17th May, 1766, that no Company's ſervant, free merchant, or any European, ſhall in any 
mode or ſhape whatſoever, either by themſelves or agents, directly or indirectly, trade in, 
or be concerned in carrying on an inland trade, in ſalt, beetle-nut, tobacco, or in any other 
articles, produced and conſumed in the country, and ſuch trade is hereby aboliſhed and put a 
final end to, agreeable to our beforementioned orders : any further, if any of the before- 
mentioned perſons ſhall, directly or indirectly, carry on, or be concerned in, ſuch inland 
trade, or in farming the callaries, or making talt; if a Company's ſervant he is to be im- 
mediately diſmiſſed the Company's ſervice, and from all others the Company's protection is 
to be forthwith withdrawn. : . | 

89. Having thus prohibited our ſervants from being concerned in the inland trade, the 
allowance of one one-eight per cent. commiſſion on the Dewanny revenues, ſettled by you 
on the governor, for relinquiſhing all ſhare in the ſalt trade, is abſolutely to determine and 
ceaſe u the 1ſt day of September, 1767. | 

90. Paſt experience has ſo impreſſed us with the idea of the neceffity of confining our 
ſervants and Europeans reſiding under our protection, within the ancient limits of our ex- 
port and import trade, that we look on every innovation in the inland trade as an intruſion 
on the natural right of the natives of the country, who now more particularly claim our 
protection; and we eſteem it as much our duty to maintain this barrier between the two 
commercial rights, as to defend the provinces from foreign invaſions. 

91. Our principal object being the eaſe and convenience of the natives, we have conſi- 
dered in what manner the important trade in falt can be carried on, ſo as to ſupply the 
whole country with this material neceſſary of life, on the eaſieſt terms, and the leaſt hable 
to oppreſſion. 

92. For this purpoſe we direct, that the falt trade be laid open to the natives in general, 
under the following regulations; viz. That all the callaries or ſalt pans within the Compa- 
ny's juriſdiction, in the Calcutta Pergunnahs, and the Company's lands, and the provirces 
of Burdwan, Midnapore, and Chittagong, be put up to public ſale, at their reſpective ca- 

itals, and fold to the beſt bidder, tive callaries in each lot, and that no one perſon be al- 
Led to take more than thirty lots, which we judge will enable him to make about 4.5000, 
or 50,000 buzar maunds of ſalt in the year; and that two months notice be given all over 
the country before the ſale begins, and all Europeans are hereby expreſly prohibited from 
being om at ſuch ſales, or holding any of the ſalt works in their hands, either directly, 
or indirectly. | 

93. If ” 8 are any callaries under the juriſdiction of the Nabob's government, the ſame 
WE is to be recommended to the adminiſtration at Moorſhedabad. 

94. It is repreſented to us, that the ſalt made in every part of the country, except 
what is neceſſary for the conſumption of the diſtricts where it is produced, ſhould be carried 
to, and landed at, Rajah Barrey and a creck, or ſmall river, oppoſite to Barnagore, and 
the people of the country to make their purchaſes there, and pay a duty on all falt carried 
from thence, at ſuch rate as will, upon the neareſt eſtimation you can poffibly make, pro- 
duce to the revenue . 100, ooo at leaſt, and not exceeding . 120, ooo per annum. The 
amount being in this manner aſcertained, it will be eaſy to ſettle how many ſicca rupees per 


100 
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100 buzar maunds it will amount to, and the duty is to be rated accordingly. Could we 
from any of your regiſters have learned what N of ſalt is made and conſumed in the 
country we might then have had ſufficient grounds to have proceeded on, to ſettle in this let- 
ter, with preciſion, the duty, but not having ſuch informations, we muſt leave it to you to 
cauſe it to be adjuſted in the 8 manner. 

95. If beſides the above, there are any other places by which ſalt way paſs up the coun- 
try in | of the provinces; you are to conform to the intention or this order with reſpect 
to ſuch — 

96. That on payment of the above duty to the country collectors, the purchaſer is to re- 
ceive a duſtuck to carry his ſalt to any part of the country he chuſes, free from all other 
duties; the like duty is to be levied on all falt carried by land through the patcheet paſſes 
from the countries of Burdwan, Midnapore, and other places, 

97. The collecting the ſaid duty, we conceive, will fall under the orders of the govern- 
ment of Moorſhedabad, and will be accounted for in the revenues of the Dewanny. 

98. That all makers of falt be obliged to deliver in every year an account of the quantity 
of ſalt they have made, and at what places the ſame has been landed, wiiich — appear 
upon the ſace of your proceedings. | 

99. If any boats are found ſmuggling of ſalt, the ſame to be confiſcated to the govern- 
ment, boat and falt, which will prevent the owners of the boats from receiving any ſalt that 
has not paid the duty; and that notice of the ſame be publiſhed all over the country. 

100. That all foreign ſalt landed in Bengal pay the before-mentioned duty, or more, if 
it ſhall be found neceſſary, for the encouragement of the manufacturers of ſalt in Bengal. 

101. To prevent all abuſe of the Engliſh influence, we think it proper to enjoin, aud 
the ſame is accordingly to be made known in the moſt publick manner, that any boar, 
having ſalt on board, hoiſting Engliſh colours, or pretending to an Engliſh duſtuck, ſhall 
be liable to confiſcation, together with the Cargo, and the Nabob's miniſters will ſeize the 
ſame, as forfeited to the government. 

102. Having eſtabliſhed theſe regulations for the ſalt trade, we now confirm our orders 
for the prohibition of our ſervants engaging in all other inland trade, in articles produced 
and conſumed in the country, ſave only ſuch articles as are for exportation by thipping to a 
foreign market, which will be intitled to an Engliſh duſtuck, as part of the export trade 
within the intention of the Phirmaund; and here we remark with ſome ſurprize in the 
Committee's proceedings of the 22d October, that beetle-nut and tobacco are among 
thoſe articles, which is contrary to the ſpirit of the Phirmaund, and the tenor of our 
orders. | 

103. The duties to be collected on the other inland trade will fall under the direction 
of the adminiſtration at Moorſhedabad, in which you will recommend the ſame attention 
to the of the natives, as we have in theſe regulations for the falt trade. 

104. We hope this freedom of trade will be the means of keeping ſalt at a low price, 
but if ever it ſhould be ſold at the places we have limited, at, or above one hundred and 
forty ſicca rupees, for one hundred buzar maunds, including the duty, we ſhall efteem 
it too high a price for the natives to pay; and we do expect, that under your influence, 
and that of the Moorfhedabad adminiſtration, the price never exceeds the ſaid one hundred 
and forty ficca rupees, unleſs in the caſe of ſome general calamity ; for we had rather 
the duty ſhould be diminifhed, than ſalt ſhould exceed that price. 

105, As the trade of our ſervants is to be confined to the articles of import and export 
only, in which they will be conſiderably affected by the great demands for extending 
the Company's inveſtments, and confidering the great increaſe of buſineſs, in which our 
principal ſervants are neceſſarily engaged, and which demand their utmoſt care and attention, 
Ave are come to a reſolutien to give them a reaſonable encouragement to exert themſelves 
with zeal and alacrity in their ſeveral departments, but which they are to look upon as a 
free gift from the hand of their employers, offered to them annually, ſo long as the 
preſent revenues. ſhall remain with the 8 and their behaviour ſhall continue to 
merit ſuch a reward. 

106. That you draw out an annual account of the ſums received from the dewannee, 
deducting thereout the ſtipulated payments to the king and the Nabob, and the allowance 
to the Nabob's miniſters ; alſo of the revenues of the provinces of Burdwan, Midnapore, 
Chittagong, and the Calcutta pergunnahs, from which are to be deducted Lord Clive's 
Jaghire, and the ordinary charges of collection. i 

107, Upon the amount of the ſaid nett revenues, you are hereby indulged to draw a 
commiſſion of two and an half per cent. : 

108. The ſum which ſhall be the produce of the faid two and one-half per cent. is 


to be divided into one hundred parts, or ſhares ; which parts or ſhares are to be appropriated 
in the following manner, viz. 


The Governor is to have thirty-one ſhares. 
The Second in Council, 4; ditto. 
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; 
The reſt of the Select Committef, not having a Chiefſhip, each 31 ditto. 
The reſt of the Council, not having a Chiefſhip, each 14 ditto. 


109. For it is our meaning and direction, that the chicfs of Coffimbuzar, Patna, 
Dacca, and Chittagong, are not to have any proportion of the ſaid ſhares, 0 

110. Being convince | that the employs of Reſident at the Durbar and chief of Coffimbuzar 

cannot from the importance and extent of the buſineſs of each department be properly 
exccuted by one perſon, we therefore direct that they be from this time forward ſeparate, 
and that — other meinber of the Council be appointed to the ſaid chiefſhip. We Jo 
not make this regulation from any failure of attention on the part of Mr. Sykes, with whoſe 
conduct we are perfectly ſatisfied. 
111. And in conſideration of the extraordinary trouble and attention which the reſident 
at the Durbar muſt neceſſarily have in the due execution of that important poſt, we dire 
that he be allowed four ſhares and an half; but this is to be underſtood to be in full, and 
inſtead of ſuch ſhares as are aſſigned, as above-mentioned, to his rank in council, or as a 
member of the ſelett Committee. 

112. The large proportion allotted to the governor in the before-mentioned commiſſion 
of 24 per cent. is in conſideration of his relinquithing, and not being concerned in any 
trade whatever, even in articles of import and export; and all preſents or other gratifications, 
as expreſſed in the deed of renunciation in your proceedings of the 22d September 1766, 
which we approve and confirm, and direct, that all governors do execute the like inſtrument 
on their entering into their office, our inducement for annexing ſo great an appointment 
to the ſtation of preſident and governor is in full expectation of his giving up his whole 
time and attention to the faithful diſcharge of his duty ; and that being excluded from all 
trade himſelf, he mav, and we accordingly depend, that he be vigilant in watching and 
detecting all abuſes committed by others. 

113. You are to obſerve that the ſhares of the commiſſion here ſpecified for the governor 
is additional to his preſent ſalary of three thoutand pounds per annum, and his mint duty 
and conſulage, and the ſhares to the other ſervants, are to be in addition to their preſent 
appointments of ſalary, diet money, and the poſts they may reſpectively hold, excepting 
the chiefſhips, as before excepted. | 

118, We have now to add, and we —y direct, that the before- mentioned 
commiſſion of 24 per cent. do commence from the iſt day of September 1767 ; but as we 
hive before ordered that the allowance made ro the governor of one and one-cighth per 
cent. on the duannee revenues is abſolutely to determine and ceaſc on that day, we further 
direct, that from the ſaid 1ſt day of September laſt to the time of the arrival of theſe 
advices, an allowance of one and one-ezghth per cent. on the Company's nett territorial 
revenues be made to the governor, and that then the ſum arifing from the remaining 
one and three-eighths per cent. (which compleats the 25 per cent. commiſſion) be proportioned 
among our principal ſervants civil and military, pro rata, according to the reſpective ſhares 
allotred them by our preſent appointment; and you are to take notice, that from and after 
your receiving theſe diſpatches, the amount of the 25 per cent. commithon is to be appropriated 
in the manner before directed. | 
119. From an eſtimate we have made of the amount and diſtribution of the commiſſion 
of the beforementioned 23 per cent, we find that a conſiderable ſum will ftill remain 
unappropriated. This ſurplus is to be carricd to the Company's credit, under the head 
of unappropriated commiſſion, until you ſhall receive further orders from us concerning 


the diſpoſition of it. 
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Extra of the General Letter to Bengal, dated the 16th March, 1768. 


182. IT being reaſonable that our civil and military ſervants, under the preſidencies of 

Fort Saint George and Bombay, ſhould, in ſome degree, be put on à fimilar 
footing with your's, to encourage them likewiſe to exert their utmoſt endeavours to 
ſerve the Company with zeal and alacrity, in the 1222 extenſive and important ſituation 
of their affairs, we have conſtituted an annual fund of ſixty thouſand current pagodas for 
that purpoſe, ariſing out of the territorial revenues at Fort Saint George; but as there 
is no reſource of that kind at Bombay, the fund for that preſidency muſt ariſe from our 
revenues in Bengal, we have therefore directed them to draw on you for one lack and 
one-third of Bengal current rupees annually, ſo long as the Company ſhall be poſſeſſed 
of the dewannee revenues, and you are accordingly punctually to comply with the faid 
drafts ; which ſaid ſum is to be proportioned out among our civil and military ſervants at 
that preſidency, upon à plan ſomewhat ſimilar to that ſettled for Bengal. * 

183. 
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183. In our Letter of the 20th November laſt we ſettled the ſalary and allowances for 
p_ ent Verelſt, and every future governor of Bengal; and you were acquainted, that the 
arge ſhare then allotted him of the commiſſion on the revenues was in confideration of 
his relinquiſhing being concerned in every kind of trade whatever, and all preſents or 
other gratifications, as ſpecified in the deed of renunciation entered on your conſultations, 
22d September 1766, which we directed ſhould be executed by our future governors. 

184 We have ſince, upon mature confideration of the ſaid deed, cauſed a more proper 
inſtrument to be prepared for the ſame purpoſe, and now tranſmit copies one x that 
the ſame may be engroſſed and duly executed by Mr, Verelſt immedrately, and by every 
future governor, on his ſucceeding to that ſtation ;3 the governor is to execute this deed 
in triplicate, two of which are to be ſent to us by different ſhips, and the third kept 
by you in our treaſure cheſt, that they may be ready to be made uſe of either by us 
or you, if neceſſary.

Extract of the General Letter from Bengal, dated the 2d February 1769. 


129. WHEN the importance of this government is conſidered, by the intereſts that 

yourſelves and the nation have in its proſperity, every mode of ſupport that 
can be given for its ſtability ought fully and impartially to be diſcuſſed; an uniformity 
of conduct, a proper ſupport in the executive power, and an equality in the diſtribution 
of rewards diffaſed among the ſeveral members who compoſe your board in general, 
promiſe beſt to ſecure that harmony, ſo eſſential to give weight to its reſolutions, and 
preſerve that reſpect by which government is to be maintained. 

139 When publick gratifications are made, they are ſuppoſed to be marks for diſtinguiſhed 
merit, or pre-eminence of ſtation; and when no particular acts of the former are aſſigned, 
they will always be confidered in the latter point of view: As ſuch, honourable Sirs, 
we could wiſh, that in appropriating the ſhares of your indulgence from the revenues, 
you had not excluded the chiets of the ſubordinates reſtrifted in trade, as they, as well as 
all your ſervants, have been by your late directions; they ſhare a burthen of the publick 
duty equally with thoſe you have indulged, without any ſuperior benefits, —T his hath 
been remonſtrated to us by Mr. Rumbold, in his letter, entered in this day's conſultation, 
and hath induced us, until your pleaſure is known, to allow them (reſtricted under ſecurity 
to refund, ſhould it. not meet your approbation) the ſame proportion of your indulgence as 
you have preſcribed for the members of the council. : 

131. From the above reaſons it is, we wiſh that the council, being the immediate 
directors of every department, both civil and military, had ſtood diſtinguiſhed in your 
gratifications above every other; not from any particular motive or defire to promote their 
own intereſt, and diminiſh the ſhares of others, but to preſerve that degree of rank and 
pre-eminence of ſtation in which you yourſelves have placed them: — The inſtances we would 
refer to are; | 


A Colonel you have indulged with 23 ſhares. 
A Member of the Board and a Lieutenant Colonel, with 123 Shares. 


132. The additional ſhare allowed to Mr. Rumbold was granted to him on conſideration 
of the additional trouble and attention he has as ſuperviſor of the Bahar collections, which 
bears a near proportion to the allowance you have been pleaſed to make to the reſident at 
the Durbar from a ſimilar confideration. 

133. An account of the commiſſion ariſing on the nett revenues from the 1| September 
1767 to the iſt September 1768, goes a number in the packet, and the diſtribution thereo!, 
we flatter ourſelves, you will find has been made conformably to your ſeveral orders; the 
balance of rupees 13,603 : 10: 11, being the unappropriated commiſſion, we had, prior 
to our reſolution, reipefting the chiefs of tubordinates, who are members of vour Council, 
directed to be carricd to that head on your general books; but as this balance will be 
inſufficient to anſwer that purpoſe, we ſhall be under the neceſſity of accounting for the 
difference out of the preſent growing unappropriated commiſſion, and which, we hope, wall 
meet with your approbation : and permit us here, gentlemen, to return you our warmeſt 
thanks for your bounty and kind conſideration of — in this inſtance. 3

Extract of the general letter to Bengal, dated the 23d of March, 1770. 


1 E have received by the Saliſbury an account of commiſſion on the Dewann 
* W revenues — and Bahar, and thoſe under your colieCtor general, — 
the iſt September 1767 to 31ſt Auguſt 1768; and by the Shrewſbury a like account for 
the ſubſequent: half year, taken'on an average of the revenues of the former. The nett 
receipts being there ſtated in general articles, would alone have rendered your account un- 
ſatisfxQor to us, as we expected to fee the receipts of your ſeveral revenues diſtinctly 
ſpocifieq: We therefore direct, that either ſeparate or connected with your future accounts 
of commiſſion, you ſend us a full and particular ſtate of the receipts of the revenues of 
Moorſhedabad and Bahar, with thoſe of the diſtricts and provinces on which ſuch commi!- 
ſion is drawn, exhibiting at the ſame time the ſeveral charges and deductions to which the 
reſpective revenues are ſubject, the whole correſponding with the period of your ſtatements. 

150. And being now to conſider the ſhares you have thought fit to allow, in addition to 
thoſe appointed by our orders of 20th November 1767, we 1ce with aſtoniſhment ſuch an 
infrattion of thoſe orders, and ſuch an abuſe ot our generoſity, as appears in the diſtribu - 
tion made by our prefilent and council, of any part of the ſurplus arifing from the un- 
appropriated ſharcs of this commiſhon, which ſurplus we confidered as a fund which would 
have admitted of our extending to our principal fervants at 3 a ſhare of that favour 
we had ſhewn to thoſe of your preſidency; and we accordingly directed you to remit to 
them the amount of one and one-third lack of current rupees. 

151. But by your advices, as well as your accounts of commiſſion, we find, that, con- 
trary to our orders reſpecting the diſtribution of this commiſſion, ſo fully and expretly 
ſet forth in our letter before-mentioned, you have taken upon yourielves to ditpoſe of a great 
part of the unappropriated ſhares, in the following manner :

152. As this diſtribution bas been made in violation of our faid orders, we hereby require 

and direct, that ſuch of you as were at that time members of our council, and the repre- 
ſentatives and attorneys of ſuch others as may be returned to England, do, in your ſeparate 
capacities, forthwith pay into our treaſury in Bengal, the amount of the ſeveral ſums paid 
by you as a ſhare or ſhares of this commiſſion, to any perſon, either as ſuperintendant 
of the Bahar revenues, as chief of either of the factories of Dacca, Patna, Coffim>uzar,s 
or Chittagong, as m_— of the army, or of your preſidency, or to any other perſon who# 
may have received a ſhare to which he was not intitled by our appointment; under which 
deſeription we conſider Mr. Charlton, who received a ſhare as member of council, for 
nine months before his admiſhon to a ſeat at that board, the amount of which you muſt 
forthwith pay, as here directed. 
153. As to any bonds or other ſecurity which you may have taken for the repayment 
of ſuch ſhares as might not be approved by us, it reſts wholly with yourſelves to take ſuch 
meaſures as you may think fit for the recovery of the amount of any ſums paid without our 
authority: for we hereby renounce and diſclaim any act you may have done, in oppoſition 
to our particular directions in reſpect to this commiſſion, and from ſuch breach of your 
*duty we hold you reſponſible for every undue payment.

you to enquire into the reaſon why fuch orders have been diſobeyed or neglected; and it is our 
intention, that thoſe trades be laid open to all perſons, as well natives as Europeans; and that 
Engliſh ſubjects be permitted to trade therein, only upon the ſame footing, and under the fame 
duties and reſtrictions as natives or other ſubjects do; you will take particular care that theſe 
duties or 1 not evaded under pretence of any reſpect due unto, or the influence 
of the Englith flag. It excites our utmoſt indignation to ſind that great fortunes have been 
acquired by perſons in our ſervice in trades carried on in direct oppoſition to our exprets injunc- 
tions and commands; and as we cannot too ſeverely puniſh ſuch contumacious practices, we 
deſire you will endeavour to diſcover the principal actors and abettors in theſe acts of diſobe- 
dience ; and, upon due proof. that you will not only diſmiſs them from our ſervice, but that you 
will take all legal meaſures to obtain ſatisfaction to the Company in the courts of juſtice in 
India; and in caſes where the evidence may not be found ſufficient or effectual to procure redreſs 
and ſatisfaction by the ſtrict rules of law there, that you will tranſmit to us the fulleſt and moſt 
explicit proofs of the facts which you are capable of obtaining.

Extract of a letter from the Right Honourable Lord Clive, prefident and goveraor at Bengal, 
to the court of directors, dated the goth of September, 4765. | 


15. 1K regulation of the nabob's miniſtry, the acquifion of the dewannee, and the ho- 
nourable terms on which we have concluded a peace with the vizier of the empire, hive 
placed the dignity and advantages of the Engliſh Eaſt India Company on a baſis more firm than 
our moſt languine wiſhes could, a few months ago, have x, n Theſe however, alone, will 
not enſure your ſtability. Theſe are but the outworks which guard you from your natural ene- 
mies, the natives of the country: All is not ſafe: Danger ſtill ſubſiſts from more formidable 
enemies within, luxury, corruption, avarice, rapacity: Theſe have poſſeſſion of your princi- 
pal poſts, and are ready to betray your citadel. Theſe, therefore, muſt be extirpated, or they 
will ——_ deſſ roy us; for we cannot expect the ſame cauſe; which have ruined the greateſt 
Kingdoms, ſhould have different eſtects on ſuch a ſtate as ours. That ſudden growth of riches 
from whence thoſe evils principally ariſe, demands our moſt ferious attention. The affairs of 
Bengal, however glorious and flouriſhing the proſpect may now be, cannot be ſucceſsfully ma- 
nazed by men whoſe views extend not beyond a year or two, and who will ſet all orders from the 
Court of Directors at defiance, well knowing they muſt have acquired an afſluent fortune, or at 
leaſt a comfortable independency, before reſentment can reach them. A competency ought to 
be allowed to all your (ſervants, from the time of their arrival in India, and advantages ſhould 
radually increaſe to each, in proportion to his ſtation; but I would have few of them entertain 
Jopes of mA to their native country; till they ſhall have attained the rank of counſellor ; 
then the proſpect ſhould open to them, and they ſhould be certain of being enabled to return in 
a few years with independant fortunes, This certainty would ariſe from the freight ſhips, from 
the privileges of trade, {the advantages of which you are not unacquainted with) and alſo from 
the profits upon Salt. Beetle, and Tobacco, agreeably to the new regulation which we have 
made, in order to rectify the abuſes that have been ſo long committed in thoſe branches of trade, 
to the great detriment of the country government, without view of benefit to the Company. 
17. 7 he regulation now eſtabliſhed for the Salt trade, will, I hope, be entirely to your ſatiſ- 
ſation. Hat firſt intended to propoſe, that the Company, and their ſervants, ſhould be jointty 
and equally concerned in the trade itſelf, but upon better conſideration, I judged that plan to be 
rather unbecom ing the dignity of the company, and concluded it would be better that they ſhould 
give the trace intirely to their ſervants, and fix a duty upon it for themſelves, equivalent to half 
the profits.

Mr. Sumner's Minute is now alfo read as follows : 

Mr. Sumner having examined the ſeveral accounts and claims of the Ka farmers on the 
Molungees, for ſalt balances ariſing in the year 1762 to 1765, and having alſo compared the 
ſame with the accounts of different Molungees, finds that the groſs balances of the whole are 
adjuſted pretty much to their ſatisfaction. But as ſome indulzences, which the farmers think 
themſelves intitled to, have very much increaſed the ſaid balances, and cauſed much diſcontent 
to the Molungees, he has thought it neceſſary, for the better ſettling and adjuſting thereof, to 
have reference to the reſolves of the Committee of Lands on this ſubject. 

He has accordingly made ſuch extracts from their books of proceedings in 1762 and 1763, as 
ſcemed requiſite to clear the principal points in diſpute; which extracts, with ſome few obſerva- 
tions of his own, he now ſubmits to the conſideration of the Honourable Board, from whence 
it will appear that the demands made by the farmers of allowances inſtead of kallery rents, boat- 
hire, &c. are very unreaſonable, and ſuch as he imagines the Honourable Board will not admit of. 
He has th-refore cauſed the ſaid charges to be deducted from the balances demanded by the

OME time before my departure from England, the Court of Directors debated upon the 
propriety of ſuffering their ſervants in Bengal to trade in the articles of ſalt, beetle, and 
tobacco ; and it could not be expected they would continue to them the enjoyment of thoſe 


profitable branches, unleſs means were deviſed by which the natives would no longer be 4 
| | | pre ſſed,

prefſed, and by which the Nabob and the Company would largely partake of the advinthge , 
upon a firm perſutfior, that ſuch means would be deviſed, they were pleaſed'to defer their final 
determination of this matter till the ſentiments of the Select Committee ould be tranſmitted to 
them. By all their letters of laſt year, and by ſeveral of this, they ſtill ſeemed inclined to wait 
for our repreſentation ; but by their letter of the agtif February laſt, per Lord Camden, they 
poſitively forbid their ſervants to have any concern whatſoever in this trade, At that time, in- 
deed, they could not have had the leaſt idea of the favourable change in the affairs of theſe pro- 
rinces, whereby the intereſt of the Nabob, with regard to ſalt, is no longer immediately con- 

When we firſt took this important matter into conſideration, I joined in opinion with the reſt 
of the Committee, that if the trade could be put upon ſuch a footing. that the nabob ſhould re- 
ceive more than had been received by any of his predeceſſors, the Company be amply conſidered, 
and the natives become purchaſers upon terms full as reaſonable as in tormer times; the ſervants 
might be indulged in the privilege, under ſuch certain rules and reſtrictions as would make the 
trade carry with it as little as poſſible the odious form of a monopoly. Theſe points having 
been ſettled, I conſented to the plan laid down laſt year. My abſence from the preſidency, the 
multiplicity of affairs then in agitation, wherein the peace and tranquillity of the provinces, the 
intereſt of rhe Company, and the honour of the nition, were more immediately concerned, pre- 
vented my paying that attention I could have wiſhed to that impoitant object. Although by 
the acquilition of the dewannce, the whole of the duties belong tothe Company, and by the di- 
Jigence and zeal of the Members of the Committee of tradr, many uſefuſ reformations had taken 
place. yet from my obſet vation, when I was laſt up the country, and fromthe heavy complaints 
againſt Europeans of the monepoly of trade in general, I find that the induſtrious native is 
ſtill deprived of that ſhare to which he has an undoubred and a more natural right; nor is it 
yet upon that equitable footing which juſtice and humanity would, I am ſure, incline this 
Committee to eſtabliſh. 

A few weeks more muſt bring us the final reſolution of the Court of Directors in anſwer to 
our diſpatches by the admiral Stephens; ard it, notwith{tanding the preſent ſituation of their 
affairs, they ſhould think proper to repcat their orders fer Jord Camden, it will be our dut 
to obcy them, and I am perſuaded they will be obeyed by this Committee. But if on the 
contrary, upon receipt of our repreſentations, they thould change their ſentiments, and ap- 
prove of the regulations we have already made, no time ſhould be loſt on our part in eſt- 
bliſhiug the mode for carrying on the trade in future. The confidence which the Court 
of Directors have been pleaſed particularly to expreſs in my endeavours to ſettle upon. an 
equitable plan th-t trade which has been the ſource of ſo many eviis, cannot but promote my 
zeal for the cauſe, and make me anxiouſly wiſh to ſee every regulation, that you may join 
with me in thinking neceſſary, to take place.

The prohibition of a free Inland trade, however diſagreeable to individuals, muſt now take 
place, and be confined to imports and exports, and te their immediate returns; which re- 
turns ſhall be made only to the preſidency, or to one or other of the eſtabliſhed factories. 
The Company are ſovereigns in India, and they have declared, that the trade carried on for 
theſe four years paſt, is an uſurpation not only of their Prerogative, but of the privileges of the 


natives, and repugnant to the expreſs and repeated orders of the Court of Directors. The in- 


dulgence, however, in the trade of ſalt, upon the footing I hope it will now be eſtabliſhed, 
ſhould, in my opinion, obviate all complaints; fince it ſeems to be the moſt equitable modus 
between the Company and their ſervants, and at the ſame time a diſtribution of natural right to 
the people of the country. Conſidering that the late great advantages of unlimited trade are 
cut off, [| cannot imagine, that the Court of Directors will deny their ſervants this ſhare of 
Benefit, as a recompenre for their attention and aſſiſtance in the management of the important 
concerns of theſe provinces.

February, 1764, forbidding their ſervants to trade in Salt, Beele-nut, and Tobacco. 


Extract of general letter to Bengal, per Worceſter, &c. dated 8th Febuary, 1 754. 
Received in Bengal, 13th July 1764. 
20. 8 great ſource of the diſputes, miſunderſtandings, and difficulties, which have oc- 
curred with the country government, appears evidently to have taken its riſe from 

the unwarrantable and licentious manner of carrying on the private trade by the Company's 
ſervants, their gomaſtahs, agents, and others, to the prejudice of the ſubah ; both with reſpect 
to his authority and the revenues juſtly due to him. The diverting and taking from his natural 
ſubjects the trade in the inland parts of the country, to which neither we, or any perſons what- 
foever, dependant upon us, or under our protection, have any manner of right; and conſe- 
quently endangering the Company's very valuable privileges ; in order therefore to remedy all 
| theſe diſorders, we do hereby poktively order and direct. 

21. That from the receipt of this letter, a final and effectual end be forthwith put to the 
inland. trade in Salt, Beetle-nut, Tobacco and in all other articles whatſoever, produced and con- 
ſumed in the country ; and that all European and other agents, or gomaſtahs, who have been 
concerned in fuch trade, be immediately ordered down: to Calcutta, and not ſuffered to return, 
or be replaced as ſuch, by any other perſons, 

22. That as our phirmaund privileges of being duty-free are certainly confined to the Com- 
pany's export and import trade only, you are to have recourſe to, and keep within the liberty 
therein ſtipulated, and given, as * as can poſſibly be done: But as by the connivance of th: 
Bengal government, and conſtant uſage, the mrs covenant ſervants have had the ſame 
Benefit as the Company, with reſpect to their export and import trade, we are willing the: 
ſhould enjoy the ſame ; and that duſticks be granted accordingly ; but herein the mott effectusi 
care is to be taken, that no exceſſes or abuſes are ſuſſered upon any account whatſocver, nor 
duſticks granted to any others than our covenant ſervants as aforeſaid, However, notwith- 
ſtanding any of our former orders, no writter is to have the benefit of a duſtick, until he has 
ſerved out his full time of fave years in that ſtation : Free merchants and others are not. intitled 
to, or ro have the benefit of, the Company's duſticks, but are to pay the uſual duties. 

23. As no agents, or gomaſtahs, are to reſide on account of private trade, at any of the In- 
land parts of the country, all buſineſs on account of licenſed private trade is to be carried oi 
by and through the means of the Company's covenanted ſervants, reſiding at the ſeveral ſubor- 
dinate tactories, as has been uſual. 

24. We are under the neceſſity of giving the beforegoing orders, in order to preſerve the tran- 
quillity of the country, and harmony with the nabub; they are rather outlines than complete. 
directions, which you are to add to, and improve upon, agreeable to the ſpirit of, and our meaning 
in them, as may be neceſſary to anſwer the deſired purpoſes. And if any perſon or perſons are 
guilty of a contravention of them, be they whomſoever they may; if our own ſervants, they 
are to be diſmiſſed the ſervice; if others, the Company's protection is to be withdrawn ; and 
you have the liberty of ſending them forthwith to England, if you judge the nature of the offence 
requires it.

39. by our letters of the 8th February, and 1ſt June laſt, we gave you our Tentiments and 

directions very fully, in reſpect to the inland trade of Bengal; we now enforce the ſame 
in the ſtrongeſt manner, and poſitively inſiſt, that you take no ſteps whatever towards renewin 
this trade, without our expreſs leave; for which purpoſe you muſt not fail to give us the fulleſt 
information upon the ſubject, agreeable to our abovementioned directions. 

40. The enforcing our ſaid orders is the more indiſpenſably neceſſary, from our obſerving the 
complaints of the preſent nabob, taken notice of, and referred to, in our ſeperate letter of the 
25th February, 1764, relating to the many difficulties, hardſhips, and oppreſſions, he meets with, 
retutring from the beforementioned unwarrantable and licentious trade. We have ſuch an intire 
confidence in Lord Clive's great abilities and good intentions, that we make no doubt theſe great 
abules will be the particular objects of his care and attention; and that he will be able to carry 
*n<!- our orders effectually into execution. 

88. You intorm us of an increaſe to our revenues, of more than one lack of rupees from the 
ſalt pans in the Calcutta Lands, by the method of taxing the Khalleries at ThirtyRupees each;

Extract of the General Letter to Bengal, dated 26th April, 1765. . 


2.0. WE are extremely anxious for the arrival of Lord Clive, and the gentlemen who accom- 

panied him; as they have been ſo lately in England, they are the beſt judges of the 
opinion the Company and the nation entertain of the conduct of the Engliſh in Bengal, for theſe 
Jalt four years ; which, we are ſorry to lay, is in general, that they have been guilty of violating 
treaties, of great opprethon, and a combination to enrich themſelves. 

21. We do not here mean to enter into a diſcuſſion, reſpecting the political conduct of our 
late governor and council; but muſt ſay, that an unbounded thirſt after riches ſeems to have 
poſſeſſed the whole body of our ſervants to that degree, that they have loſt all ſight of jultice to 
the country government, and of their duty to the Company. | | 

22. In reading the opinions of the ſeveral members of the late concil, reſpeRing this illegal 
trade, by which we mean, the articles of Salt, Beetle-nut, and Tobacco, we are aſtoniſhed to 
find thoſe among them, who pretended to found their right on the phirmaunds. | 

23. Treaties of commerce are underſtood to be for the mutual benefit of the contracting 
parties: Is it then poſſible to ſuppoſe, that the Court of Delhi, by conferring the privilege 
of trading ſree of cuſtoms, could mean an inland trade, in the commodities of their own country, 
at that period unpractiſed and unthought of by the Engliſh, to the detriment of their revenues, 
and the ruin of their own merchants? We do not find ſuch a conſtruction was ever heard of 
until our own ſervants firſt invented it, and afterwards ſupported it by violence; neither could

it be clamed by the ſubſequent treaties with Meer Jafker, or Coſſim Ally, which were never

. All Barriers being thus broken down between the Engliſh and the country government, 
thing-out of its p channel, we are at a loſs to preſtribe means to reſtore 
from this confuſion ; and being deprived of that confidence, which we hoped we might 
in thoſe ſervants, ho appear to have been the actors · in theſe ſtrange ſcenes, we 
oa y ſay, that we rely on the zeal and abilities of lord Clive, and the gentlemen of the 
ſelect Committee, to remedy theſe evils. We hope they will reſtore our reputation among. the 
country powers, and convince them of our abhorrence of opreſſion and rappaciouſneſs. 
27. It is currently reported here, that letters are received by the duke of Albany, which 
make mention of an agreement between the nabob Meer Jaffier, and our late governor and 
council. ſince the Treaty concluded with him on the roth July, 1 63; by which it is ſtipu- 
lated, that the preſent nabob ſhall- pay, over and abdve the thirty Jacks tor the Company, men- 
tioned in that Treaty, forty lacks, by way of reſtitution; to make good the loſſes of private per. 
fons ; | beſides twenty-five. lacks to the army, and twelve lacks to the navy, not named in that 
Treaty; making together the enormous ſum of one hundred and-ſeven lacks of rupees; which 
is above one million, three hundred thouſand pounds ſterling. . 

28, It is a very extraordinary circumſtance, that there is no mention made in- any of the 
letters from our late governor and council, of what ſum was to be given by the nabob to 
make good the 22 lofles, although in their letter of the 27th September, 1764, they ſay 
they have regulated the payment of reſtitution to the merchants, which implies the being in 

| on of. a fund for that purpoſe ; but we muſt fuppoſe, if the reports as to the ſums ſtipu- 
lated · to be given for this'ufe, and alſo by way of donation to the army and navy, are true, that 
they purpoſely omitted to acquaint us of the particular amount, from an apprehenſion that we 
could never approve of an agreement with the nabob of this conſequence, and for ſuch exceſſive 
large ſums ot money, without adviſing us thereof, and giving us very good reaſons for a pro- 
cecding- which fo nearly affects the honour and intereſt of the Company. Indeed, when we 
conſider the prefent ſtate of the country, involved, for years paſt, in continual wars, and drain- 
ed of its richrs and the blood of its inhabitants, it is impoſſible for us to ſuppoſe our own ſer- 
vants capable of adding ſo greatly to its miſeries, by compelling, or even perſuading, the nabob 
to pay ſuch exorbitant ſums of money, and at a time when, dy all. accounts, he is himſelf in 
the greateſt diſtreſs. Be this as it may, we do expect and require from you a particular account 
of every ſum received from the nabob by way of donation, or uncer any denomination, by any 
and each of our ſervants, civil and military, whether by agreement in writing or 'otherwiie, 
in what manner, and for what ſervices ; and that you immediately tranfmit to us copies of 411 
ſuch agreements, and the particular account of loſſes given in by each. individual, together wittt 
what proportion has been atready paid; aud we poſitively forbid any further payment till you 
receive out future orders, | 

We do require from you, and we have à right ſo to do, a juſt and precife account of 

this whole extraordinary tranſaction. The honovr and reputation of the Company, and even 
of the nation, are at ſtake; and when theſe particulars, if true, come to be known, they te- 
quire the fuljeſt and moſt explicit explanation aud juſtification. We who ate at preſent totally 
uninformed from any authentic accounts, can only expreſs our aſtoniſhment to hear that ſuch 
things have been, as we cannot ſuggett to ourſelves upon what principles the preſeat naboh 
could be expected, perſuaded, or requ red, to make good the loſſes ſuſtained by individuals in 
carrying on, to their great imputation, and the prejudice of the Company they ſerved, a moſt 
Alicit and unwarrantable, akthuugh to them a molt Jucrative trade, in the articles of ſalt, bee- 
the-nut, and tobacco; ang we are as much at a lofs to comprehend how the ſervices rendered 
to the new nabob could deſerve lo ex'rbitant a conſideration to be given. to thoſe who were 
only doing. their duty in the ſervice of their king and country, and of this Company.

Extract of ihe ſeparate Letter to Bengal, dated the 24th December, 1768. 


24 A it was thought fit to eonfirm the Treaty made with Jaffier Aly Khan in 1757, 
decauſe the Capture of the ſettlement had involved the inhabitants in one general ruin, 
and without ſuch a reſtitution it muſt have ſunk under the calamity, or it would have been the 
work of many years to reſtore it to a flouriſhing condition, no ſuch circumſtances exiſted in 
the preſent caſe, yourſelves aggreſſors in the war, and in a great meaſure brought on by an 
illicit trade, of which we ſhall give our ſentiments in the ſequel, We fear too this demand 
will be found, for the moſt part, an Indemnification for. the Lofles ſuſtained in that very trade. 
10. Your deliberations on the Inland trade have laid open to us a ſcene of molt crue} Op- 


prefhon, which is indeed exhibited at one me of the 14th. article of the nabob's complaints,

15. We ſhall ſay nothing ſurther at preſent on the inland trade, till that important ſubject 
ſhall have been taken up by Lord Clive, and the gentlemen of the ſele&t Committee, only to 
obſerve, that the regulation propoſed in conſultation, * October, 1764, of confining the 
trade of our ſervants in the article of ſalt to the capital cities ot Patna, Dacca, and Moor,

1 his 5th article is 
totally repuznant to our orders, contained in our general letter by the Kent and Lapwiag, 
dated the xt June, 1764, in which we not only expreſſed our abhorrence of an article in the 
Treaty with Meer Jaffier, literally correſponding with tac preſent th article, but in poſitive 
terms directed you, in concert with the nabob, to form ai equitable plan for carrying'on the 
inland trade, and tranſmit the ſame to us, accompanied by ſuch explanations and remarks as 
might enable us to give our ſentiments and directions thereupon. We muſt remind you too, 
that in our ſaid gencral letter we expreſsly directed, that our orders in our letter of the 8th 
February preceding, which were to put a final and eitectual end to the inland trade in ſalt, 
bectle-nut, and tobacco, and in all other articles produced and conſumed in the country, ſhould 
remain in force, until an equitable and ſatisfactory plan could be formed and adopted. As

28. This unacccuntable behaviour puts an end to all confidence in thoſe who made this 
Treaty, and forces us to reſolve on meaſures for the ſupport of our authority, and the pre- 
iervation of the Company; toe do therefore pronounce that every ſervant concernzd in that trade, 
ſiands guilty of a breach of his cave nants with us, and of our orders; and, in conſequence of this re- 
ſolution, we poſitively direct, that if that Treaty is now ſubſiſting, you make a formal Renun- 
ciation, by ſome ſolemn act, to be entered on your records, of 1] right under the ſaid Treaty, 
or otherwiſe, to trade in ſalt, beztle-nut and tobacco; and that you tranſmit this Renunciation 
of that part of the Treaty in form to the nabob, in the Perſian language, whatever government 
may be eſtabliſhed, or whatever unforeſeen circumſtances may ariſe.

1. E havc received your Lordſhip's letter of the zoth September laſt, which with, tlie 


| letter from the ſelect Committee and their proceedings, have given us a clear view 
of the ſtate in which your Lordſhip found our affairs on your arrival, and the ſtate in which 
they were at the time of the ſaid advices. 1 


2. When we conſider the penetration with which your Lordſhip at once diſcerned our true 


intereſt in every branch, the rapidity with which you reftored peace, order, and tranquillity, and 
the unbiaſſed integrity that has governed all your actions, we muſt- congratulate your Lordſhip 
on being the happy inſtrument of ſuch extenſive bleſſngs to thoſe countries, and you have our 
ſincereſt thanks for the great and important advantages thereby obtained for the company. 

3. We have the {trougelt ſenſe of the deplorable ſtate to which our affairs were on the point 
of being reduced from the corruption and rapacity of our ſervants, and the univerſal depravity 
of manners throughout the ſettlement ;3 we agree entirely with your Lordſhip, that the train our 
affairs were then in, wou'd in a very few months have brought us to a moſt dangerous ſituation. 

6. Our letter to the ſelect committee expreſſes our ſentiments of what has been obtained by 
way of donations, and to that we muſt add, that we think the vajt fortunes argiired in the inland 
trade have len obtained by a ſcene of the miſt tyrannic, and oppreſſive conduct, that ever was kuvwn fe 
any age or country; wwe have been uaifarm 4% our ſentiments and orders on this ſulject from the fir/? 
hnowleqge we bad of it, aud your Lordjpip wiil net therefore wonder, that after the fatal experience 
wwe? haul of the violent abuſes committed in this trade, that we cauld not he brought to approve it, even 
in th: limited and regulated manner with which it comes 19 us in the plan laid down in the committee's 
proceedings, we agree in opinion with your Lordſhip on the propriety. of holding out ſuch advan- 
tages to our Chick ſervants, Civil and military, as may open to them the means of honour- 
ably acquiring a competency in our ſervice; but the difficulty of the ſubject, and the ſhort time 
we have at preſent to conſider of it, have obliged us to defer giving our ſentiments and direc-

8. As the inland trade has been aboliſhed principally with a view to the encouragement of the 
natives, we hope your Lordſhip will find the means to prevent its becoming a monopoly in any 
Hands, but more particularly in the hands of any powerful native, from whom the poor might 
ſuffer thoſe very inconveniences, for the prevention of which, we have forbid our ſervants to 
trade in it, and have relinquiſhed thoſe advantages that we ourſelves might make by ſuch a monopoly. 

9. Wc have had too much occaſion to remark the tyrannic and oppreſſive conduct of all Eu- 
ropean agents who have got away from under the Eye of the Preſidency, and we wiſh your 
Lordſhip would make it an object of your conſideration, how to confine the {aid Europeans as

11. We have the moſt perfect ſenſe of your Lordihip's diſintereſtedneſs in every part of your 
conduct, and we ſhall not fail to repreſent this to the Proprietors, and ſhall at the ſame time 
inform them of the many great advantages your Lordſhip has obtained for ths company ; but we 
fear, my Lord, paſt experience will teach them, as it does us, that the permanency of thoſe 
advantages will depend much on your Lordſhip's continuing in India till xou have ſcen the re- 
gulations firmly eſtabliſhed for the conducting theſe important affairs; another year's experience, 
and peaceable enjoyment of our acquiſitions, might fix them on a baſis, that weuld give hopcs 
they may be as laſting as they are great. And there is no doubt, my Lord, but the general 
voice of the proprietors, indeed we may ſay of every man who withes weil to his country, will 

be to join in our requeſt that your Lordthip will continue another vear in India: we are very 
ſenſible of the ſacrifice we aſk your Lordſhip to make in defiring your continuifice another yes. 
in Bengal, after the great ſervices you have rendered the company, and the difficulties vou have 
paſted through in accompliſhing them, under circumſtances, in which your own example has 
becn the principal means of reſtraining the general rapaciouſneſs and corruption which had 
brought our affairs ſo near the brink of ruin. "Theſe ſervices, my Lord, defer: c more than 
verbal acknowledgments, and we have no doubt that the proprietors will concur with us in 
opinion, that ſome ſolid and permanent retribution, adequate to your grcat merits, ſhould crown 
your Lordſhip's labour and ſucceſs,

Par. 5. B we proceed any further we would have it obſerved, that although this letter is 
5 addreſſed to our preſident and the Select Committee, by way of anſwer to theirs 
of the 3oth September laſt, yet as it contains matters of general importance to the affairs of 
the preidency,. it is our meaning that the ſame ſhould be laid before the preſident and council 
and be attended to, and the ſame regard paid to every part thereof, to all intents and purpoſes, 
as if. it had been dire ted tn them in the uſual manner of a general letter. 

31. We have in all our letters, from the firſt knowledge we had of cur ſervants being engaged in the 
inland trade, ſtrongly diſcountenanced and forbid it. We have always treated it as a breach of aut 
erders, a Viclation of the phirmaund, and in a great menſure the cauſe of the late wars : the amazing 
fums demanded for reſtitution in reſpect of loſſes ſuſtained in this trade have opened our eves - 
to the vaſt extent to which it has been carried; the oppreffions of the unhappy natives that have 
attended the carrying it on, and which have pervaded all parts of the nabod's dominions, have 
convinced us that a monopoly of the neceſſaries of life, in any hands whatever, more eſpecially 
in the hands of the Engliſh who are poſſeſſed of ſuch an overruling influence, is liable to the 
gteateſt abuſcs. 

32. Much has been urged by our ſervants, at different times, in favour of. the right ta this 
trade, which we have always treated as a mot abſurd claim. The words of the pairmaund 
are, whatever goods the Engliſh Company ſhall bring or carry, &c. are duty free. 

33. To ſuppoſe that the Court of Delhi could mean by theſe words a monopoly of the 
necetlaries of lite over their own ſubjects, is ſuch an abſurdity, that we ſhall not loſe time or 
words in trying to refute it; ſuch a conſtruction ſeems never to have been thought of till the 
year 1762; we do not nnd that Lord Clive, or the genlemen who conducted our affairs at 
the time of the treaty witn Meer Jaffier, in 1757, conceived they had acquired by thoſe treaties 
any one adaitional privileg of trade; we had indeed, in the year 1762, ſome private intimations 
ot our fervants being engaged in ſuch a trade, which we took notice of in our letter of the 
19th February, 1962, to which noreply was made, but their appeared nothing of it on our 
records till a letter from the Nabob Coſſim Ally, in conſultation 18th October, 1762, wherein 
he complains. of the conduct of the Company's ſ-rvants at Dacca, in forcing the country mer- 
chants to take: tob ico, and ther things above the market- price. Soon after, the degates on 
the Monghecr treaty explain to us that the Fnylith had been concerned in this trade for ſome 
years ; and indced three vears poſteſſrmn hid taught them to look on it as matter of right and 
vindicate it as ſuca in {her negociations with Coſim Ally Cawn. 

34. As ſoon as it came to our knowledpe we ttrictly forbad it under date of the 8th February,

We are fully ſenſible that theſe innovations and 
illegal traffic laid the foundation of all the bloodſhed, maſſacres, and confuſion which have happened of 
late years, we cannot ſuffer — to indulge a thought towards the continuance of them upon any 

tions whetſorver. No regulations can in our opinions be formed, that can be ectual to prevent 
the like conſequences which we have ſeen. We conſider it too as difgraceful and below the dignity 
of our preſent fituation to allow of ſuch a monopoly, we were and to allow of it under any re- 
ſtrictions, we ſhould conſider ourſelves as aſſenting and fubſcribing to all the miſchiefs which 
Bengal has preſented to us for theſe four years paſt. At the ſame time we don't mean that the 
ancient duites upon theſe commodities, which conflitute part of the revenues of Bengal ſhould be aboli- 
ſhed ; but we leave the adjuſtment of thoſe duties to your judgment and confideration. And here we 
muſt enjoin you to have particular regard and attention to the good of the natives, whoſe in- 
tereſt and welfare are now become our primary care; and we earneſtly recommend it to you, 
that you take the moſt effectual methods to prevent theſe great neceſſaries of life from being mo- 
nopolized by the rich and great amongft themſelves, and by that means the poor and indigent 
become liable to thoſe grievances and exactions which we mean to prevent our own people fron.

OUR favour of the 27th January have been duly honoured with; and do aſſure I have, 
and do uſe all manner of prudent methods to diſpoſe of your ſalt; and it is no ſmall con- 

cern to me, to think I have not in all this time been able to make any greater progreſs therein; 
but till all the country ſalt which has been made this current year, as well as part of that made 
laſt year, is ſuffciently run off, I cannot expect to make any great hand in the ſale of your ſalt; 


for all the buzars in this diſtriQ are full of this country ſalt, which the petre gomaſtahs ſell a: 


2 and 2 Rupees per maund, and all this through the connivanceof the Phouſdars and ſaghcerdars, 
who have a fellow- feeling therein; and I have it not in may power to prevent it, and can't 
help ſaying, I think thoſe people will not readily defift from giving ſufficient encouragement with 
only a bare order from Patna, when any one will but confider the Jucrative gains thoſe people 
muſt make by it, who will ſell father and mother for profit, or whether they will not try to 
hinder the making of as much petre as can be made, by which they can get nothing, for the 


Company pays only 14 Rupees per maund for petre. I wrote to Mr. Rumbold ever fince the. 


3oth of October laſt, that the only method I could think of to prevent effectually their makin; 
of ſalt, was to beat the tomtoms all over the Jerhore, where they made the Petre, forbiding them 
making of ſalt, but to make it all into petre, and at the ſame time en paſſunt the tomtoms, to 
beat in th2 buzars, forbidding thole people from buying ſuch falt of the Carconna people, 
and wrote him, if he would ſend me his orders or Perwannah to that effect, I would ſce it pnt int“ 
execution, if he thought proper ; for it is, as ſaid before, the intereſt of the different Phouſdars, 
Jagheerdars in whoſe juriſdiction thoſe Carconnas lay, and the petre gomaſtahs, that no orders 
from Patna ſhould be put in force, and of courſe ſuch orders are not brought to light. The 
Amin, who has been ſent from Patna, to inſpect into this affair, found, on his progreſs, almoſt 
all the Carconnas making of ſalt inſtead of petre, though there has been ſent repcated orders 
to the contrary, and he alſo forbad them; yet no ſooner was his back turned, but they fell 
to making of ſalt afreſh, which the Company's petre gomaſtah (Eman Bux) here ſells in the 
Buzar, at 2 and 21 Rupees per maund. The Carconna people had rather make ſalt than. 

tre, becauſe the one is not near the labour, or at leaſt does not take ſo much boiling as the other 
does; beſides, the petre is only rupees 1 per maund, which is the Company's price, as am 
informed; ſo that it is evident they all combine in the making of ſalt tor the ſake of the pro- 
fits ariſing therefrom, which they ſhare amongſt them, to the no ſmall detriment of the Com- 
pany's inveſtment of ſalt - petre; and as long as this is the practice, I muſt repeat again, I cannot 
expect to ſell any great quantity of your ſalt till this country ſalt is pretty well contumed, and 
they diſcontinue making ſalt, It makes me very uneaſy, to ſee almoſt all the {ops in Dur— 
bunga full of the ſaid commodity, and am informed it is ſo all over this Qiſtrit. There has 
been run in upon me into this diſtrict, over and above what has been made, about 20,900 
maunds ; ſo that I reckon in the whole here has b-en diſpoſed of in ail $5,070 maunds within 
the compaſs of one year; and am informed the French are ſending now {ome boats, loaded 
with ſalt, from Charnagore, when the Jelanghee opens. In ſhort, all theſe things put together 
1 beg leave to lay before you, gentlemen, for your ſerious conſideration, and at the ſame time 
to demonſtrate, it is no ways my fault your ſalt has not hitherto bucn ſeld, and wiſh from 
my heart ſincerely, it lay in my power to diſpoſe of it in a day's time.

We have been favoured with your ſecretary's letter of the 11th ultimo, encloſing the para- 
graphs of the honourahle Company's general letter of the 20th November, relating to 
the inland trade in ſalt, which you were pleaſed to refer to our conſideration, deſiring us to 
inform ourſelves of every circumſtance, that we thought might enable you to adopt a plan the 
molt eligible for carrying on that trade, conformably to the ſpirit and meaning of the Com- 
pany's orders. 

In conſequence of your directions, we have been making the neceſſary enquiry, and we 
now beg leave to lay before you what appears to us beſt calculated for the purpoſe. 

We would recommend, that an advertiſement be iſſued, agreeable to the Company's orders 
contained in the ꝙgth and 101ſt paragraphs of their letter, that no perſon may hercafter plead i gno- 
rance of them. | 

An advertiſement has already beed iſſued, relating to the ſalt of the collaries in the Company's 
lands; but before they are put up to ſale the merchants ſhould be made acquainted, that they 
will not be allowed to raiſe the price of ſalt at Calcutta and Rajahbaharry above Sicca Rupees 
110 per maund, of 80 ſicca weight, (which with the 30 ficca rupees duties, is the higheſt price 
allowed by the Company) otherwiſe they may hereafter complain, that they advanced in the 
price for the purchaſe of the collaries, on a ſuppoſition that they would no be reſtricted in the:c 
ſales of the ſalt, 

As the honourable Company have only reſtricted the merchants in the ſelling price of their 
ſalt at Calcutta and Rajabaharry, we have thought proper to ſubmit to you, whether it would 
not be conducive to anſwer the ſpirit of their orders, if it were recommenJed to the country 
government to fix the price of ſalt at the principal markets throughout the country, in the fame 
manner as it is done here and at Rajabaharry, ailowing a reaſonable profit to the purchaſers 
from our marts. | 

The Creek opoſite to Barnegore, (called Ballee Creek) recommended by the Court of Di- 
rectors, we find from a ſurvey made by the .maſter attendant, and one of the honourable Come 

ny's Surveyors, as per Mr Rennell's draft, tranſmitted herewith, to be very proper for lodging 
the ſalt brought up from the Ingellee Miſadaul, &c. Diſtricts, and the Company's lands, 28 
well as convenient for the merchants, who tranſport it up the country, to load their boats ; we 
alſo find Rajabaharry, from a Report made by the ſociety of trade's agent at that place, very 
proper for lodging the ſalt produced to the eaſtward. 

We find ſrom enquiry, that the greateſt quantity of ſalt received by the ſociety of trade in one year 
was maunds 29, 36, 420-6, 10, as that was in a remarkably favourable ſeaſon, we only took 28,090,000 
for fixing the duty erdered by the Company to be collected on 3 diſpJed of at Baller Creck, Ka- 
jababarry, and what is tranſported through the Pacheet Paſles, the rate of the duty on that guuntiry 
zo produce 100,000 J. Sterl. at the Exchange of 26. 3d. per Currt. Rupee, is Sic. Ni. 27. 5. 10), 
but in order that the Company may receive the ſum lipulated by them, though the {caſ1n for manujact- 
ring ſalt ſhould be un{2v1urable, we recommend that the duty be fixed at Sicca Rupees 30 fer 100 
maunds, to be paid by the Purchaſers. Se | = 
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We recommend that Afr. Sykes be defired to fix on a proper place for collecting the duty upon & 
that is tranſported up the country, from Burdwan and Midnapore, through the Pachcet Paſſes, 
end to have proper Chokies ſtationed in all parts, by which boats may paſs, and ſalt be tranſ- 
ported to a market without being firſt lodged at Rajabaharry or Ballee Creck, and in order to pre- 
vent, as much as poſſible, ſalt being clandeftinely tranſported, we would have no ſalt moved 


frem the Churs, but with proper Perwannahs, ſpecifying the quantity of ſalt and number of boats, 


to be granted by the country government, the chief of the next factory, or the collector general, 
each for the diſtricts under them. 

Weekly returns of theſe Perwannahs ſhould be tranſmitted to a perſon, to be appointed at 
Calcutta for that purpoſe, who is to enter them in a general regiſter, and we would have peons 
ſent with the Perwannahs as at preſent with the duſtucks, and a regiſter kept of the arrival of 
ſalt. at the different markets, to be tranſmitted weckly to Calcutta to be entered in the regi- 
ſtry there. 

Nie obſerve that the Company have ordered in the 100th Paragraph of their general letter, that 


foreign ſalt ſball pay a duty equal te this country falt, we beg leave to point out to you, that foreign ſalt 


is an article not allowed to paſs with the benefit of a duſluck, but pays the Company's cuſtoms ar Calcutta, 
and the government's duty at Hughley ; if thoſe duties are increaſed, and at the ſame time country ſalt 
lowered in its price, it will be a diſcouragement in general to ſhipping, and muy in the end be detri- 
mental t9 the Company by their not finding a wend for the ſalt made at Maſulipatam, and their lands on 
the coat, the levying the duty ordered by the Company, will alſo be a great hardſhip on the poor of 
this country, as they now purchaſe foreign ſalt at a price from 30 to 69 Rs. per 5 maunds, leſs 
than the ſalt manufactured in Bengal; and as the quantity of foreign ſalt imported here dies not 
prevent the whole of what is produced in the country being conjumed, the Company wil not ſuffer in 
their duties by it; toe therefore recommend that no increaſe be made on the duty now collected on foreign 


ſalt. 


We underſtand that advances were made for the making ſalt, before the advertiſement was 
ifTurd, adviſing that the Collaries would be put up to public ſale; ſuch advances we think 
ſh>uld be made good by the purchaſer ; and we therefore recommend, that it be made known 
to ihe merchants bsſore the ſale ; deſides the fum due to the merchants for advances made this 
year, there will be we imagine, outſtanding balances due, from the Molungees to the merchants 
who centratted with them for the ſalt of laſt ſeaſon ; theſe balances we are of opinion 
Mould not fall on the purchaſers of the Collaries ; but as the merchants will have a claim for 
them, it will be necefiary to publiſh before the ſale of the Co'laries, that the Molungees only 
will be reſponſible to the merchants for thoſe balances, and be oviiged to anſwer, according to 
the cuſtom of the country, for what appears to be juſtly due from them, | 

The Collaries in Burdwan province were at the letting of the Burdwan lands, laſt June, 
r:nted by the farmers as part of their farms, for a leaſe of chree years: though the leaſe does 
not inveſt them with the excluſive privilege of making rhe ſalt; yet it is doubtleſs, that it was 
with a view to that emolument, that they increaſed their offers for the lands; and if the Col- 
laries are now deducted from their farins, they will naturally claim a deduction from the laſt in- 
creaſe; and we recommend that it be adjuſted with the farm -rs before the ſale of the Collaries, 

Mr. Becher, the collector general, has acquainted us, that the farmers of three of the Per- 
gunnahs have {ent down remonſtrances ; which are tranſlating, and will de laid before you. 

In the Midnapore diſtricts, the Collaries are included in the Zymindars Sunnauds; and 
they have been uled to look upon them as their own property; if they are now taken from 
them, it will be neceſſary either to grant an equivalent, or aliow a deduction in their rents 
hut as we are of opinion, that it would be ſubverſive of their natural right, to take the Colla- 
ies from them, and therefore impolitic ; we weuid recommend, that the Zemindars be allow- 
d to work them, and be obliged to contract with the merch vs. for the falr that is manu— 
tactuted, and not to let one perſon contract for more tnan the quantity, which may be li- 
mited : that a lifi of the contractors be delivered to the preſident by a certain day, and tranſ- 
witted by him to the collector general : we imagine that this method will anſwer the Company's 
intention, equally with the Collaries being ſold at outcry ; and the merchants who contract, to 
tr-1fport it to ont of the public marts fixed on. 

Such, gentlemen, are the regulations that at preſent appear to us moſt likely to anſwer the 
intentions of the hon. the Court of Directors; but as they differ widely from all former cuſt— 
oms, we muſt leave time to prove, how far they are practicable, or proper; indeed we can 
foreſee many difficulties in putting them into execution, upon ſo ſhort notice of an entire 
change in the general ſyſtem of carrying on this extenſive trade, nor is it improbable that many 
points may have eſcaped us, which on experience may be found to be material; it was our in- 
tentions on this occaſion to have collected and digeſted the opinions of the principle native in- 
habitants, which might have poſſibly furniſhed many uſeful lights; but the ſudden departure of 
Mefirs. Cartier and Ruſſell, and the multiplicity of bufineſs on the hands of the gentlemen of

the Committee in their other departments, have not allowed us time to have the advantage of 
ſuch affiſtance ; however, we hope, what we now have the honour to ſubmit to your conſider- 
ation, will with your amendments anſwer the end propoſed until a twelve month's trial make 
it more perfect and compleat.

As the ſalt made laf? year is now mcving ſrom the Churs, and ns duty hath yet been eſtabliſhed on it, 
nor any regulations made regarding the diſpoſal of it, the board are of opinion, that previous 10 
their reſolutions on the Committee's letter, theſe circumſtances ſhould be attended to. And the 
ſame having been maturely confidered : 

Agreed that we write to the refident at the Durbar, to recommend to the miniſters to iſſue 
their orders for putting in execution the regulations we propole with. regard to the diſpoſal of 
this ſalt, and which are as follow : 

That a duty on it of zo Sicca rupees P. 105 maunds be collected at Houghley and Rajahabarry ; 
and that the governinent's officers employed in the collection of this duty, grant Perwannahs 
on the receipt thereof, ſpecifying the quantity of ſalt, the perſon it belongs to, and the a- 
mount of duties collected, which ſhall then paſs to the different Marts it may be intended for, 
free of every other duty. And that this duty be collected as the ſalt is brought to either of the 
tirſt named places, by thoſe who import it. 

That the ſtrictett orders be given to all other chokies, not to collect any further duty cr 
toll on any ſalt for which ſuch Ferwannabs ſhall be produced, and to prevent any ſmuggling; 
all ſalt attempted to be patted without ſuch Perwannahs ſhall be confiſcated. _ i 

That the moſt public notice be iſiued in all parts, that after the payment of the above duty, 
no other ſhall be collected under pain of the ſevereſt puniſhments. And, 

In order that the intention of theſe regulations, which are meant ſolely for the eaſe and con- 
venience of the natives, may not be frulirated ; 

Agreed, we recommend to the reſident at the Durbar, that at the ſame time he propoſes them 
to the miniſters, he will alſo molt earneltly recommend to them to prevent as much as poſlible a 
monopoly at any of tne markets. 

As there «re frequently means found by individuals to convey ſalt our of the provinces of 
Midnapore and Burdwan, through the hills into Bahar, and in order to prevent this practice ; 

Agreed that the collector general be defired to write to the Rajah of Burdwan to grant Rowan- 
nat for all fait that may be ſent through that diſtrict, on the perſons to whom it belongs pay- 
ing the fliputated duty of thirty Sicca rupees per q maunds ; and to give public notice, that all {alt 
which may or {hall be found: without theſe Rowannahs ſhall be confiſcated. That the callector 
general be further deſired to iſlue theſe regulations to the reſident at Midnapore, that the like pre- 
cautions may be taken in his diſtriéts, and to iranſmit them alſs to Chittagong. 

Agreed alſo, that we acquaint the chief of Patna with theſe regulations, and del;re that he 
will requeſt the cfhcers of the government to take ſuch meaſures as will moſt cfctually prevent 
any ſalt being brought into the province of Bahar, in a clandeſtine manner, and to ſcize and 
confiſcate whatever quantity may by any means be conveved into the province without theſe 
Kowannabs. And that it be particularly mentioned to the reſident at the Durbar, the collector gene - 
ral and chief of Patna, that theſe reftr. flions are meant only for the ſalt thut was made laſt jeaſon, and 
not that belonging to the Committee of trade, which will always be dijlimguiſhed by. its Laving had 
a duſtuck. h | 

The board then proceeded to take into mature conſideration, the orders and directions of the 
honour.bl? the Court of Directors, contained in their letter of the 20th November, 1707, as 
allo nt ;ccommendation of the Committee appointed to eftablith a plan, for the better and 
moi putting into execution the above orders; and the following parazraphs were now 
read, ee. to 104. In anſwer to Par, gi, the board ieſolve, that whatever plan may be 
adobe; „ caſe and convenience of the native, tne cheapneſs of ſalt in every part of the coun- 

try, be pconsuting of every oppretion, and the intereſt of our employers, in the preſervation ot 
an gutabig and reaſonable duty, ſhall be their primary objects.

oc board have ever been, and always thall be particularly attentive to the orders and in— 
fru&i0 of the honourable the Court of Directors. They ſhall ſtrictly adhese and conform,

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13.1 1:24, And nothing but a thorough conviction, that tvo rigid a regard to ther orders might 
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prove prejudicial to the intereft of the Company, could prevail upon, or induce them to deviate 
in a Grgal point from their commands; they find themſelves however under this neceſſity, in 
regard to diſpoſing of the Collaries in the maner that hath been preſcribed, as it appears from 
the Extracts of ſome letters which the collector general now lays before us, and are entered 
after the conſultation, that they cannot put in execution this part of the plan laid down by 
the Court of Directors, without an actual and conſiderable diminution of the Company's reve- 
nues in the provinces of Burdwan and Midnapore : for in the former diſtricts, the farmers 
who rented the Collaries there, as part of the farms at the laſt general ſettlement on three years 
Jeaſes, have very juſt claims to them, and have already remonſtrated, as appears by the peti- 
tions which the collector general now lays before us for our information. In the latter, the 
Collaries are included in the Zemindars Sunnauds, and have ever been conſidered as their own 
property, equally with their lands and habitations. 

It is therefore evident, that by putting up the Collaries in Burdwan and Midnapore, at pub- 
lic fale, we deprive the farmers of the privilege of making ſalt, and of courſe that Emolument 
which hath enabled them to increaſe their offers for the land; and that ſuch a deduction from 
their farms will conſequently lead them to claim a deduCtion from their annual rents ; and that 
we ſhall take away from the Zemindars in the Midnapore province, what actually forms a part 
of their Zemindarries, and from the profits of which they are principally enabled to pay the 
Company's Malguzarry, which liberty the Committee of trade were particularly attentive to 
when acting for the ſociety. 

However, ſuppoſing that equity would allow of our diſpoſſeſſing the ſeveral preſent renters of 
theſe Collaries, yet juſtice muſt induce us to account to them for the old balances due from the 
Molungees, 2s well as the advances made to them for the preſent year, which for the more ac- 
curate information of our honourable Maſters, we ſhall ſtate from what they have already expe- 
rienced in their Calcutta Lands, as ſtands on the proceedings of the Committee of lands. When 
it was deemed proper to eftabliſh thoſe Collaries on a new ſyſtem, it was thought equitable, 
that the old balances due from the Molungees to the former renters, ſhould be firft made good : 
the accounts were accordingly delivered in, and notwithſtanding a rigid ſcrutiny, amounted to 
no leſs than Rupees 5,33,045. 11, 3- now ſuppoſing the ſame to be done in Burdwan, Midna- 
pore, and Chittagong, and the Government's lands, and we eſtimate the firſt claims of the 
whole on a proportion with the Calcutta Lands, it will ſtand thus: if an annual product of 
fix Laaks of Maunds of ſalt (the quanfity calculated to be made on theſe lands) have formed 
a debt of old balances of Rupees 5, 33, 045. 11. 3, what will the remainder produce on the other 
lands eſtimated at 22 Laaks yield? Anſwer, the ſum of Rupees 19,54,500. 14. 6, which muſt 
be accounted for, ſhould the orders in the above 92d paragraph, for publickly diſpoſing cf the 
Collaries be put into execution, The eſtimate we judge to be conſiderably below the demands 
that would be made for outſtanding balances, ſhould the Collaries be put up to ſale, from the 
very unfavourable ſeaſon of laſt year, owing to the conſtant rain that fell, which prevented the 
Molungees working out half the advances made them the former year for that purpoſe. 

The Increaſe of Revenues made on the Calcutta Collaries 1 reimburſed the Company, the 
amount paid by them fiftitioufly, becauſe the ſame increaſe might have been made, and the Company have 
reaped that advantage, had ns balances have been to be paid. The Collaries in every other part, have 
already kept pace in the increaſe of their rents as the above ; how then, are the Company to be re- 
imbuiſed this ſum ? The duty they have directed to be levied, does already amount to 30 Ru- 
pies per g Maunds; a further tax muſt deſtroy the Directors grand Objects, the eaſe and con- 
venience of the native, by enhancing the price of ſalt : another very material objection to the 
above orders of our maſters, is, the infringement of the liberty of the Molungees which has 
been too greatly apprehended by themſelves, as ſet forth in their petitions on the publication of 

our intentions of a ſale of the Collaries. The ſale of any ſpot of land, for the working any 
patticular number of Collaries, cannot anſwer any purpoſe, unleſs we inſure to the purchaſer 
the ſervice of thoſe who are to work them; and ſhould ſuch men offer as are obnoxious to the 
Molungees, how are they to be ſupported ? force muſt oblige them to the work, or the purcha- 
ſer fall ſhort in his rents. 

For theſe reaſons therefore, it 1s the unanimous opinion of the Board,that the Collaries in theſe 
Diſtricts ſhould not be put up to ſale: an opinion that they are the more inclined to, from the 
confideration, that though they cannot act up to the literal orders of the Court of Directors, 
without an evident diſadvantage to the Company, yet that they ſhall not deviate from the ſpirit 
and meaning of them; and that by the regulations they now propoſe for carrying on the ſalt 
trade, they ſhall be enabled to put it on an equitable and juſt footing, as the Court of Directors 
have propoſed, without ſubjecting them to the inconveniencies that they have here pointed out; 
and theſe regulations are, 1ſt, That every Zemindar, or Landholder, whoſe churs on Colla- 
ries are granted to him by ſunnaud ; and alſo, all farmers on leaſe, ſhall continue to enjoy the 
benefit of working them, but they ſhall be reſtricted by bond and penalty, not to ditpoſe of a 
larger quantity than maunds 50,000 to any one purchaſer ; they are to keep an account of every 
ſele, which muſt be weekly tranſmitted to the Suddahr, or head cutcherries of Burdwan, 51S Goat,

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and Chittagong, there to be recorded and reference made on any ſcrutiny tubich may be deemed neceſſary 
in regard to perſons, quantity, or price, which may accrue to prevent monopolies. | 
24d. That an entire freedom be granted to all other merchants, natives of the Country, of the 
Caſts of Moors or Gentoos, for renting and working all other Collaries whatever, provided no 
one perſon directly or indirectly makes a larger quantity than maunds 50,000. The reftrifting 
in quantity, we deem more conſonant to the wiſhes of our Maſters, than in C«llaries, they 
being of ſuch different ſizes as to yield from 100 to 300 maunds each; and in order to encou- 
rage the Molungees to their duty to diffuſe among the merchants this liberty, and co prevent 
confuſion or diſputes one with another, every merchant muſt engage himſelf in his ſervice the Ma- 
lungees, whom he muſt bring to the neareſt public Cutcherry to be examined whether they are free frm

gees, and again to ſee that the merchant ſtrictly conforms to his engagements with the Molun- 
vees z and in caſ any one merchant ſhould ſeduce or attempt to ſeduce any Molungce from ano— 
ther merchant, he ſhall be fined as the caſe may merit.

The farmers of the Diſtricts where the collaries are ſituated, have preſented petitions to me, 
ſetting forth the infringement on their engagements, and the prejudice to the buſineſs of 
their farms, that will reſult from the reſolution of putting the ſalt pans up to public ſale, I have 
promiſed that I would ſubmit them to your conſideration, and you will find them accordingly 
here encloſed. As far as I am maſter of the ſubject, their arguments I own carry weight with 
me, and the Rajah's officers have repeatedly expreſſed themſelves to me in the fame terms; as to 
tae detriment they think the introducing a double authority over the Ryotts will be productive 
of to the revenue of that part of the province, they mention à parallel caſe in the adminſti- 
ration of Rajah Manickchund, who actually rendered the ſalt of the Mundligaut Pergunnah a 
diſtinct farm from the lands, but before the end of three years, was glad to re-unite them, and 
obliged to admit a deduction of Rupees 56,000 for the damage the Ding had ſuſtained; owing

That at the pooneah held in June laſt year, wy petitioner took the above Pergunnah to 
farm, together with Govindpore's Mall, the Mahal Shair, and ſalt collaries belonging to it, 
all which he had a grant for three years; that in Auguſt ſollowing, public proclamation was 
made by the reſident, that all the ſalt collaries in the Province of Burdwan were to be ſold at 
public out- cry, to the beſt bidder, the 2oth October, in lots, conſiſting of five collaries each;

account of the beforementioned collaries included in your petitioner's farm, a practice altogether 
unprecedented, as the farmers having heretofore ever been accuſtomed to place an entire faith and 
confidence in the gentleman's grants and agreements, always concluded their farms to be ſe- 
cured to them, whilit no mal- conduct could be laid to their charge. 

Your petitioner futher repreſents, that the collary and mall-rents of his farm have always 
been conſidered as inſeparable, the ſame Ryott holding both grounds, and paying the rent 
thereof to one farmer ; and this uſage being of Jong ſtanding, your petitioner apprehends the 
Ryotts will not eaſily be prevailed upon to hold the mall diſtinct from the collary farms, at leaſt 
compulſive meaſures muſt be uſed, the conſequence of which will be a conſiderable deſertion of 
the Ryotts, and diminution of the honourable Company's revenue.

But now as the Honourable Company have bcea 
pleafed to beftow this contract on the natives, laſt year we advanced money, but by the rains 
the Molungees could not give all, and a great balance remained on them ; and for this year we 
were obliged te advance ſome more money for their maintenance, and making ſalt again. An! 
now as your Honours have advertiſed that the collaries will be ſold, if ſo, it will entirely ruin us. 
Again we are further informed, that your Honours will fix a price of ſalt for ſale, but as ac- 
cording to every year's production, ſo the price ſettles ſome years more and ſome leſs, if your 
petitioners ſell by the (euled price, we ſhall beruined. 

Therefore your Petitioners humbly implore, that your honours may be pleaſed to take our 
caſe into your ſerious conſideration, and order that the ſalt contracts may continue as before.

We are ſorry, Gentlemen, we cannot perceive with you the advantages which the Company 
would derive from your propoſal, of offering to public ſale in Calcutta ſo large a quantity of 
coaſt ſalt. as fix laaks of maunds. 

It cannot be expected there will be bidders beyond the power of conveyance, and double the 
tonnage uſually employed in the trade of the two Prefidencies, would be inſufficient to bring 
down the quantity mentioned; as long as ſalt will produce a profit at this market, and ſhipping 
can be found, you will have purchaſers without theſe, We cannot imagine that any perſon will 
offer to cones; nor would it be juſt either to the Company, the Society of Trade here, or to 
the merchants, who have purchaſed from the Society, to make publication of fo large an import. 

Some evident advantage indeed ought to ariſe to the Company before we determine upon a 
meaſure which will immediately affect the ſale of the Society's ſtock, from whence the Com- 
pany receive duties to the amount of twelve laaks of rupees, | | 

By ſuch publication made here, the private merchants, who have bought on the faith of 
the ſaid Society, and the Buard, would find themſelves ditappointed of the very moderate profit 
to which they are limited by the articles of their agreement; and a poſitive penal deed, executed 
between the Company and the Proprietors of the inland trade, would be violated in a manner 
injurious to both, without producing a ſingular equivalent advantage to either. 

For what is the capital in queſtion upon fix laaks of maunds, about 60,000 rupees will ariſe 
to the Company, ſuppoling the whole ſhould be taken at contract ; whereas, if tonnage can be 
found for one fourth of that quantity, an equal benefit will accrue by your tranſporting it to 
this market on account of the Company, and with this peculiar advantage, that it may be done 
without injury to individuals, and without breach of poſitive engagements, or public juſtice, 

We ſhal!}, however, acquaint the owners and commanders of all veiiels, bound from hence 
to the coaſt, that they may be ſupplied with ſalt at Mazulipatam ; and recommend to them to 
give the Company the preference in their purchaſes of this article.

Par. 70. Your Bank fall Farm was re-lct for four years, the 27th July, at 2 50 pagodas per 
annum advance on the former rent. 

71. The Chief and Council at Mazulipatam informed us in July, that a very conſiderable balance 
would remain due from the renter of the Mazulipatam and the Ponracca falt, at the expiration 
of his cowle (which will be in this month) owing in great meaſure to the interruption which 
the Sombardy people have met with, who uſed to reſort thither from the interior parts, and 
purchaſe that article ; they adviſed us indeed at the ſame time, that the ſalt on hand would, 
even at a very low rate, be ſufficient to diſcharge this balance, it received by the Company i: 
lieu thereof; and we immediately wrote to the Gentlemen at Bengal, to defire they would en- 
deavour to diſpoſe of it by contract, or public ſale; they have however repreſented fo many 
diffcu)ties attending ſuch a ſcheme, that we have entirely dropt it; and the only method that 
occurred to us, was to endeavour to prevail on the new renter to be accountable tor the baJance, 

vided the ſalt on hand was delivered to him, and we have given directions to the Chief and 
Council accordingly.

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72. Could the plan we recommended to the Gentlemen at Bengal have been carried into 
execution, it muſt have been attended with very Sn conſequences.—The ſalt farm at 
Mazulipatam is (as your honours well know) one of the moſt conſiderable under the manage- 
ment of the Chief and Council. The produce of that article greatly exceeds the conſumption ; 
and it conſequently occurs, that unleſs the renter is a man of large ſubſtance, a very con- 
ſiderable balance muſt remain due from him at the expiration of his cowle, though perhaps the 
ſalt on hand if fold, would fully diſcharge that balance; but were we to take it in lieu thereef, 
the Company muſt be equal if not greater ſufferers, by our not being able to diſpoſe of it. 
Could it have been fold at Bengal, as we recommended, the farm would have been freed from 
every incumbrance, and would conſequently have let to greater advantage at the expiration of 
the cowle, than we can now hope it will.

Mr. Johnſtone ſends in a letter containing a repreſentation regarding his ſalt concerns in the 
Burdwan Province, and other parts, in conſequence of the eſtabliſhment of the Society of I rade. 
The Board eſteem the ſubject thereof of material conſequence, as it may prove a precedent for 
more applications of the fame nature, and therefore refer it until another meeting to be deter- 
mined on, after having been further conſidered ; but in the mean time, if Mr. Johnſtone thinks 
it will expedite the buſineſs, they will direct the Gentlemen at Burdwan'to make an enquiry 
into the ſtate or his balinces. 


Ordered therefore, that Mr. Johnſtone be adviſed accordingly. 


To the Honourable the Preſident and Council, &c. 


Gentlemen, 

I have peruted an advertiſement aſſixed at the Fort Gate, by order of the Committee of Trade, 
Cated the 12th Auguſt, 1765, in which it is mentioned, that the Honourable the Court of 
Directors having thought proper to ſend out particular orders for limiting the inland trade, in 
the articles of talt, beetle- nut, and tobacco; the ſame is now to be carried on in conformity to 
thoſe orders, by a public ſociety of Proprietors, to be formed for that purpoſe, And that as an 
excluſive right to the trade of thoſe articles will be reſted in this ſociety, by an authority derived 
from the Company and from the Nabob. 

All manner of perſons, d-pendent on the Honourable Company's Government, are hereb 
ſtrictly prohibited, from dealing in any reſpect, directly or indirectly, in the articles of ſalt, 
beetle- nut, or tobacco, from the date hereof, that is to ſay, they ſhall not enter into any new 
engagements, unleis as contractors, either for the purchaſe or ſale of the articles, with the 
Society of I rade. : 

As theſe orders threaten great Joſs to me in the concerns I am engaged in the article of ſalt, 
beg leave to repreſent the ſtate of my concerns, hoping it may merit your conſideration, and 
procure me proper redreſs. In the month of March, 1764, Meſſrs. Johnſtone and Bolts having 
entered into a partnerſhip, made conſideradle contracts for ſalt in ſeveral Purgunnans, rz. in 
Subbcing Shuja, Moora, Mendelgaut, Caror, &c, with thoſe who had the right of making 
«nd diſpoſing of it, viz. Molungees I atuckdars, or Zemindars of thoſe places. On thele con- 
tracts, above the full amount was advanced, and further ſums very conſiderable. in Subbeins 
and Shuja Mrnota in the month of was taken up frum us, by the Zemindar and Taluck- 
dars, to be counted as Dadny for ſalt of 1156, there ſome people, with whom we no con- 
tracted in ſeveral places, being indebted to tne partnerſhip of Johnſtone, Hay, and Bolts, near 
go, ooo balance ot what had been advanced them cn contracts for the former year, we were 
under the neceſſity of continuing to engage again with them, in order to recover theſe balances, 
which perhaps would ther wife have been loſt to us, 

As yet the ſalt of Subbeing has not been weighed off from the Golas there, but from the 
computation we have been able to make with the Paluckdars, who are now here preſent, their 
balance will amount to nigh 12,000 Rs. including Rs. 5000, that was advanced them under 
written agreement, to be transferred for Dadny of the ſalt to be boiled in 1766.— The ſalt 
{rom Shuja Moota being only in part received, we cannot aſcertain this balance, but by en 
eſtimate of the quantity of ſalt in heaps, we compute there will be due from the Z<mindars 
zbout Rupees Coco, beſides Rs. 3ooo, advanced for Dadny of the enſuing ſeaſon. — The 
whole of the ſalt from Mendelgaut nut being yet received, we cannot till then be certain what 
balances will be due to us from the Molungees, but from the eſtimate we have been yet able to 
make, we expect that in that Purgunnah and Corör, they will amount to betwixt 30 and 
40,000 Ct. Rs. |

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As Mr. Bolts's and my ip was about to expire in March, and we not agreeing to 
renew it, but each to act on his ſeparate account for the enſuing ſeaſon, it behoved me there- 
fore to endeavour to make my contracts the earlier. Advances were accordingly made in Shu- 
Ja Moota and Subbeing as above mentioned, and to the Molungees in Mendelgaut on contracts 
entered into with them, from February to May: about Rupces 14,000 was advanced them at 
two different payments, as will appear from their receipts and contracts. Depending on the va- 
lidity of theſe engagements, and conſidering the great ſums already due by the Molungees, for 
a conſiderable while deferred advancing more, till —_ informed by my Gomaſtahs, that 
others were making advances to thoſe very people who bad engaged with me by prior contract 
for all their ſalt. That we might not loſe the dadney we had — given, and the great ba- 
lances outſtanding of laſt year, we were obliged to make a further advance, ſo that the whole 
may amount now to Rupees 20, 000. When we made theſe contracts and advances, there was 
then no intimation, prohibition, or reſtriction to the contrary, iſſued from the Hon. Board, nor 
was any order of the Company's general letter that 1 ever heard of, or thought to be in- 
ſringed thereby, and 1 was equally free, as well as every other merchant, to contract for the 
enſuing ſeaſon at what time | pleaſed, with whoever were ready to enter into engagements with 
me. That where there are competitors, it is the common practice to contract tor goods many 
months before hand, is too well known to every one I believe, who trades in this country, for 
me to inſiſt on it; and though by the ſenſe of the Committee a Monopoly has been adopted and 
ordered immediately to take place, I humbly conceive, there is no ſuch inſtruction nor inference 
can be drawn from any paragraph in the Hon. Company's general letter, directing or authoriz - 
ing any thing like it, nor impowering you to transfer the advantage of purchaſes or contracts 
in traue, made by me, while a member of the Board, or by others concerned, to yourſelves, Gen- 
tlemen, or to any others you may chuſe hereafter to divide it with; ncither did the Board, 
while they had the freedom of acting, ever declare, that they underitood the Company's letter 
to convey any ſuck meaning as is now iſſued, as if by their authority and direction, Tne or- 
ders which are now iſſucd, on the ſuppoſition of an excluſive right that is to be hereatter de- 
rived to the ſociety from the Company and Nabob, we preſume, in juſtice and law, cannot af- 
fect tranſactions in trade not commenced in contradiction thereto, but entered into lon 
be fore any ſuch Monopoly was thought of, or deſigned by the Board at that time, and only 
publiſhed within theſe few days. We conceive that in England, and all free Countries at all 
periods, Time has been allowed for the finiſhing concerns, before abſolute prohibitions have 
taken place, in any article of trade of the above nature, that muſt affect ſo many who traded un- 
der the aſſurance of protection and ſecurity to their property and effects from that government, 
the benefit of whoſe laws they enjoyed, and were intitled to in common with their fellow ſub- 
jects that iſſue theſe orders ſo much for their own benefit. it was objected ty the general 
voice as one of the preatelt grievances in the Jate regulation, propoſed to have taken place under 
Coſim Aly Cawn, that the g per cent, duty was to be levied forthwith on all merchandize; 
and that all the contracts that had been entered into with the Molungees, &c. at the Toſals, 
were to be given up, without any time allowed tor finiſhing the concerns before entered into, 
or any precaution being taken for ſecuring to the merchants the balance due to them, When 
by the order of the board laſt year all further contracts were forbid on thoſe Collaries or Tofals 
under the juriſdiction of the Nabob, proviſion was made by the Hon. Board, that the Zemin- 
dars ſhould diſcharge the outſtanding balances, when the Fofals thouid be given over to them; 
the Board alſo, when they took the {alt pans of the Calcutta Purgunnahs into their own hands, 
took upon the Company to diſcharge the large debts, due for many years before to the mer- 
chants, and further to regulate, that whoever worked the Collaries, the balance that might 
ſall due to him from the Molunzees, ſhould be taken off by the ſucceeding tarmer of the Col- 
Jaries z we hope that the fame juſtice will be done to us, who have had 19 many dealings i che 
different diſtricts under the Company's protection, and with the Zemin'ars under ihe Nabob s 
1uri{dition, with whom every merchant has been at 'iherty to trade; and that ſince all means, 
and all hopes is now debarred us of ever being able to reimburſe theſe large ſums due to us, by 
any future profits from the ſalt trade, that the Hon. Board wil! think of proper methods to 
prevent the loſs we muſt inevitably ſaffer, by orders every where iflued, forbidding all pur— 
chaſes or ſales, To many of you, Gentlemen, and others who have a {hare in the Monopoly, 
the lois if any, by giving up ſuch balances as may be due to you, will be compenſated again by 
tne profits you will now ſhare ; but the whole muff fall with ail its weight on myſelf, and others 
concerned with me, who are excluded any Patt. 

The contracts that my Brother and I had made with the Molungeer, on which two payments 
were made before the Committee was formed, was for 133,000 Bhanga Maunds. Ve undcr- 
ſtand, that Offers have been made to the Committee of trade, to lurnith them the ſalt made in 
Jendlegaut, which we have already in part paid for, at 75 Rupees per cent. Mlaunds, it muſt 
appear in vain for us to talk of, or aſk a price, where we have not the power of bettering ourtcives 
by ſelling to others, but lye under the neceſſity of accepting what you plcaſe to vive us. Un @

Ordered, that the ſecretary do publiſh an advertiſement in the country languages, to the 
following purpoſe, viz. 

That no perſon will be permitted to make ſalt in the Company's lands without permiſſion 
from the collectors; for which permiſſion they will pay to the Company the ſum of thirty 
facca rupees for each khallary, with a head Motlonguee and ſeven under him; and more or 
leſs in proportion to the number of people employed. 

That any perſon or perſons whatever who may make ſalt without the ſaid iſſion, in 
writing under the ſeals of the gentlemen collectors, ſhall forfeit the ſalt ſo made, which thall 

be confiſcated to the Company. 

The ſaid tax of 30 rupees per khallary muſt be paid within the year, in twelve equal pay- 
ments.

And the committee taking into conſideration which will be the moſt effectual method to

That the · eollectors do'publiſh orders in their reſpective ahs, that every merchant 
and Mollongure do bring their accounts into the Cutcherrys, ſo as they may be ſettled by 
the zoth October next, and in default of either of the parties not producing their accounts, 
the others ſo produced ſhall be held valid. 8 

The diſpoſal of the Khaſkhallaries being taken into conſideration, Domingo De Rozario, 
the late purchaſer, was ſent for, and being queſtioned if his accounts with the Mollonguees 

were ſettled, he informs the committee, that it will be impoſſible to have them ſettled for 
- ſome time, as the falt is not yet all weighed off from the Khallarics. The committee are 
therefore of opinion, that the putting up of the Company's pans at outcry, before his 
| balances are ſettled, will be of great prejudice to the ſales; and therefore, | 
Ordered, that the ſales be deferred till Mr. Domingo's accounts are aſcertained. 

But being abſolutely neceſſary, in order that the Bufineſs of ſalt making be not put a ſtop to, 
chat at this ſeaſon of the year, money be advanced to the Mollonguees ; 

Ordered, that the collectors, in whoſe Pergunnahs, there are any of the Company's pans, do 
make the neceſſary advances to the — which advances are to be repaid by the 
_ . purchaſers, when the Khaſkhallaries are ſold at outcry.

GREEABLE to your orders I now tranſmit you: the :ſeyeral accounts required, rela- 
tive to the produce and duties collected upon ſalt, beetle - nut, and tobacco, from the 

time preſcribed by you. T9 r an i e 5 54 :*0 
No. 1. Contains an account of the produce of ſalt, in the year 1194, or in 1767 
and 8, and No. 2. the account of ſalt duties collected in Bengal year 1175, or 168.9. The 
amportations- not arriving till the year after the ſalt is boiled, will account for chere being 
no duties in the firſt year after the diſſolution of the ſociety of trade. And this general ob- 
ſervation may be eſteemed a rule, ſeldom erroncous, that the duties of the ſucceeding, have 
been levied as above ſtated, compared together will thew the defieiency of the latter. Io ac- 
count for that deficiency in part, I have to remark, that the ſalt in its paſſage from below is 
ſubject to dimunition from two cauſes: the ſinking of boats; and loſs in weight, by the ſalt 
becoming drier. Another cauſe that will contribute to reduce the apparent — is, That 
in Idgelec there is every year praduced a certain quantity of falt which they call chyngattey. 
This falt is brown, and much interior even to Madraſs ſalt. An account of its produce for 
theſe three years paſt is contained under No. 3. Of the quantity boiled the firſt and ſecond 
years has been delivered, and I underſtand has pailed the, :12ilar (or cuſtom-bouſe) under 
the denomination of Madraſs ſalt, and paid the eftabliſhe! i'uty of 10 per cent. The produce 
of laſt year is ſtill unexported ; and the reaſon aſſigned for it is, that the duty of 30 rupees 
per 8 maunds is determined upon it, which I have ordered to be done, as there is no autho- 
rity for following the example quoted above.

I did intend, and now 
take this opportunity of requeſting your orders upon the ſubje&t, Chanda, which is an 
article in the receipts of falt duties, is a chokey that colleQs upon ſmall parcels of falt 
that proceed from ſome parts of Kiſtnagur, Juilur, and of Houghly. The above genera! 
obſervations will extend to the {ucceeting years, and ſuch as apperiain iolely to any par

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order, he has now liberty to paſs 65007 maunds more under the like indulgence. In this ac- 
count Myſadel is charged with duties upon 200,000 maunds only. The deliveries to the 
merchants having been near 250,000, a balance of duties will be due from them upon an ad- 
juſtment of accounts, when they come to export their ſalt. 

I have to remark in general, in regard to the accounts of the produce for the three years, 
That, if the groſs weight ſpecified therein be compared with the pany + inſerted under that 
head in the general ſtatement of accounts, tranſmitted under date 19th February, there will 
appear an inconſiderable difference which is owing to theſe circumſtances ; that, in the latter 
account ſuch ſalt as was borrowed by the Zemindar to anſwer w_ ſudden requiſition for the 
delivery of that article, or recovered from his ſervants, who had embezzled it the preceding 
year, was brought to the credit of the year's produce. The preſent accounts are framed from 
the original accounts of the boiling, by which only the duties that ſhould have been collected, 
can be calculated with preciſion, 

No. 8. Is an eſtimate of the produce of ſalt in Idgelee, Maſadel and Tumlook, for the pre- 
ſent year. It falls ſomewhat ſhort of what was formerly computed, and the reaſon of it is, there 
have been frequent rains in the Pergunnahs of late, which have much 1nterrupted the boiling. 

No. 9. Is an account of the contracts concluded by Government this year. | 

No. 10. Is an account of the duties collected upon bectle nut ſince the diſſolution of the So- 
ciety of trade, upon which I have to remark, that this diſtrict does not produce that article, 
and that the duties here are partly local, or collected upon the importation for conſumption, 
and partly from a cuſtomary abooal upon the Dacca Rowannas. The rate of duty varying, 
as appears from the account, is owing to a former practice of encouraging importation, by in- 
dulging particular merchants with a diminition of the cuſtomary duties; and the greater or 
leſs quantity imported by them will of conſequence alter the medium rate of duty for tlie 
whole ycar. 

No. = Is an account of the duties collected upon tobacco: and as this article likewiſe does 


not grow in this diſtrict; the duties are collected upon it in the fame manner they are upon 
beetle nut.

Extract of the general letter to Bengal, dated the 25th of March, 1772. 


58. W E are highly diſpleaſed at your diſobedience to our orders of 23d March 1770, re ſpe&- 

ng the reimburſement of all ſuch ſums, which had been paid by our ſervants out of 
the commithon of 21 per cent. to ſuch perſons, to whom we had not thought fit to aſſign any 
ſhare thereof ; and we cannot forbear teſtifying our ſurprize, that the repugnance which you 
evidently ſhew to the execution of thoſe commands ſhould be founded on the plea you have 
offered in your juſtification. 

59. Were it poſhble we could be perſuaded, that our council had, as you alledge been in- 
duced to this ſtep, from a full perſuaſion that the ſupplies ariſing from ſuch commiſſion was 
intended as a recompence to thoſe ſervants in Bengal, whoſe particular profeſſion and fituation 
made them proper objects of our conſideration, We could not but be impreſſed with an idea, 
either of your want of judgement or attention, for upon the leaſt advertence to the 117th pa- 
ragraph of our orders of 20th November 1767, and to the 182d paragraph of our letter of tlie 
16th March 1768, which ought to have been the rule of their conduct, they could not have 
been under any difficulty, concerning the purpoſes to which we meant to apply ſuch ſurplus, 
as might ariſe from the unappropriated ſhares of the ſaid commiſſion ; or even had that been 
poſſible, certainly we had reaſon to believe, that they would have been ſufficiently reſtrained 
by our expreſs injunction of 20th November 1767, which poſitively directs, that the ſurplus 
ſhould be carried to the Company's credit, under the head of unappropriated commiſſion, un- 
til you ſhall receive further orders from us concerning the diſpoſition of it. 

o. And therefore in referring this matter to our further conſideration, you have only diſ- 
eovered an unjuſtifiable partiality to ſuch of our ſervants, who had acted in violation of our 
orders, and by not requiring immediate repayment of ſuch ſums, as had been unduly paid out 
of the ſaid ſurplus, you have manifeſted as little regard to our intereſt as to our commands; 
and ſo far are we from being diſpoſed to recede from our orders of 23d March 1770, that we 
hereby renew and confirm the fame. You are therefore forthwith to demand, and receive of 
the ſeveral members of our council, who conſented to the payment of any ſhare or ſhares of 
the ſaid commiſſion, not warranted by us, or in caſe of their abſence from your prefidency, of 
their reſpective Attorney's or Agents, the amount of the ſeveral ſums which have been ſo un- 


duly 
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duly paid out of the faid commiſſion ; and if ſuch members of our council, their Attorneys or 
Agents, ſhall refuſe or neglect to pay the ſame immediately into our treaſury at Fort Willam, 
we direct, that you will forthwith proceed to an attachment of their effects in like manner as 
we directed ſhould be done in the 42d paragraph of our letter of 28th Auguſt 1771, reſpecting 
the reimburſement which we required of thote members of our council, who had involved vs 
in the payment of damages, for nonpayment of a bill of exchange, drawn for the firſt moiety 


of the navy donation. 


Extract of the General Letter to Bengal, dated the 25th March 1772. 


Paragraph 120. W E cannot ſuppreſs our indignation at finding that our orders of the 11th 

of November 1768, for tranſmitting to us copies of the accounts of the 
ſociety of trade, (together with ſuch further information, as might enable us to judge how far 
that ſociety had been regular in diſcharging the balances due on ſalt, beetle nut, and tobac- 
co,) have produced no other effect than to draw from you that imperfect abſtract of the ſo- 
ciety's accounts for the firſt year, which we find on conſultation 3d October 1769. 

121. And as we have reaſon to apprehend, that you have evaded our commands, from an 
unwillingneſs to elucidate the tranſactions of this ſociety, we muſt here declare, that if you 
negle& to forward to us by the ſhips of the enſuing ſeaſon, compleat copies of all books and 
accounts of the ſociety, from its inſtitution to the cloſing of that monopoly, we ſhall not on- 
ly manifeſt that diſpleaſure, which wilful diſobedience ſhall deſerve, but require you to indem- 
nify the Company for any loſs they may ſuſtian, by not receiving the necetlary information 
on this ſubject. 

122. Befides the books and accounts of the ſaid ſociety of trade, it is our expreſs will and 
pleaſure, that you aſcertain to us by letter and ſtatement, in the beſt manner you are able, the 
amount of all ſalt bought up by ny of the members of the ſaid ſociety of trade, whether joint- 
ly or ſeparately, between the 12th day of Auguſt 1765, and the 1ſt day of March 1766, as 
well as for every ſucceeding year, ſpecifying the names of buyer and teller, and the quantity of 
ſalt ſo bought and ſold as aforeſaid, in all caſes where ſuch accounts can pothil;ly be obtained. 

123. In order to this, you will call before you the banyans and other publick ſervants of 
thoſe perſons, who compoſed the firſt committee of trade, and all other perſons, whom you 
may eas able to elucidate the tranſactions hereby referred to your inveſtigation. | 

124. You are to take care, that the examination of all ſuch perions be made in the moſt 
accurate manner, and ſo authenticated as to be of uſe in a court of judicature in England, in 
caſe we ſhould have occaſion to make ſuch uſe thereof. And in all the ſociety's account ſales 
at Calcutta, or elſewhere, in the different diſtrifts of the country, you muſt be elpecially 
careful that the ſale puice, at every place and period, be fully and diſtinctly aſcertained. 

125. You are on no account to withhold from us ſuch lights on the ſubject, as may ena- 
ble us fully to inveſtigate the tranſactions of this ſociety, and the particular members there- 
of, from Auguſt 1765, to the preſent time. 

126. As the ſociety was, in September 1766, rendered anſwerable to the board for their 
conduct, and both ſociety and council were to be controlled by the ſele& committee, we muſt 
conſider you fully impowered to anſwer our preſent commands on this ſubje& ; and we again 
direct, that you ſpare no pains in your enquiries, nor ſuffer any connections or conſiderations 
whatever, to prevent you from anſwering fully our juſt expectations, according to the letter 
and ſpirit of theſe our poſitive orders, as you value our ſervice, the honour and intereſt of the 
Company, and your own characters as its repreſentatives in Bengal, and alſo as you would 
avoid the conſequences to which you will be rendered liable by a different conduct. 

127. In the execution of our ſaid orders, particular care muſt be had to the names of the 
perſons who have from time to time been proprietors of the ſaid ſociety of trade, the names 
of the perions who have, from time to time, compoſed their Committee or Committees, the pre- 
ciſe time when alterations by death, reſignation, or otherwiſe, have happened, either in the ſaid 
ſociety or Committee of trade ; the names of all perſons quitting, and of thoſe ſucceeding in 
every ſuch Committee of trade, from its inſtitution to its abolition ; or if it has not yet been 


totally aboliſhed, then ſuch accounts muſt be compleated to the lateſt period, for which they 
can be taken.

Extract of a Letter from Mr. Beecher to the Select Committee. 


HESE accounts, which are compoſed of materials furniſhed by the miniſters at m 
requſition, exhibit, on one fide, the amount of ſums collected ſince the Engliſh have 
acceded to the dewanny by ceſſes under the name of Mut-hute, and en the other, the 


particulars 
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particulars of ſundry expences of the ſircar, neither of which have appeared on the publick 
records, the former having never been included in the general ſtatement of the revenues 
tranſmitted annually to your board, nor the latter inſerted in our treaſury acconnts, but 
both left under the management of the miniſters, for reaſons why theſe ceſſes were 
eſtabliſhed, and have been thus conducted, I can only refer you to an extract of a letter 
from Mr. Sykes to me, on his refigning the office I now hold. Mahomed Reza Cawn 
entirely confirms Mr. Sykes's repreſentation, and aſſures me, that it was with the approbation 
of Lord Clive, and the gentlemen who then compoſed the Committee, that this mode 
of collection was firſt adopted. It has always been my intention to lay theſe accounts 
before the Committee. I communicated this intention to Mr, Verelſt when here at the 
laſt Pooneah, at the ſame time acquainting him with every circumſtance I then knew 
relative to thera, and he approved of it. Permit me here to requeſt your excuſe for 
not having tranſmitted them ſooner 3; the multiplicity of buſineſs on my hands, this 
unfavourable ſeaſon, and the 1 to eſtabliſh on a proper footing your benevolent 
plan of ſending ſuperviſors into the different diſtricts, have engroſſed ſo much of my 
time and attention, as to have cauſed this delay. | 

It is my duty, gentlemen, to give * the beſt inſight I poſſibly can into the nature 
of theſe ceſſes, and the diſtribution of the money that has aroſe from them; having 
done this, I ſhall offer my ſentiments in relation to thoſe expences which appear to me 
neceſſary to be continued, and thoſe that may be retrenched. When you have the 
whole thus before you, I thall expect you will favour me with your explicit orders on 
the ſubject, to which you may be aſſured of my ſtrict obedience. 

Firſt, as to the chelats, the amount of the ceis on account of this expence has been 
greatly increaſed fince our obtaining the dewanne, owing in a great meaſure to two 
cauſes; one, the conſiderable charge of chelats for Engliſh gentlemen ; the other, that 
formerly the amount of this ceſs was applied to little elte than the dreiles of the 
Zemindars and collectors at the time of the Pooneah, all occaſional charges, which 
were much more conſiderable, having been defrayed from the treaſury or the Nabob's 
conſummany ; but ſince he was brought to a fixed ſtipend, he declined bearing any part 
of the expence, which has occaſioned the whole to fall on the aſſeſſment; however, you 
gentlemen will, I believe, join in opinion. with me, that the Nabob ſhould either defra 
the expence of chelats for his own people from his ſtipend, or that it ſhould not be 
continued but to a very few of the principal men about his perſon. And TI further 
preſume it will be judged expedient, that moſt of the Engl:ſh gentlemen ſhould wavc 
their pretenſions; and that you will direct that in future none ſhould. receive chelats 
but thoſe who are intitled to them by their publick employments. The cuſtom of 
giving dreſſes to thoſe employed in the collections cannot, in my opinion, be aboliſhed 
entirely with propriety, but the expence may certainly be greatly reduced. 

Secondly, the Poothtebundy or charges of repairing bridges, banking the fides of the 
river, &c.— Whoever has gone up and down through Moorthedabad by water muſt be 
ſenſible of the very great expence of ſupporting the banks of the river, which to people 
in general would appear a moſt unreaſonable charge, Theſe banks extend from Sydabad 
to Bhemeneah in one continuation of near five cols, beſides many other places where 
they are only required in particular ſpots. In ſome parts they run 20 covids high, 
ſupported with a double frame of Bamboes matts, and here and there timbers. Formerly 
the expence of ſupporting theſe banks, repairing Bridges, &c. was defrayed by, and the 
conducting it entirely veſted in, particular Zemindars, whoſe lands were contiguous to 
them, and the Zemindars were proportionably eaſed in their rents; but even then, on 
extraordinary events, great aſſiſtance was given by the government. On this footing 
nearly things remained during the firſt two years of our holding the dewanne, and the 
extra expence was charged in the treaſury account; but in 1173 (Anno Dom. 1766— 
1767,) by the inſutiiciency of this mode, and the negle& and inability of the Zemindars, 
the banks were found to have gone greatly to decay, and by the giving way ot tome 
of them, the country was overflowed, and the city of Moorſhedabad in the greateſt 
danger in September 1767. For theſe reaſons an aſſeſſinent, which had before reſted wit! 
particular Zemindars, who becauſe of the racked ſtate of their rents were no longer 
able to ſupport it, was extended to other diſtricts. The Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn 


acquaints me, that the produce of this aſſeſlment has been applied with little deviation 


to the repairing theſe banks, &c. which appear, and are generally reported to be in 
very good order, and may, I apprehend, at a moderate expence, be kept to, till they 
ſuffer again by a very extraordinary riſe of the river. 3 

Thirdly, the Reſum Nezarut, which is the duſtore or fee of the Nazir and the reſum 
of ten annoes, that of the Mutſuddies of the Cutcherry by old and eſtablithed cuſtom 
the poſt of Nazir was formerly of great repute, he being properly, as his name imports, 
Overſeer, and having had under him all the Pcons, Chubdars, &c. who, on pretence of 
collecting, plundered the country; this office having been found burthenſome rather than 
advantageous, was aboliſhed, but the ceſs has been continued, and by the accompanying 


papers, 
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Papers, yon will find to what purpoſes it has been applied. Of the reſum of 10 annoes, 
four were long ago ſtruck off, and are monthly brought to credit in the 11 
the remaining ſix ought according to ancient cuſtom to be divided among the Mutſuddies 
and Mohores of the Cutcherry, * how much of it they receive, you, gentlemen, will 
ſce by inſpecting the account of the diſburſements. 

One circumſtance in theſe accounts which relates to myſelf, I muſt beg leave to explain. 
On my arrival here, I found that my predeceſſors had received from . theſe es an 
allowance of 2000 rupees per month. On applying to Mahomed Reza Cawn for an explana- 
tion of this charge, he acquainted me, that according to the cuſtom of this country, Mr. 
Dykes's table was ſupplied from the diftrifts near the city, with ſeveral articles of proviſion, 
but that inconveniences having attended this method, Mahomed Reza Cawn propoſed to 
Mr. Sykes to aboliſh this jus. — and to receive 2000 ficca rupers per month from the 
collections, accounts, puſhtebundy, and reſum. To this propoſal Mr. Sykes acqueſced, 
and the allowance has been continued to the refident, * received by me ſince I have 
held that ſtation. Mr. Verelſt I acquainted with this circumſtance, and he did not 
diſapprove of the allowance being continued, as he was ſenſible of the great expence attendant 
on my fituation. Whatever orders you * pleaſe to tranſmit on this ſubhject, ſhall be 
punctually complied with; and I ſhall only add upon it, that large as my allowances 
are as reſident at the Durbar, I can aſſure you, they do not exceed my expences. 

After mature confideration and examination of the ſeveral charges that the miniſters have 
thought proper to admit into theſe accounts, you, gentlemen, will pleaſe to determine what 
ſhall be continued, and what ſtruck off. The charges may certainly be greatly reduced; 
the miniſters and myſelf are of opinion, that if an addition to the Bundebuft of about 
352,000 rupees be made, it may ſerve to bear all abſolutely neceflary expences, provided 
chelats are given only to thoſe immediately in office in the collecting branch, and that 
you think proper that no bearers or coolies be charged in future in theſe accounts. Such 
other charges as you may deem expedient to ſtrike off, may be deducted from that ſum, 
and whatever chelats or other expences you may pleaſe ſtill to continue, over and above 
thole already ſpecified, muſt be added to it. Permit me, here, 2228 ſtrongly to 
recommend, that the mode of collecting by mathute be aboliſhed, which will prove a 
great relief to the inhabitants. This mode of collection has ever been a heavy grievance, 
as the Ryott never knew what he was to pay, but had more or fewer demands made on 
him, at the arbitrary will of the collector. The Sum propoſed to be added to the general 
Bundebuſt will be chearfully ſubmitted to; the Ryotts will know what they have to pay, 
and be freed from arbitrary oppreſſion. One great difficulty occurs, which is, how to get 
clear of the ſum of rupees 229,265 : 11 : 14 which theſe ceſſes ſtand indebted to the 
Treaſury, Merchants, &c. Could this ſum be wrote to loſs, and ordered to be paid, the 
ſatisfaction would be compleat; if not, I am afraid the deſtructive mathute plan muſt be 
purſued another year to get clear of this incumbrance. |

v U will find there are the collections made ſeparate from the ſtatement, viz. an 
account of the expences of the Pooneah, called Khelat, Bawh, Pooſhtbundy, and Ruſum 
Nezarut. This mode for defrayng theſe expences was eſtabliſhed by Lord Clive and the 
ſelect Committee; and why they were not included in the ſtatement, that the Compan 
might have a fair account of their groſs collections at one view, I cannot conceive, It muſt 
think, have ariſen from the fear the gentlemen of the fſele& Committee had that the Com- 
pany would not permit ſuch an expence to be kept up at the Pooneah, notwithſtanding it is 
deemed ſo neceſſary in the eyes of the country people, and always held with the utmoſt vene- 
ration. The Pooſthebundy is a neceſſary expence. The Ruſum Nazaret might be aboliſhed ; 
yet as this allowance to the under Mutſeddies and officers of the government is of an ancient 


anding, the abolition of it would have given diſguſt, and it was directed to be kept up, and 
divided as the Nabob thought proper. 


Ordered the accounts be entered after theſe proceedings. 
After mature confideration, the Committee determine on the following reſolutions. 
That the expences of the Chelat Baha be in future limited and regulated, the dreſſes to 


be beſtowed on none but the acting officers of government, and the members of the 
adminiſtration, and the value reduced as low as appearances will admit. 


That the reſident proceed to examine the pretenſions of all thoſe who have heretofore received 


dreſſes, and forward a lift to the Committee of thoſe who ought to be excluded from, or 
admitted to that diſtinction. 


That 
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That the late charges of Pooſhtebundy, after the extraordinary repairs of the banks in 
1767 appear exorbitant, that the general tax being impoſed at that period, on account 
of the 1nundation only, the nece ny for it can no longer remain at preſent, and that 
nothing ſhould prevent the immediate re-eftabliſhment of the local tax, was it not 
neceſſary to diſcharge the debt of 229265. 11 14, and on the overplus of this ceſs the 
Committee principally rely, as a fund for that purpoſe. 

That Reſum Nazarut be conſolidated with the nike of 10 annoes. 

That the preſents to the Mohures and Mutſuddies be diſcontinued, as far as can be effected 
without creating in them a diſguſt to the ſervice. 

That bearers be allowed to thoſe who travel on public duties, and to no others. 

That the ſum of 350,000 rupees be fixed on for the enſuing year; and that all ſaving and de- 


ductions which can be made therefrom, be applied to the diſcharge of the debt of 229,265 
11. 14. 

That a ſtatement of the ſum be formed ſeparate from the bundebuſt, and that a new and 
equal aſſeſſment thereof on each diſtrict, in proportion to its revenues, avoiding thoſe 
partialities which have hitherto been too viſible in the levying the Mahhuts. This indeed 
the Committee ſuppoſe to have been one grand cauſe of the complaints regarding Mahhuts; 
and if the abuſes of collectors be included, the reaſon why ſo inconſiderable a ſum as the 
Mahhut has ſpread ſuch terror, and produced ſuch gricvance, need not be further ſought. 
By fixing the amount of the whole mahtute at the commencement of the year, and di- 

viding the burtherf Equally among the diſtrifts, the Committee entertain hopes, that the 

inhabitants will be ſufficiently ſecured againſt the evils of an unlimited arbitrary tax, and 
the arts of collectors, who muſt neceſſarily have drawn enormous ſums from the Ryott under 
this head; it appearing to the Committee, that the 2000 rupees per month, mentioned in 
the — letter, is a part of the 3000 ſettled by Lord Clive, but by ſome overſight not 
record 

Agreed, That the reſident be queſtioned concerning it; and that the following letter be 
wrote to him as afull anſwer to his letter of the 28th March. 


To Richard Becher, Eſquire, Refident at the Durbar, 


S I R, 


W E have received your favour of the 28th ultimo, with the ſeveral papers and accounts 
therein incloſed. 

In a country where abuſes of office are practiſed with an audaciouſneſs that ſeems to expoſe 
the offender to inſtant puniſhment, and are yet ſupported by ſuch a complication of artifice, 
and multitude of aſſociates, that to detect is difficult, and to mark the offender almoſt im- 

ble, it is a neceſſary conſequence, that all arbitrary ceſies whatever muſt be fo many 
inſtruments of oppreiſion in the power of colle@ors.—Was it not ſo, how is it poſſible that 
the mathute, a ſum by no means conſiderable in itſelf, ſhould be found ſo heavy and into- 
lerable a burthen on this extenſive country? Equitably divided amongſt all the diſtricts, 
it would be ſcarcely felt, at leaſt it could not be called a grievance. To reconcile this ex- 
traordinary diſproportion of the cauſe to the effect, is impoſſible, and we thall therefore be 
very ſolicitous to hear what progreſs is made by the ſuperviſors in this object of their en- 
quiries, fince we more than ſuſpect the reſult will lay open a moſt iniquitous ſcene of op- 
preſſion and peculation. 

We ſhall now reply to your obſervations on the inſtitution, amount, and application of 
each particular ceſs; and here we are ſtruck with a never ccaſing accumulation of expence 
in the article of Chelat Baha. Upon referring to the charges incurred before our acceſſion 
to the Dewannee, we find them ſo ſmall as 83,000 rupces, and even fince that period, cach 

ear has ſwelled the account, till it has exceeded all bounds. We are ſenſible that the 
cuſtom of dieſſes made to the board have been one cauſe, and the defraying occaſional 
charges from the treaſury, and not from the Naboh's contummany as formerly has Leen, 
another ſtill greater ſource of the increaſe. As to the firſt, the inſtitution came trom Lord 
Clive, when he attended the firſt pooneah after the grant of the Dewanny. It was recom- 
mended by his Lordfliip to the council as a form which coſt little, ail was aevertiiciets 
eſſential to the dignity of this adminiſtration ; and has been continued, we are pertuaded, 
from that and no other motive, ſince intereſt could ſcarce be tuppoicd to have a place 1 
matters ſo trivial. But the grand abuſe which has been increaſing ycarl in the adinuition 
of every rank to that honour, by which not only the charges have been augmented, but th 
intention of the cuſtom itſelf perverted; for ſo far from beſtowing any particular diſtinction 
on members of the board, it has been the means of confounding all diſtinctions. We 
ſpeak with a view both to Englith gentlemen and domeſtics, and honorary placemen abour 
the Nabob and miniſters. Ilenceforth we direct, that dreſſes, &c. be coated to members 
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Of the board alone, and to ſuch among the natives who are entitled by their offices; in 


which latter point we cannot at this diſtance preciſely determine, but leave to you to exa- 
mine all pretenſions; and we could wiſh to ſee the value of theſe dreſſes * as well as 
more ſparingly dealt. When theſe points are effected, we conceive the diſburſements may 
be reduced to the footing of the firſt year of the Dewanny, or perhaps lower. 

The piſht bendy being a new ceſs ſince the year 1767, and impoſed upon an extraordinary 
calamity, which had not happened for years before, and may not happen for years to come, 
we fee no reaſon, after the banks had undergone one thorough repair, why 1o large a ſum 
ſhould ſtill have been levied, and even a larger for theſe two laſt ſeaſons, than that immediate- 


ly ſucceeding the inundations. Since the practice of mathute is o cvidently pernicious, the 


good order in which you repreſent the banks to be at preſent would afford a favourable oppor- 

tunity for aboliſhing the general tx and re: eſtabliſhing the local one; but the debt of 229,265. 
11. 14 due to the merchants on account of the former years, make it neceſſary to {uipend this 
reſolution, as it is from the overplus of this ceſs whence we priacipally hope to raiſe a fund 
for the diſcharge of that debt. S | 

In the accounts we obſerve the names and diſburſements of the reſume nizamut, and revenue 
of 10 annocs blended together. It occurs to us, that was the name as well as the office of the 
nizamut conſigned to oblivion, and that ceſs conſolidated with the reſume of 10 annocs, we 
ſhould thereby rid ourſelves of one ſpecies of mahtute. Whether the preſents made to the mo- 
horers out of theſe ceſſes might be diſcontinued partly or wholly, without producing a diſguſt 
and indifference hurtly to the courſe of buſineſs, is an object we recommend to your con- 
lideration. | 

Under the head of bearcrs, ſome difference ſhould be made between thoſe who travel for 
amuſement, or upon their own private affairs, and thoſe who are called by duty. That bearers, 
&c. ſhould be provided tor the former at the publick expence, is in the higheſt ſenſe unreaion- 
able and profuſe, and we direct theſe exceprions be carefully noted in future. 

As you inform us that no ceſs was collected on account of the reſume of 10 annoes, before 
the ycar 1767, we are at a loſs to know, how the expence was defrayed before that period. 
From the materials before us it would appear, that this reſume was formerly collected on the 
amount of the bundibuſt, and only became a mathute ſince the year 1767. 

We requeſt you will ſolve this doubt. For the future regulation of theſe ceſſes two points 
muſt be effected: 1ſt, The limitation of the ſum; 2dly, The proportioning that ſum to the 
whole province. You fix the neceſſary at 350,000, we hope and believe you have exceeded 
the reality in that calculation; for upon drawing a balance between the medium amount of 
former charges, and the ſavings we have pointed out, there will remain a conſiderable exceſs 
from the ſum of 350,000 to be appropriated to the payment of the debt of 229,265. 11. 14, 
however, this will beſt appear after one year's experience; and then, ſhould the fund fail our 
expectations, ſomething muſt be added to it for the year enſuing, till the debt is diſcharged; 
but to render any addition unneceſlary, we expett every poſſible 1aving be applied to the above 

urpoſe. | | 

l Great partiality has been ſhewn in the aſſeſſment of the mathute. — The extenſive pro- 
vince of Decca has paid only 5000 rupees to the reſume of 10 annoes, and nothing to an 
other ceſs, ſince we have held the Dewanny, whilſt Nudeah, coſnparatively a ſmall diſtri, has 
paid heavily to all; and this inequality ſeems almoſt throughout the whole province. 

Your propolal of adding the mathute to the Bundebuſt we do not altogether approve, becauſe 
the collectors and Zemindars, might chance in ſuch caſe to avail themſelves of the ignorance of 
the Ryotts, and clandeſtinely continue the ſeparate collection under the old heads, and becauſe 
the Bundebuſt itſelf might be encroached upon, to pay theſe extraordinary charges, ſhould an 
unfavourable ſeaſon make a reduction neceſſary. The Ryott, who has been uſed to pay towards 
the Peſht Bandy, the Chelat, Baha, &c. according to the temporary reſolves of government, 
or more properly the arbitrary decree of the collector, would ſcarcely think it a hardſhip when 
the ſum he 1s to pay is fixcd and proportioned ; whereas an addition to the Bunde huſt would 
give riſe to evaſions, from being an unuſual thing if from no other cauſe. In ſhort, our view 
is not ſo much to ſuppreſs the taxcs, as to new-model them; and this we would perform by 
drawing a ſeparate ſtatement of them independent of the Bundebuſt, by determining the grots 
ſum, and by afleſſing each diftri, according to its true caſes and extent; the Ryott, then can- 
not be expoled to ſudden demands, and perpetual alarms of new calls, and the pernicious in- 
fluence of the mathute will be in all reſpects eſfectually reſtrained, 

If the allowance of two thouſand rupees per month, annexed to the reſident in lieu of the 
Zemindar's contribution of proviſions, be incluſive of the 3000 rupecs, which is the ſtated ſa- 
lary, it is no more than his right; if excluſive, it muſt be diſcontinued ; though we are ſenſi- 
ble your motives for receiving it were no other than the example of your predeceſſor. We are 
inclined to believe the former ſuppoſition, becauſe you only eharge one thouſand rupees in the 
Moocjyl abſtracts, and the ſalary of the reſident was, we underſtand, ſettled by Lord Clive, 
without bcing recorded.

AD the follkwing letter from the Reuenue Council at Moorſhedabad to the Controlling 
Committee of Revenue, and referred by that board to us. 


To the Honourable the Preſident, &c. Members of the Controlling Committee of Revenue at Fort William. 


Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

We have the pleaſure to tranſmit you herewith, the account current Kiſtbundee to the cloſe of 
the demand for the Bengal month of Cartie, by which you will obſerve, that the collections until 
that period are remarkably well kept up. We further take the liberty to tranſmit you copy of a 
letter, and ſeveral ſtatements laid before us by our accountant, preparatory to — the books 
of this department to the end of April 1771. 

We have in conſequence authorized him to make the adjuſting entries contained in the 
ſtatement No. 2; but for making the further entries recommended in his letter, although they 
appear to us to be hi ox 4 neceſſary, in order to clear the account Dewanny Soubah Bengal, or 
ſtock account, from the burthen of ſuch heavy ſums, which, as no recoveries are to be expected 
from them, conſtitute in fact nothing more than an imaginary valuation; yet we conclude it 
will be proper to obtain for this purpoſe, the ſanction of the honourable the Preſident and Council, 
and we therefore requeſt you will procure for us ſuch orders as they may think neceſſary on this 
ſubject as expeditiouſly as poſſible, that the books may be balanced in time to be forwarded to 
Europe by the ſhips of this ſeaſon. The explanation given by the accountant of the ſums which 
he is of opinion may be written off in the books, is, in itſelf, ſo full and diſtinct, that it would 
be ſuperfluous to enter into any further elucidation here, We ſhall only ſay therefore, that our 
ſentiments entirely coincide with his, and that the ultimate determination will reſt with the

We cannot allow of having the balance in the collections of 1176 written off without the

the balance uncollected of each year's revenue ought to Have a ſeparate head in the ledger, as 
Lalance of 1176—balance of 1177. And ſuch collections as may be made from time to time, 
Mould be carried to the credit of that year in which they became balances. We are alſo of 
opinion that the balance of account current with merchants, ought to reinain in the books; tor 
though Gaik Chund and Choep Damonda may at preſent be inſolvent, they poſſibly may in 
length of time recover themſelves. 

As the balance of account current with Zemindars, ſeems to have ariſen from a cej5 on account the 
Pha Kelaut, we cannot deem them more accountable for this ee than the different diſtricts, which are 
now in arrear 344,342. 3. 2. 2. on the ſame account: and as the latter are not conſidered to le any 
ways anſwerable for any collections on this head, we think that their Zemindars ought to be releaſed 


from any demands from this ſum, and do therefore authorize you to write off this balance. 


You will likewiſe write of to profit and loſs the balance of the boat account, Xilaut Aecount, 
Puſbtabundee, and Rezum Nazaret, they being articles of expence, and not in any manner recoverable.

Honourable Sir and Sirs, 1 
I have been favoured with your orders of the gth ultimo, in compliance with which I now 
incliſe a particular account of all extra collections and taxes whatever, that are levied in the Bahar pro- 
vince, exclufrue of the Bundibuft. The expence of Khelats conferred at any time on the Aumils 
and Zemindars, are regularly brought under the head of charges general in the treafury ac- 
count, tranſmitted by me monthly to the Reſident at the Durbar, and no charge is incurred on 
the country for this article. A collection of about 6,000 rupees a year were formerly eſtabliſh- 
ed for the Ruſſoom Nezarut or Nazir's cuſtom, but was aboliſhed about 3 years ago by Maha 
Raja Shetabroy. The charge of Puſht-Bundy is in this province but very trifling, and in ſuch vit- 
lage where any precaution againſt Inundations is neceſſary, the expence of repairing banks, &c. 
is defrayed by a kind of ſubicription among the inhabitants, without the interpoſition of govern- 

ment. 

e preſent eſtabliſhment of the Dawkes incurs a heavy, as well as a very injurious expence 
on the country, the two ſets that are ſtationed excluſive of the Company's appear wholly ſuper- 
flu-us; and | would recommend that the neceſſary charges on this account be paid from the 
_ treaſury, inſtead of its being levied on the Pergunnahs, through which the Chakeys are placed, 

and the ſame rule to be obſerved with all the other ſervants employed under the goverament.

As this is not the time for multiplying the iſſues from our treaſury, we would not willingly in- 
troduce the innovation you propoſe in the payment-of the dawks, unleſs it be clearly demon- 
ſtrated, that no regulation or examples can prevent the preſent mode of paying them from con- 
tinuing a ſerious grievance to the country.

Extract of a Letter from the Revenue Council at Moorſbedabad, to the Governor and Council, Dated

« We herewith tranſmit you a repreſentation laid before us by the Naib Duan, on the ſub- ' 
«« jet of your commands of the 18th ultimo.“ : 
The Naib Dewan's fentiments, regarding the reduction propoſed in the Bhahy Khelauts. 
With reſpect to the directions which the gentlemen of the council of Calcutta, in con- 
ſequence of orders received from the honourable the Court of Directors, have tranſmitted 
you, for reducing the expence of Khelauts given at the Pooneah to Engliſh Gentlemen, 
to the ofacers of the Negamut and Duannee, the Zemindars and other inhabitants of the 
country, and their determinations ſubſequently pointed out; it is neceflary that I ſhouid remark, 
that the ceremony of the Pooneah has been eſtabliſhed for a long ſeries of time If their 
directions, with regard to the prefident, the chief here, (who is ſecond of their beard) and 
the gentlemen of the Council of Calcutta and Moorſhedabad, and carried into execution, the 
K helauts, which are meant to augment their name and dignity, will only tend to render them 
inconſiderable. | 
As to the Zemindars and Talookdars, the Khelauts may be ſaid to be a renewal of their Sun- 
nuds and a Confirmation of their appointments z and to the officers of the Nazamut they are an 
honorary diſtinction; it has therefore for a long ſucceſſion of years been. cuſtomary for the 
Nazim, on the part of the King, to inveſt with Khelauts the Dewan, the agents of the 
Dewan, and his own officers, and only ſuch were accepted as were diſmiſſed or recalled, and 
this ceremony has long been preſerved. Laſt year it was reduced as low as poffible, ana J 
exerted my endeavours that no part of this expence might be left unretrenched: Altho' the 
further ſaving by the regulation which is now laid down, is not an. object of advantage or 
profit, yet if any reduction is made in the Khelauts it will be divulged to the world, and reflect 
diſcredit to all who receive them, whether Engliſh gentlemen, or officers of the Nizamut, or 
Dewannee ; and if the officers of the Nazim do not receive them, it will ſpread thro'the whole 
world that the Nizamut is totally aboliſhed ; and in the like manner with reſpect to me, if I 
do not receive them myſelf, it is no matter, becauſe no body ſhall know it; but if my officers 
do not receive them, the name of the Neabut Duannee will alſo be extinguiſhed. —From the

Extract of a Letter from the Council of Revenue at Moorſhedabad, dated 23d May 1771. to the 
Governor and Council at Bengal. 


We are ſorry to find that our letter of 16th March, accompanied by the Naib Duan's 
opinion regarding the Mhatute, has not given you full ſatisfaction on that ſubject. With 
reſpect to the eſtabliſhment of the ceſſes at the Sudder, the Naib Duan has plainly expreſſed th-t 
the expences were of a nature not profier ts be entered in the Treaſury account, and therefore 
a ſeparate fund was erected, from whence they have been defrayed. I his fund however extended 
no farther than the agreements with the Zemindars, who conſented to furniſh this aid to govern- 
ment out of their then eſtabliſhed revenue, without impoſing any freſh tax on that account upon 
their Rystts. This led us to ſay, that it was a conſolidated revenue ia the Moffuſil. We

ſhould rather have ſaid, that the Bha Khelaut, &c. was (as far as we are yet informed) no 


Moftuſil Tax at all, but a tax upon the Zemindars, payable out of their ſtandard revenue 
before it commenced, The great increaſe of the expence of Bha Chelaut, &c. took place 
with the Ceſſion of the Duannee to the Company, and you are not unacquainted that the 
Zemindars have ſo inadequately performed their engagements, as to leave a balance due at the 
end of the Bengal year 1176 account, revenue, and Mhatute, of not leſs than ſixty Lacks 
of Rupees ; inſtead thereof of any utility or benefit arifing to government from the eftabliſh- 
ment of this tax, it appears to us to have furniſhed pleas for balances in the collections of both 
branches, and that what has been carried to the credit of Mhatute bas been a manifejt curtail- 
ment of the collections of the Bundabu/! or revenue. From this, reaſoning and explanation it is 
plain, that the balance cue to the merchants for the coſt of Khelauts, &c. muſt ultimately 
de diſburſed from the Treaſury, as five times the amout of the Mhatute fixed for laſt year 
will remain on balance of the Bundibuſt: However, if it is your pleaſure, the ſum of 
3,50, 0 Rupees ſhall be transferred from the head of revenues, to the head of Mhatute, 
and the merchants balances, as well as the Pooneah and Puſhtebundee expences, wrote off

It is with concern we now underſtand that this order has been diſregarded, to the great pre- 
judice of the revenue, and injury of the Company; we therefore direct that you will make ftrict 
inquiry who are the tranſgieſſors, and tranſmit ro us the names of all ſuch as have lent out 
money without obtaining the approbation of the miniſters, and contrary to the injunctions of 
the ſelect Committee.

r did very right in forbidding Europeans holding the farms of any lands, towns, or 
villages without the Company's Boundaries, nor do we much approve of it within ou: 
own juriſdiction ; however, as it ſometimes may poſſibly prove of public advantage to have 
monied men, not in our ſervice, to be competitors, we do not lay you under reſtrictions as 
ſuch perſons ; but we abſolutely and poſitively forbid our covenant ſervants holding any lands, 
towns, or villages, directly or indirecMy, either within or without our juriſdiction, or be in- 
tereſted in any contracts with the Company; for ſuch ſhall affuredly forfeit our ſervice: our 
reaſon for this reſtraint muſt be ſo obvious, that an explanation is unneceſſary. We are fur- 
ther to remark, that the late troubles at Tellicherry, which proved almoſt fatal to that ſettle- 
ment, took riſe from a diſpute with our Linguiſt and the Prince of that ccuntry, relative to 
lands he the Linguiſt held at Mount Dilly; therefore ſhould any of the natives or inhabitants 
who hold poſts in Calcutta, or under our protection, poſſeis Territories withort our limits, they 
are, in all differences which may ariſe with reſpect to ſuch property, to ſettle them as Indians, 
but under no ſanction as ſubjects to the Company; for it is our poſitive direction, that the at- 
fairs of ſuch perſons ſhall not embarraſs or involve ours.
